ONLY ONE FREEMASONRY. 


“While there are many religions, there 
is but one Freemasonry. And while we 
would not be understood as endeavoring 
to elevate Freemasonry above Christian- 
ity, we offer no apology for saying that, 
while religion has caused many tears of 
sorrow to flow, made millions of widows 
and orphans, imprisoned disbelievers, 
‘ortured them upon the rack ‚and burned 
them at the stake; has devastated cities 
and swept them from the face of the 
carth, desolated lands, blotted out na- 
tions. Masonry has done none of these 
things. Freemasonry has no armies, no 
ravies, no arsenals and no magazines, 
nor implements of war or death. On the 
contrary, if all men were good and true 
Masons, there would be no more war. 
Its sons are the hosts of peace; its aims, 
rood deeds; its banner Love, and its 
countersign and battlecry, “Peace and 
vood will upon earth.”—Grand Master 
Bell, of Texas.” 


How often do we see items like the 
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above in our York contemporaries, and 
how often do York Rite spell-binders 
give voice to sentiments similar to tnose 
of our Texan brother, sentiments so 
Leautiful in themselves that makes it the 
„reater rity they are misapplied, it may 
te that they are only used in a Pickwick- 
ian sense and the Bro. docs not mean 
to be taken literally, or it may be that 
he talks of what should be, notof what 
is, or that he has in mind the Universal 
Masonry of the world at large; not the 
sectional and Local Masonry of the 
American York Rite, the latter seems 
the only reasonable explanation. 

Our good Bro. says that unlike relig- 
ion; Masonry has never persecuted dis- 
senters (disbelievers), this is true of 
Universal Masonry but what of the Ma- 
sonry of the Bros. own State where a 
considerable portion of the people speak 
Spanish as their mother tongue yet are 
refused the privilege of conducting Ma- 
sonic work in that language, and when 
they the granted charters by a neighbor- 
ing Grand Lodge are persecuted and re- 
fused fraternal recognition, and what of 
our own BB. of the Scottish Rite Sym- 
tolic who are continually lied about, mis- 
represented and persecuted, deprived of 
the right to labor and support their fam- 
ilies, our Deputies arrested on trumped up 
eharges, sometimes as in Los Angeles 
without even the formality of making 2 


charge. But says the Yorkist these peo- 


ple are not Regular! 
Was this not the plea on which the 
fires of Smithfield were lit? The Quvak- 
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crs persecuted in New England? and on 
which the iniamous Torquemada sup- 
plied the Antoda-Fe with victims? has 
it not ever been the plea by which ig- 
norance, bigotry and tyrany has justi- 
ficd its persccution of those who differ- 
cd from them in opinion?

A SURVEY OF THE SCOTTISH 
RITE. 


The following article taken irom the 
“Tyler-Keystone’ gives tne York Rite 
view of its side partner. The bogus Scot- 
tish Rite of the southern and northern 
‘urisd‘ction. that two-thirds of it is false 
and the balance incorrect is to be expec- 
ted in our August issue one will give a 
truc survey of it.—Ed. 

The month of May is an important one 
in the history of the Ancient and Ac- 
cpeted: Scottish Rite. On the thirty-first 
of that month in 1801, the ‘Mother Su- 
¿reme Council” was tormed at Charles- 
ton, S. C., and on the first, fifteen years 
before that. date, the Constitutions were 
ratified by Frederick the Great of Prus- 
sia, who was at that time the supreme 
head of the Rite. 

After the establishment of the three 
degrees by the Grand Lodge of England, 
chortly after the organization of that 
tody, many so-called higher degrees were 
tormulated, for the most part on the 


continent, but they were shortlived. 
From them, however, grew out che twen- 
ty-two additional degrees which were to 
become the foundation of the Scottish 
Rite as we know it today. These twenty- 
five degrees were brought together un- 
der the head of a chapter of the Rite of 
Perfection, by the Chevalier de Bonne- 
ville, which he established in the Col- 
lege of Jesuits of Clermont, an asylum 
for the adherents oi the House of Stu- 
ert, who were, for the most part, Scotch- 
men. One of the degrees of the Rite 
was called “Scottish aMster,” and it 
was from this influence that the Rite 
was given its prescnt name by the body 
crganized in Charleston in 1801, altho 
at no time was it a strictly Scottish or- 
panization. 


The Marquis de Lenais introduced the 
degrecs to Berlin in 1758, where they 
were adopted by the Grand Lodge of 
the Three Globes, and in the same year 
the rite of Emperors of Paris under the 
suthority of “The Council of Emperors 
wi the East and West?” A split occur- 
red soon afterwards, due to jesuitical 
influence, but in 1781 both factions were 
incorporated with the Grand Orient of 
lrrnce. 


In Germany the Rite flourished under 
the patronage of the king, who is said 
to have drawn up the Grand Constitu- 
tions of 1762, and afterward recorgoniz- 
ed the rite and ratified and signed the 
Constitutions ‘of 1786, by which he rce- 
signed his position as the Grand Com- 
mahder of the Princes of the Royal Se- 
cret and Supreme Chicf of the Scottish 
Rite of Perfection. His Masonic pre- 
rogatives were by the same document 
cepos.ted wich a council for cach nation 
:0 be composed of nine Sovereign Grand 
Inspectors-Gencral of the thirty-third 
and last degree oi legitimate Freema- 
sonry, limited in number to that ‘of the 
years of Christ on earth. The intimate 
connection of King Frederick to this de- 


grec has been a subject oi controversy, 


but many of the leading scholars in the 
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Rite, including Albert P.ke, are saeis- 
fed of his interest and influence. 

The double eagle insignia of the Rite 
-s the same as that of the reigning house 
of Prussia, and bears witness to the in- 
fluence of the Great German ruler on 
the system. The double cagle is also 
the emblem of ehe Russian ruler, and is 
very similar to that of the Scottish Rite 
\ member of the Michigon Consist dry 
while traveling in Russia found the em- 
bient a talisman, although Masonry in 
any iorm is forbidden. He had occa- 
sion tò vist several places in the Czar's 
domain that were quite off the beaten 
path of travel, and being unfamiliar 
with the language, anticipated 
trouble in getiing about. He found to 
his surprise. however, that he was bce- 
treated with a great-.deal of deference 
for which he could not account until 
he discovered that a 32 degree ring 
which he was wearing was regarded with 
wreat respect and curiosity. At first. 
lnowing that Masonry was frowned up- 
cn in Russia, he was minded to take it 
cm. bit sceing how effectively it worked 
he resisted the impulse and for therest 
of ‘h’s stay in those remote parts was 
regarded and treated as a special agent 
oi the Czar. 


The Rite was brought to America by 
Stephen Morin aboue 1762, his commis- 
sion granting him power to create In- 
spectors in all places where the sublime 
degrees were not already established, 
being dated the year previous, gugust 
Še 1761. 

Morin went first to San Domingo and 
afterwards to Kingston, Jamaica, where 
he appointed Henry Francken a Deputy 
‘nspector-Gencral, and commissioned 
lim to extend the rite. Soon after his 


* sppointment Francken came to the north 


«rn colonics and appointed Moses M. 
ilayes a Deputy Inspector-General at 
Poston, and established a Lodge of Per 
fection of the r4th degree at Albany. 


This was the first Lodge of Perfection 
on the continent of North America, but

cut, remaining quite forgotten until the 
uriginal charter was discovered in 1822 
hy Giles Fonda Gates.

The constitutions wnich gave the au- 
tharity for the additional degree up to 
the 33d have been the subject of extend- 
cd controversy. They were first pub- 
lished in French in 1832. Two years 
‘ater a Latn text appeared which differ- 
cd in many of its details from the French 
version. It is believed that the Latin js 
the original and that the French was a 
copy des‘yned ior the use of the Craft 
in that cowniry. Albert Pick went into 
the matter at length in his “Historical 
inquiry” and established to the satisfac- 
tion of most scholars that the Latin 
document is genuine and that it was ac- 
tually subscribed to by King Frederick. 
From the variations in the two vers‘ons 
of the Constitutions have come the dif- 
‘erence in the work cf the Northern and 
Southern Jurisdictons. The Northern 
work is based on the French. transcript 
with the emohasis in the degrecs laid 
on the Knighthood of the Crusades, while 
the Southern work, conforming to the 
].atin document. lays greater stress on 
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he historical and philosophical teachings. 

In 1813, the year in which the Ancient 
nd Modern Grand Lodges of England 
vere united into one body, the Scottish 
titein America was separated into two. 
The Supreme Council for the Northern 
urisdiction was established in New 
York on August 5, oi this year by spe- 
jal Deputy Emmanuel de la Motta, and 
>). D. Tompkins, Vice President of the 
Jnited States, was made Grand Com- 
nander. A few ycars later the seat of 
vovernment of the Northern Jurisdic- 
ion was changed to Boston. This jur- 
sdiction includes all the territory north 
af the Ohio and east of the Mississippi, 
he Southern Jurisdiction reserving to 
tsellf all the rest of the territory of 
he United States. 


Like the rest of Masonry the Scot- 
ish Rite has not been allowed to pursue 
ts course through untroubled waters. 
Several attempts have been made to or- 
.anize spurious Supreme Councils both 
n the north and in the south. They have 
seen short | ved however, and, with the 
exception of the body organized by 
Joseph Cerneau in New Orleans and New 
York have ceased to exist. The Cer- 
eau controversy is too long to enter 
tpon at this time. If the reader is inter- 
ested he can find the g'st of the matter 
in “The Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite 
of Freemasonry,” by William Homan, 
or in his book on “The Scottish Rite and 
the Cerneau Wrong.” 


The Scottish Rite is hierarchial in its 
form of government. The Supreme 
Council of the Rite is the governing 
hody over all the degrces but confers 
but the one, the 33d. As the member- 
ship of the Supreme Council is limited to 
33 in the south and to twice that num- 
ber in the north, honorary degrees or 
titles have been provided for those Prin- 
ces of the Royal Secret whose services 
warrant special recognition. In the 
Northern Jurisdiction an honorary 33d 


degree is conferred, and in the South- 
ern Jurisdiction a “Court of Honor” ‘has 
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been established. This consists of two 
degrees or ranks, Knight Commargéler, 
and Knight Grand Cross. A man must 
be a membcd of one of these honorary 
grades before hc can be clected an act- 
ive member of either Supreme Council.

MORE OF OPERATIVE MASONRY. 


By Clement E. Stretton. 


In these pages for March the cditor 
asked for more definite information upon 
the subject of the Operative Rite oi 
Masonry, as ex stent in England. Bro. 
Stretton has very promptly and cour- 
teously replied. In answer to our ques- 
tion as to existence of records antcdat- 
ing the “revival” of 1717 Brother Stret- 
ton makes partial answer. We are now 
informed that such records are held by 
the Operatives, and securely guarded. It 
would surely work no injury to the so- 
ciety that proper portions of this ma- 
terial should be made known. The schol- 
ars of Speculative Masonry are not con- 
cerned with the secret archives ‘9f such 
association, but are desirous only to 
substantiate historical truth We give 
Brother Stretton’s communication, with- 
out commeni, further than to hope that 
clearer light may yet be vouch-safed: 

” have read the March issue of the 
American Freemason with great inter- 
est. On page 232 reference is made to 
my being under the Operative OB. as 
well as the Modern—I therefore send 
you a copy of what the Operative “Oath 
of Nimrod” is. With reference to the 
Traditional History it is read to every 
new Fellow also once a year. Every 
Guild Mason believes that it is absolutc- 
:y true and no Operative Mason would 
chink of calling it in question. We have 
it written on scrolls three, four and five 
lundred years old, and we regard it as 
the foundation stone—the commence- 
ment of our guild system. Wl are 
taught to deliver the Traditional His- 
tory without any notes whatever. 


| 
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l beg to direct your attention to the 
Co-Mason, for January and April roro. 
in which a correspondent, Anson, gives 
the clearest possibble outline of the 
Guild Mason’s ritual. 

The Opcrative Masons today continue 
10 use the ritual which was signed by 
Robert Padgett, Clerk to the Worship- 
‘ul Society of Free-Masons of the City 
of London in the second year of the 
reign of King James the Secondof Eng- 
land,—1686—that is long before the days 
cf Anderson or the formation of Grand 
Vodge in 1717. 

If we place the Operative ritual of 
1686 and the modern ritual as usct in 
Speculative Lodges today, side by stde, 
it 1S quite easy to see that the latter is a 
part copy, and part “adaptation,” of the 
former. The Operative Constitutions of 
the 1686 period undoubtedly came into 
ihe hands of James Anderson, and when 
le made his “digested” constitutions in 
1723 he did not make altcrations of 
«reat importance. The chief part of the 
‘digestion’ was to strike out the parts 
which in his opinion were too technical. 
The words “But as we are not all Op- 
crative but rather Free,” etc. etc. werc 
introduced in the 1714-1715 period when 
Anderson made some gentlemen Free 
Masons in the Operative Lodge, and 
then the Brethren present were “not all 
operative,’ as some werc Oprative and 
others non-Operative. 


It is remarked on your page 234 “If 
now by aid of the present ritual of the 
Operative Socicty Brother Stretton can 
explain and amplily the authorized ‘work’ 
ut English Speculative Masonry 
ts tg indeed marvelous.” 

Brother Stretton’s reply is that by 
means of the Operative ritual he can 
-olve the difficulties of the modern spec- 
vlative Free Masons because the modern 
adaptation’ is far shorter than the orig- 
inal Operative ritual. As an instance 
the Operative system has no less than 
seven Arch and Seven Square degrees, 
and the writer has passed through the 
whole fourteen, during the past forty-

His family 
were true friends of Garibaldi, and de- 
yoted to the cause of Italy. 

Freemasonry was introduced into other 
sarts of Italy in 172%) and many Lodges 
were established in Tuscany. In 1737, 


= Gaston, the last duke of the family of 


the Medicis, prohibited all Masonic as- 
semblies, but he died within a short 
period of time afterward, and the Lodges 
continued to meet and work. The Ro- 
man Catholic clergy appealed to the 
Pope, Clement, who commissioned an 
Inquisitor of Firenze and Loraine. 


But Gaston’s successor, Francis Duke 
of Lorraine, who was afterward Francis, 
second Emperor of Austria, and the hus- 
band of Maria Theresa, liberated them. 
The duke was himseli a Freemason. He 
had joined the fraternity in Holland, and 
during his reign as duke and as Emper- 
or he protected the Craft. Lodges sprang 
up in all parts of Italy—in Padua, Milan, 
Venice, Verona. There is authority for 
the statement that a Lodge which work- 
ed in the English language existed at 
Rome with the knowledge of the Pope. 

In 1751, Charles III, King of Sicily, 
prohibited Masonry in his domains, but 
the next year h echanged his opinion 
and committed the education of his son 
to a priest who was a Mason and alse 
his confessor. 


Ferdinand IV prohibited Freemasonry, 
it is said, because the blood of St. Jan- 
varius did not liquefy in 1776, as was 
usual ,and the trouble was laid to the 
Machinations of the Freemasons. But 
his wife, Queen Caroline, was a daugh- 
tel of a Mason, the Emperor Francis, 
and she secured the repeal of the law. 
But in 1781 it was renewed and Masonry 
died out. 
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Garibaldi was Grand Master of Ma- 
sons, and while he refused the greatest 
lonors and decorations of nobility, he 
was one oi those who thought that the 
decorations of Freemasonry were more 
“honorable than the Star and Garter.” 
In 1864 he wrote to the Masonic mag- 
azine, Chain of Union, from Saprera, his 
island home: 


‘I have received and have read with 
much satisfaction your Masonic journal 
which I hope will be a power in contrib- 
uting to the progress of Universal Ma- 
sonry. Your journal, to be 
useful to the cause of human regenera- 
tion, ought not only to favor this union 
but also‘to derend it with energy against 
those who oppose the march of human- 
ity and the freedom of conscience, and 
who, by their opposition, give us to day, 
both worlds a spectacle so discouraging.” 

On August 26, 1906, the Mas)ns par- 
ticipated in the ceremonial when the 
monument to Don Giovanni Verita was 
dedicated. He was tic humble priest of 
‘Mogdiana who saved the life of Garibal- 
di when he fled from Rome in 1849.—The 
New Age.

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“Our Canadian brethren of the North- 
west will do well to keep out of a cer- 
tain law court in the future, for Judge 
Beck of the Alberta Supreme Court re- 
cently declared in a public address that 
ke would not believe a Mason under vath 
where the interests of another Mason 
were concerned. This cngaging frank- 
ness on the part of the judge displays a 
not infrequent attitude of mind enmity 
of the narrower Catholics toward the 
fraternity. Such an attitude is t> be re- 
gretted but its expression in the manner 
of Judge Beck can only hold such indi- 
viduals up to ridicule, for the principles 
of the fraternty and its benificent nflu- 
cnce are too well known to the majority 
of prcfanes to need defense. The local 
effect of such an utterance, however, is 
rerious—for the judge, for its only ef- 
fect will be to warrant every Mason to 
demand another trial judge, as friend 
Beck is admittedly prejudiced. We ex- 
tend our condolences to the Canadian 
government that they are reduced to 
cuch narrow gauged timber for their 
judiciary.” 

The above is from the “Tyler Key- 
stone”, an American Rite expounder of 
Masonry, and an enemy of Universal 
Masonry. We comment upon it and re- 
fer to the various legislative enactments 
in the several states, to support us, no- 
tably the “Wyoming Statutes of 1909,” 
where it is made a penitentiary offense, 
to even be a Mason unless you are made 
by a Masonic Lodge in that State.

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MASONIC GEOGRAPHY. 

Under this title we published in our 
“Bulletin“ No. 21, an article, which has 
been reproduced by most of the Europ- 
ean and American Masonc papers, and 
which has brought us two interesting 
communications :— 

Firstly, irom Hungary. Bro. Wilhelm 
Murai has remarked that Hungarian Ma 
sonry, as far as its method of work is 
<oncerned, resembles Latin Masonry 
much more than German Masonry, end 
that it should figure that 
Group. 

Secondly, from Luxenburg. Bro. Junck 
Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of 
Luxenburg, declares that the Luxem- 
burg Masons also belongs to Latin Ma- 
sonry, and that, not only by their meth- 
od of work, but by their origin. 

“We received the light.” says he, 
“through the Grand Lodge of Mons on 
August 28th 1776, and by an edict of 
Joseph lI. of May 15th 1786, it was in- 
terdicted. The gist brigade of the army 
oi the French Republic which came to 
take possession of the fortress of Lux- 
emburg in 1802, and, which has in its 
suite the Lodge “Concordia,” gathered 
together the Masons that were scattered 
abroad. and helped them to create the 
Lodge “The Children of Concord.” This 
Lodge was installed by a Commission 
of the Grand Orient of France, and it 
was under the protection of this Mason- 
ic Power that we continued to work un- 
til we became fully independent.”—S-viss 
Bullet n. 
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"CHAIN OF TITLE OF SATE 
GRAND LODGES 


WASHINGTON. Name:—“The M. 
W. G. L. of Free and Accepted Masons 
oi Washington.” The Grand Lodge of 
Oregon Established a lodge at Olympia, 
Steilcoom, Grand Mound and Washing- 
ton all prior to the year 1858. Delcgates 
from these four Lodges assembled at 
Olympia and on the gth day of December 
of that ycar, organized the Grand Lodge 
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of Washington territory. 

OREGON. Name:— “The M. W. G. 
L. of Ancient Free and Accepted Masons 
of the State of Oregon.” Free Masonry 
was introduced into the Territory of 
Oregon from the neighboring jurisdictiin 
of California. On August 16th, 1851 
delegates from three lodges assembled 
in Oregon City, who consumated and or- 
ganized Sept, 15th following in the adop- 
tion of the constitution and installation 
of Grand Lodge officers. 


CALIFORNIA. Name:— The M. W. 
G. L. of Free and Accepted Masons of 
the State of California.” Petitions were 
sent castward for authority to establish 
iodges. These were granted respective- 
ly by the Grand Lodges of Connecticut, 
Missouri and the District oi Columbia 
and in April 1850 an organizing conven- 
tion was held at Sacramento and the pre- 
liminary steps taken for the organization 
of the Grand Lodge of California, which 
was’ consumated on the 1sth day of April 
1850. 

MISSOURI. Name:— “The M. W. G. 
cf L. of Ancient Irec and Accepted 
Masons of the State of Missouri.” Free 
Masonry was introduced into this state 
hy the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania. 
As early as 1807 a lodge was.establisht at 
St. Genevieve. This was followed by 
the warranting oi several lodges in other 
parts, by the Grand Lodge of Tennessee 
and on May 4th, 1821 the delegates from 
three lodges met at St. Louis and organ- 
ized the Grand Lodge. 


CONNECTICUT.. Name:— “The M. 
W. G. L. of the State of Connecticut.” 
The oldest lodge, Hiram No. 1. received 
its warrant from St Joseph Grand Lodge 
at Boston in 1750. Other lodges were set 
upat different places in the state. some 
under the authority of Massachusetts, 
some of New York. Confusion from the 
variety of constitutions and rituals natur- 
ally followed, which led to a iraternal 
assemblage of delegates at New Haven 
and the formation of the Grand Lodge 
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‘uly Rth, 1789. 

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. Name: 
“The Grand Lodge of Free and Accepted 
Masons in the District of Columbia.” 
Freemasonry was introduced into this 
jurisdiction by warrant from the Grand 
Lodges ot Maryland and Virginia. An 
organizing convention was held by dele- 
gates from three lodges, a constitution 
framed and officers clected. These were 
installed February roth, 1811, which is 
given as the date of the birth of this 
Grand Lodge. 

MASSACHUSETTS. Name:— “The 
Grand Lodge of the Most Ancicnt and 
Honorable Fraternity of Free and Accept 
cd Masons of the Commonwealth of Mas 
sachusetts.” Yreemasonry was introduct 
into the Colony of Mass. Bay directly 


. from London by a commission, which

rever existed, but claimed to have been 
issucd to Henry Price, during the year 
1733- On July 30th, 1733 Price organized 
“St Johns Provincial Grand Lodge” and 
through this, in Boston. a lodge of the 
same name, yet extant, but ‘having no 
number, a deficiency due to an unfortun 
ate custom, originating only in that juris 
diction by designating lodges by name 
and locations only. 

It will be readily scen from the fore- 
going that all the State Grand bodies are 
“self-constituted” and organized without 
any authority whatsoever, recciving no 
charter or any other authority from any 
source whatsoever. 

Of Henry Price, who seems to be the 
fountain head of American Masonry, 
Masonic history speaks as follows:— 


“Masonry throughout the world is unit 
cd into one family, with the sole excep- 
lion of the adherents of the State Gen- 
cral Lodges in the United States of Amer 


jlica. The first of these spurious and clan 


cestine Grand Lodges was formed in 
Poston by Henry Price, who received 
three degrees in the “Grand Lodge of 
England” (“Moderns”), a self-constitut- 


cd body composed of four small subord- 
inate lodges which for the purpose seced- 


cd from the regular order of Masonry. 
This so-called Grand Lodge was so ir- 
regular, spurious ard clandestine that it 
Was never recognized by the Grand 
Lodges of Scotland and Ireland. Neither 
was it recognized by the Grand Lodge of 
All England. Ancicnt, Free and Accept- 
ed Masons until the two bodies, the 
“Ancient” and “Modern” Grand Lodges, 
inited in 1813 and became the United 
Grand Lodge of England. Price claimed 
to have had a commission for Massachu- 
setts irom the “spurious modern” Grand 
Lodge of England, appointing him Pro- 
vincial Grand Master, but no such docu- 
ment is now in existcnie, if, in@eed it 
ever did exist. Neither do the records 
cf the Grand Lodge of England show 
that any authority was ever given to Mis 
mau Price. An appointment as a Pro- 
vincial Grand Master was, and is, simply 
the dcputizing of a brother to act tem- 
porarily until a regular dispensation can 
he procured from the Granu Master or 
the Grand Lodge. According to the reg-' 
tlations of the Grand Lodge of England 
such regular dispensaiions must be se- 
cured within one year irom the date ‘of 
vranting temporary dispensation, or else 
the temporary dispensation becomes null 
and void (worthless). As Price never 
made any report of any of his acts in 
America, the work done by him in Bəs- 
ton was doubly irregular, spurious, clan- 
destine and worthless. 

The Masons and lodges made by this 
man Price, united and assumed the pow- 
ers of “The Grand Lodge of Massachu- 
setts” without cver having received a 
charter or even a dispensation from any 
Masonic powcr on carth empowering 
them to do so. When asked to show 
their charter or anything else giving 
them the right to exist as a Masonic 
Grand Lodge, they arc totally unable to 
do so. Practically all the other State 
Grand Lodges of the United States of 
America sprang from this clandestine 


Grand Lodge of Massachusetts. 
To make irregularity still more irregu- 
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iar, in 1706 Thomas Smith Webb, a clan- 
destinely made Mason by a doubly clan- 
destine lodge at Keene, N. H., the chart- 
er of which was arrested partly because 
of its irregular work on Webb, made a 
new Rite Masonry, which Mackay and 
the other best authorities of the world 
call the American Rite. This work of 
Webb’s was wholly adopted by some of 
the State Grand bodies, partially by oth- 
ers, and not at all bv at least one Grand 
Lodge. Therefore, in scarcely any two 
states of the Union is Masonic work 
alike, and the Masons made in one state 
are practically unable to make them- 
selves known as Masons to the Lodges 
and members of another state.”

US OR THEM? 


Our immortal Bro. Robert Burns says: 

“When self the wavering balance

“Tis seldom well adjusted.” 

\nd it is true now. as it has heen in ages 
gone and as no doubt it will be in ages 
yet unborn; it is a trait in frail humanity 
ta consider iavorably the arguments 
which seem to support our side, while 
we deny their applicability to the conten- 
finn of our opponent. 

These reflectiins are called forth hy 
reading the following from The T.os 
\neeles Freemason: ” 

“Tn introducing the Knight Kadosr of 
the thirtieth degree in the “ Morals and 
Dogma,” Albert Pike commences with 
the aphoristic sentenccs: 

“We often profit more by our enemies 
than our friends.” 

“We supyort ourselves only on that 
which resists and owe our success to on- 
rasition.” and he continues as follows: 

The hest friends of Masonry in Amer- 
ica were the Anti-Masons of 1826, al- 
thangh at. the same time they were its 
warst enemics. 

Men ane but the automata af Provi- 
lence, and it uses the demagogue. the 
fanatic. the knave (a common trinity in 
Racirhlics) as its tools and instruments 
lo effect that of which they do nat dream 
nd which they imagine themselves cam- 
missinned to prevent. 

The <Anti-Masons, traitors and per- 
jurers same, and some merc political 
knaves, purified Masonry by prerseccu- 
‘ion, and so, proved its benefactors, for 
that which is persecuted grows. To 


theny its present popularity is due, the 
cheapening of its degrees, the invasion 
of its lodges that are no longer sanctu- 
arics, by the multitude, its pomp and pra- 
geantry and overdone display. 

In France Masonry was under the ban 
at the authoritics for many years. The 
lodges were ordered to be abolished carly 
in the cighteenth century. 

In Italy, Masons were tortured to com- 
rel them to reveal the secrees of their 
orders and great cruclties were prac- 
tioed both there and in Spain against 
those suspected to he of the fraternity. 

The Dutch authorities, fearful of the 
growing numbers and power of the Free- 
masins, began ta cause them trouble but 
their cursing turned to blessing when 
they ət at the rcal facts and tencts of 
the order, which they did hy the Rurgo- 
master and all his hosts hecoming Ma- 
sons. 

The authorities in Austria had their 
teeth drawn by the fact that when they 
began to prosecute the members as trai- 
tors and suspects. they became aware 
that the Emperor himsclf was a Past 
Master of the craft. 

Tn Switzerland, by order of the authori- 
tics, one of the Republic’s ladges was 
denounced. and members to save them- 
seles from: imprisonment and mersecu- 
tion, had to swear that they would cease 
the practice of Masonry and trample un- 
der foot the obligations they had taken 
torture being used in same cases to com- 
pel obedicenac. 

And so it went on in many ather caun- 
tries, hut Masonry, Phoenix like, prof- 
ited hy opposition and today is what it 
is, the greatest factor far the benefit of 
humanity on the globe.” 

In this our goad Yark Rite Tro. argues 
that that which is persecuted grows, and 
cites instanecs to prive his contention.

Thomas Perrot Explains Right to Sell. 
Degrees. 

To the Editor of the Spokesman-Deview: 
If you will permit me space in your 

valuable paper, I shall be pleased if you 

will publish the rollowing statement of 

facts in answer to my many detractors 

ot the Masonic fraternity in this city. 

Tt is an unpleasant duty for me to dis- 
cuss Masonry through the medium of the 
publis press and it is un-Masonic conduct 
for anyone to do so. Rut in order to cor- 
rect false and misleading statements that 
have heen made I am forced to do so. 
After this statefent I will give out noth- 
ing further for publication, but at the 
proper time and place T will submit my 
cause and prove conclusively that I have 
morc right to practice Masonry than anp 
other Mpsonic body in this city, both 
from a legal and Masonic point of view. 

As a member of the Ancient and Ac- 
cepted Scittish Rite of Free Masonry, 
the oldest Masonic bidy in the world, 
and the only one working in this state 
wnder charter from first to 33d degree., 
T wish to say that the members initiated 
into our body have a legal and Masonic 
right. as Masons, to sien their names as 
such, with cither a prefix or affix: that 
all members or prospective members arc 
told in no uncertain terms that be bc- 
convene members of our order gives them 
no right to enter a lodge of York Rite 
Masons or State Masons, ir any other 
self-constituted body of Masons. At the 
same time we da not admit that if these 
Masonic hodics were practising the true, 
pure universal Free Masonry there would 
he no question as to their admission. 
HWowever, our members do not wish to 
gain admission into any othcr Masonic 
hody inasmuch as we have lodges and 
Grand lodges linked irom coast ti coast. 


Referring to an article in your issuc of 
this date (on page 16, under the caption, 
“ Mkhsons May Aid in Perrot Trial,” Dr 
E. D. Olmstcad—if he is correctly quoted 
—has made many misstatements of facts, 
and if he knows no mone about the prac- 
tice if medicine than he appears to know 
about Masonry, then God help his pa- 
tients. 

The doctor may have received the Ma- 
somic secrets from the first to the 33rd 
degree, ycs, he may even be entitled to 
wear every badge of the order, even the 
pungile of the fraternity, but it would not 
appear that he has experienced Masonry, 
nor given much attention to the obliga- 
tion of a knight of Kadosch.

1868. whose father was dea- 
con of the baker’s guild and a burgess of 
the town, reccived the degrees of Ma- 
sanry in the Ayr Kilwinning, St. John's 
lndge. Prother Ramsey introduced the 
degree into France., the first country re- 
ceiving the dtarecs of Free Masonry 
ovtside af Great Britain and Ireland.

In a recent issuc of the “ Universal 
Freemason” we published an item taken 
from a contemporary punporting to be 
an account of the union of the Ancient 
“Grand Encampment of the Temple and 
Malta in Scotland,” with the Grand 
Priory” which is a modern split from 
the Ancient body. When wt published 
the item referred to we believed it to be 
a correct report of an actual occurrence,

has no other means than these phys cal 
senses of taking accurate observations 
of anything; that he has never been able 
to bring himsclf into mental contact with 
a single verifiable fact that ts nat a physi- 
cal fact: that every huiman concept of 
the nature of God, or af the saul. or of 
heaven, or of spirit is well known to be 
the mercst figment of the picturing pawer 
of the human brain, imcoss ble of veri- 
fication by an apreal to facts; that even 
this picturing faculty is incapable of di- 
varcing itscli from the physical world and 
unable to produce any sort of picture that 
is not based on a physical “act already 
stored in the memory, that is not cs- 
sentially a physical image, ‘nowever 
resplendent or sombre, symmetrical or in- 
congruous, commonplace or grotesque it 
may be, or by whatever namc it may be 
called—I say that, despite all this human- 
ity, for the most part, has cv.cr consented 
to be led by a class of stecple cl:mbing 
centnusiasts who have insistently and 
persistently sought to direct the minds 
of men away from this world of sense 
and knowledge and into a rcalm of 
dreams and visions. of longings and striv- 
ings to comprehend the incomprchensi- 
hle, to forestall a Destiny which cannot 
even be conceived and which is, there- 
fare, none of man’s business. 


Socrates defined Justice as “that wich!)

not attempt to middle in the affairs oi 
others, there is small chance for injusi 
tice in anything he may do. But, why 
should Justice be decemcd the only ch 
which must recult from the minding o! 
one's own business? Does not the ha 
Litual centcring of the mind upon thej 
things which come within the legitimate = 
sphere of the individual's exclusive bus 
ness aprvar toa apply with equal forec i | 
every virtue in the catalogue? How, io 
examele, can Prudence or Tem«cranc) | 
ar Fart tude be said to be lacking in ont: 
who consistently anplics his activitics v 
that which is, unquestionably. his busi 
ness? On the other hand. what viru 
can he truly be sad to rossess whilc ht. 
knowingly meddles in the affairs of «thil 
ers? Or. for that matter. if he merei 
reelects his awn? The more one ponders 
upon this simele recipe for virtuous live) 
in, the more he becomes tmnressed wit? 
the seeming wisdom of it: then, marvel § 
much that it has not received more gene! 
eral meognition. Perhaps there is 3

Simple as this Socratic formula mie 
at first anpear, when we undertake tài) 
analvze ‘t we readily discover that | 
contains clements af weakness which ink lf 
terfere with its nractical annlication r 
the camolex and conflicting affairs «| 
men.

The 
“undesirable cit zen" of one generation 
lisccames the idal of tac next: while his 
hero distractor is transformed into the 
real “undesirable.” That he is strictly 
minding his own business and not in the 
teast meddling in the affairs of another, 
is equally the firm conviction of the fa- 
natic with the torch and the stoical vic- 
tim at the stake. Ta be sure. cach is 
likewise satisfied that “t is also Gad’: 
Inssiness: for. isn't God's business the 
first concern of every man? 

Well, the steeyle climbers have always 
told us that it is. and they surcly ought 
in know; for. have they not climbed up 
hich “to be near God,” and for the ex- 
press purpos cf attending to God's busi- 
uess—to “hand God's word down io the 
peorle?” 

But in all seriousness, do they really 
know that God's business is every man's 
business? Masonry answers, No. Fur- 
thermore. if you study its mysteries as 
deeply as yow ought to study them, you 
are quite likely to become convinced that

AND THE THIRTY-THIRD 
DEGREE.

the © Frederich’ rart. and the arrange- 
ment af the Deerees inta a Rite of ga: 
rraviney the clainn ef the sail Charleston 
Cannel to be eons dered the arieinatar 
af the Rite. 

We are always phul ta vive a reason 
far the “faith that is in ws” ant will 
answer tie three raints rmied by the 
Tro. sndeavarine ta shaw that our ceon- 
tention is the anly true and tenahle one. 

T’rst. Ta treat seriously the claim 
that Frederick was ever the head af 
Scottish Masonry. ar that he ever drew 
up the pretended Constitutions of which 
tace Charl: stan Canncil claimed ta have 
acany, wauld be to slight the intelligence 
of our readers. Every Masonic histor‘an 
who has treated af the subject has de- 
clpred it ta be a lic. made out af whole 
cloth. 

Lodge, “ Three Globes” of Berlin, and 
a great French writer stigmatizes it as 
“the great Lic of the Order,” and even 
the modern “Suoreme Council of th- 
Southern Masone Jurisdiction of the 
United States.” whieh faleely claims to 
be the same old fraud of 1802, considers 
the Frederick Lie no longer swallowahble 
and has given it up. advancing in its stead 
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os oemat a te, whcn it claims to be the 
the Rite for the

World. 
Second. The Double- Headed Eagle 


was a Symbol in Masonry hefore the 
Charleston Fraud was thought oi, or 
Prussia adopted it as thcir crest, and its 
adoption as a National device is in no 
way peculiar to Prussia; the Eagle was 
a symbol of the most remote antiquity. 
The Egyptians, the Grecks, and the Per- 
sians held it sacred to the Sun. It was 
an cinblem of Zcus, and a Symbol of the 
Supreme Ged of the Druids. The Pro- 
thet Daniel, and St. John the Revelator, 
use it as an exalted Symbol. 


Marius the Roman gencral, used it as 
the Roman Ensign, B. C. to2, and on the 
division of the Roman Empire into East 
and West. a double-headed Eagle was 
substituted. 

In Masonry the Eagle carly took a 
prominent part in symbolism. One of 
the oldest jewels of the Rosy Cross dc- 
picts an Eagle with outstretched wings 
at the foot of the Cross, in which posi- 
tioan it was considcred a type of Christ, 
in his divine character. bearing the cahil- 
dren of his adoption az on Eagles’ wings 
taward their heavenly home. 

The members of the Rosy Cross were 
onciently known as ‘Knights of the 
Vagle and Pelican,” and this when Fred- 
erick’s ancestors were simple Counts of 
lirandenburch. 

The Degree of K-D-S-H, in ancient 
limes given in, and considered part of, 
the Knigat Templar Encampment work, 
was kaown a3 the “ Kright of the Black 
nd White Eagle.” and the jewel was the 
lauble - headed Eagle—hatf black. half 
white. The jewel of the Commander of 
the Council was the same Eagle crowned. 
In the year 1758 it was officially adopted 
hy the French Council of Emnerors of 
the Fast and West as symbolizing the 
influence of Masonry over both hemis- 
| heres,

A BRIEF SKETCH OF SCOTTISH 


MASONRY. 

In the caption of this sketch I have 
used the term “Scottish” Masonry in- 
ctead of “Scottish Rite” Masonry, advis- 
edly. The latter term has been so pros- 
tituted by false claimants to the title, 
who have uscd it only to disgrace it, and 
have by their wrangling and quarrcling 
disgraced the Masonic namc. as they have 
the Scottish name, to which they never 
aad a legal claim. 

That Masonry is the oldest existing 
of human institutions no thinking man 
will deny, and while charry of according 
to it the fabulous an‘iquity claimed by 
cur Eighteenth Century BB., it was cer- 
tainly hoary with age long before the 
birth of its oldest competitor. 

Contenting ourselves with what 
can prove, it is certain that Mesonry, 
much as we know it now (allowing for 
time’s changes and evolutions), was 
known over Europe during what is knoyn 
as the “ Middle Ages.” French and Ger- 
man writers have produced proof in the 
shape af old Charges. Examinations, and 
Legends, showing the close kinship of 
the branches ia the different countries, 
all proving a common origin. 

With the growing power of Fucdalism 
on the Continent and tae consequent 
curtailment of Civic and Gu'ld freedom, 
Freemasonry was crushed out of exist- 
ence: in Ireland it was practically un- 
known, in England it held a presartonus 
and unorganized ex'stence. and in Scot- 
land only, of all the lands where Masonry 
flourisnec did it preserve an 
existence. As lto when 
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y Dy whom Masonry was first 
itroduced into Scotland history is silent 
nd Tradition is conflicting, the Masons 
f Melrose, Aberdeen, Edinburgh, Glas- 
cow and Kilwinning all claiming tne 
uilders of their ancient Abbeys as the 
ntroducers of the Art; but to Kilw'n- 
ling is given the palm of antiquity, and 
t is acknowledged tne Mother Lodge of 
: Scotland and the Premier Lodge in the 
jWorld. It is true Kilwinning can not 
‘show as old a Lodge minute as the Lodge 
of Edinburgh “Mary's Chapel” can. 


Jwing t3 some or her oldest records 


having been destroyed by fire, but her 


antiquity is easily proven by Charters 


granted to Daughter Lodges. the oldest 
being that granted to “ Perth and Scone" 
in 1193. The oldest record in its cxisting 
minuge books of Charter granted. is 
“Cannongate Kilwinning,” granted Dec- 
ember 20, 1677. 


None of the othec tnnee Lolzes which 


‘rank as “Time Immemorial” were ever 


“Mother” Lodges; that is, none of thein 
ever chartered a “ Daughter” Lodge. The 
Lodge of Edinburg, “ Mary’s Chappel,” 
possesses the oldest Lodee Minute in the 
Masonic world, July, 1509, and reads as 
follows: 

ULTIMO JULIJ. 1599. 

“Tine qlk day. George Patoun. grented 
and confessit that he had offendit agane 
the dekin & mrs. for placing ane cowane 
to werk at ane chymnay heid for tua days 
and ane half day. for the qlk offenses he 
submitted himself to the dekin & mrs. 
gude willis for qt unlaw they pless to lay 
to his charge, and they having respect to 
the said Georges humill submission and 
of h's estate they remittit the said of- 
fenss, providing alwayis that gif ather he 
or ony vther brother comitt the Ivke af- 
fefness heire fter that the law shall stryke 
iron thame indlisereta witout execptioun 
of personis. This was done in pre: of 
Paull Mhissoun dekin. Thos. Weir. war- 
den. Thoas Watt. Johne Rroun. Henrie 
Tailzefier, the said George Paton and 
Adam Walker.

The oldest minute of the Lodge of 
Glasgow bears date, Dec. 31. 1613. The 
Lodge of Aberdeen while possesing proof 
of its existence as far back as 1541 has a 
minute dating Dec. 2nd 1670. 

The oldest minute of the Lodge oi Mel- 
rose is dated Dec. 28, 1674. These dates 
show the supcrior antiquty of Scottish 
Masonry over any other country in the 
World and while the Sister Kingdom of 
England relies on fables and legends to 
show antiquity, the Scottish Masons can 
chow Acts of tne Scott'sh Parliament. ap- 
pointments of the Scottish Kings and 
existing Charters by which the Craft was 
legislated for and r>gulated. 


In 1441 King James the second appoint- 
ed William St Clatr of Roslyn Earl of 
Orkney and Caithness ta be Patron and 
Protector of the Masons in Scotland. the 
office to be hereditary; near two centur- 
ics later this appointment of the King to 
the Earls of Roslyn was confirmed to the 
then Earl! by the Frecmen Masons. 
Hammermen and Squaremen in “Letters 
of Jursdiction” granted by them circa 
1600-28. 

The ancient method of Masonic Gov- 
ernment in Scotland, which  cxisted 
certnrics before Grand Lodges were 
dreamt of. and continued in force for 
some years subsequent to the formation 
of the Grand Lodge of Scotland was by 
“Mother Lodges.” The Mother Lodge 
in no way reserabled the madern Grand 
Lodge, but occupied more the pos'tion of 
a Feudal Superior towards a Vassal, for 
example the Mother Lodge Kilwining rc- 
quired the presence of one representa- 
tive from each Daughter Lodge at its an- 
nual fsstival on the feast of St. Thomas 
and payment annualy of the nominal fec 
af one Mark as a token of dependence. 

Alihough the jurisd’ ction of the Mother 
Lase was yprinciply exercised within 
the “boundis of the nether Waird oa: 
Chiddisdail. Glasgow, Air and the boundi- 
of Carrick” sne grantel Charters where- 
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beer applied for and in one of these “Ayr 
Kilwinning St. John” was initiated circa 
600o. Michael Andrew Ramsey who suh- 
Be uently playcl so important a part in 
lasonry, especialy in what ts known as 
w “Higher Gradus” and of whom we 
kiil speak more fully in a later instalment 
ij this article.

We may find that the great souls whe 
suffencd and scrificed for humanity 
were but the “avant guard” or the voice 
asymbotized in the Masonic Rite, and that 
they really belonged to the esoteric s*de 
of the various orders of the world, of 
which Masonry is the type. 

All these facts, lessons, axioms and de- 
ductions we will put to gether, system- 
atise, re-organize, and embody into a 
“working hypothesis” to be submitted to 
all the bretern for crit’sism or assimila- 
tion. and we ec! certain that its mani- 
fold influences will be felt throughout 
the lodges, thence spreading to the family 
circle, to friends and associates. to the 
community and the nation, receiving its 
greatest beneficent impulse in its reac- 
tion upon the nations ori the carth in a 
brotherhood of Universal peace and pro- 
gress.

But they 
could not wholly destroy the works of 
the initiate. And so, the keys to the 
mystcries was never lost, but has been 
peserved inviolate to the present day 
though concealed in- parables, allegories, 
signs, and symbols, 


The language of symbols is universal, 
for it is the only method employed by 
the Creator in expressing Himsclf. He 
reveals His surrposes only by way of His 
symbolic manifestations in all the!things 
of earth, showing Himseli according to 
the light which radiates from the quality 
and quantity of his radiatron. 


Mammon, the deity of gain, ‘has full 
sway .in this cycle otf our civilization. 
But this is an experience that all nations 
and individuals mast necds work out. 
The spir-tual side of our natures is still 
in the background. But the eternal law 
of progress is growth from the lesser 
to the grater understanding; irom the 


physical to the spiritual; from the coars- 
er material to the finer; from the sen- 
sual life to higher standards of morality, 
from the narrow sclfishness to the broad 


uscfulness; which latter attainment can

be brought about only through a logical f 
understanding of the great law of Causc 
and Effect to be iound in the scicnce of

symbolism. This is the broad universal 
ground from Which we should begin our 
work, that we may reach all men, with- PS 
out distinction of race, caste, family or 
relation and regardless of social levels 
and itellectual capacities. 

There is no form, sound, or color; no 
propensity, scntiment, cmotion, capacity 
or soul activity which has not its law of 
expression; but it is only through a 
knowledge of symbolism that man may 
Le enabled to understand, speak and con- 
vey the meanings oi the law and the 
potent forces lying bchind all the phe- 
nomena of nature. 

Masonry deals in symbolism. It is | 
due to this wonderful institution that 
humanity has today in its keeping many | | 
of the most valuable r:cords of past civ- ‘ 
ilizations. What an immense field for) 
enlightenment? Note these words of | 
Burgoyne: “The Great Law is Symbol-! 
ism; and Symbolism, rightly understood, 
is the one Divine Language of Mother!

While our BB. delight to dilate on the 
anc ent Grand Masters and prominent 
members of the Craft spoken of in tradi- 
tion who were Jews, how few of them 
tell of the part played by the Jew in mod- 
ern Masonry,in the Higher Degrees 
especially. Since the Chevalier Ramscy 
took the Degrees of the Scottish system 
to France and the Grand Lodge of France 
gave the Jew “Morin” the Commission 
to spread a knowledge of these degrees 
in the Western Hemisphere, the Jew was 
for years a prime ‘factor. it was five Jews 
who invented the Frededick the great 
Fraud and founded the Charleston Sup- 
treme Council in 1801-2.

the lower Courts, twelve good men and 
true (and nonc of them of the York Rite) 
will give impartial decision according to 
the evidence presented. 

We nave boen favored with a copy oi 
the transcript of the Court procccdings, 
from which we note that the prosecution 
no longer denies that the American Ma- 
sonic Fedcration has the right to establish 
Lodges and confer Masonic Degrees, the 
accuation against Bro. Perrot being tnat 
he had said that a member of our body 
could visit the Lodge of the York Rite. 
for evidence of this the prosecution de- 
ricnded on the word of a man wno ack- 
nowledged that he had been hired by the 
local York Lodge to trap Bro. Perkins 
into saying something upon whica a 
charge could be based, that this thing 
masquerading as a Mason was prepared 
teforehand to perjurc himself was shown 
by the ‘fact that a detective (also a York 
Rite tool) was waiting at the foot of the 
stairs with a warrant ready to make the 
arrcst. 

During the hearing at the preliminary 
examination even more than the tsual 
amount of ignorance was displayed by 
the York wittnesses, some of them fromi- 
nent men and Icaders among them. 

Onc of these a Dr. Olmttcad who stated 
he was a 33 of the Southern jurisdiction 
said that Council had a Charter and that 
they got it from Germany, and that the 
York Grand Lodge of the State of Wash- 
ington had also a Charter though he did 
not know whence they got it (to balk at 
one additional misstatement is surely a 
case of€straining at a knat and swallow- 
ing a Camel”). 

Another gentlemen named Rush who 
testiited that he aad presided over all the 
bodies af which he was a member and 
modestly affirmed that he was familiar 
with the laws of Masonry from the rst 
to the 33rd and to prove his knowledge 
asserted that Scottish Rite Masonry did 


not Orginate in Scotland; and that the 
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Knights Templar d'd originate in Amer- 
ica. This is history perhaps as it is 
known and taught in the York Lodge | 
and to the York Mason; that it is not 
correct the merest tyro knows, but it is 
well known that when history docs not 
zeree with York Rite claims, aistory 
must be wrong and has got to be altered 
to suit. We do not believe these men 
willfully lied. but that they were utterly 
ignorant of the subject of which they 
spoke.

Of the ancient knights Hugh de Payens 
was the first elected grand master, heing 
raiscd to that office in 1118.

With the Martydom of De Molay on 
the 12th of Sentembed 1314 ended the 
h‘story of the Templars as a world wide 
United Order, they were persecuted and 
disncrsed in every country in which thev 
had hoeueces with the exception of Partu- 
gal where they continued to exist indeed. 
but with the'r name changed to that of 
the ‘Order of Christ,” in that part of 
Ireland rot then under English domina- 
tion: and in Scotland where they were 
protected by tae Kin Robert the Bruce 
whom thev had aided in his dec’sive hat- 
tle against the Enelish at the Battle of 
Bannockburn fourht in the June nreceed- 
ing their Grand Masters death there thev 
retained their name and <xistance unt'l 
the reformation when those of them that 
ramained with the ald religion where 
scattered over Furone while the others 
wrere merecd with the Masonic Fratern. 
ity where many of them had affilliated 
centuries hefore. The Seattish Temolers 
are now the oldest Knight Temelar bady 
in the world.

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The above shows that the BB. named 
cid not take the “hot air” from a socalled 
Masonic Order o& Modern Masons, but 
they believed what they saw and could 
read. 

Upon Bro. Perrot’s return from Yakima 
he ap:rared in Conrt on July 15th, gave 
a new bond, thus releasing the York Rite 
Mason from tis bond, as he knew full 
well that the York Rites would ke very 
hitter against one of their brothers going 
on tuis bond. BB. Louis G. Meeks, John 
Neuru and O. R. Nestos qualified for 
Pro.

Nay, I will 
not say to the best of his ability. bnt he 
did all that was necessary to do, as we 
knew we had the Court against us from 
the start, and we did not care ff he was 
lAwainst us. 

Now. on August r2th, Bro. Perrot was 
held to the Superior Court by the Police 
Magistrate under $500 bonds, and the 
ame BB. quoted above. went on his bond 
zain for his appearance in the Superior 
Court. I wish to say here. there was not 
any evidence whatsoever to show tha! 
Pra. Perrot yas guilty of any crime. He 
was arrested for taking $60 to raise a 
York Rite Mason to the Knight Templar 
Degree, which they claim Bro. Perrot has 
ro authority to give. hut which I assert 
and all others who know the circum- 
stances will assert, that he had full power 
and authority to give the Knight Templar 
Degree and all Degrecs in Scottish Rite. 
up to and including the 32 Degree, and 
Shrine, upon anyone who can prove him- 


sclf a Master Mason in good standing in 
a legitimate body of Masons, as I think 
all other Masons will decide, but Bro. 
Perrot did not dub this man a Templar. 
He did not intend to give him any higher 
Degree until Gwyder had taken the oath 
of fealty to the Scottish Rite, but first he 
wantcd to sec if his character would stand 
investigation hefore he would accept him 
at all. He has a history from Kentucky, 
as I understand it. which we will know 
more about. and he has a history here at 
the time of Cleveland's administration, 
whico has never bezn made rublic, anid 
we did not so choose to ga into that in 
the Police Court. and in othe: words, his 
testimony can be impeached. T wish to 
say also that this was planned and con- 
soired between thnze or four Yorkists, to 
rut us a job on Brother Perrot and have 
him arrested, thinking that would scare 
nim out. and possibly the poor fools were 
30 ignorant of Mlasenry they thought 
they had him on the hin and would cinch 
kim, and besides |} wish to mention that 
after Brother Perrot was arrested and 
taken to jail, he was searched and his 
keys taken tram nim. and everything else, 
and one of the poliaz detectives took the 
keys and went wp to the office and tore 
copies of our charter and incornoration 
parers off the walls, ant centered his desk 
and took all books and rituals and par- 
arhernalia out and packed them through 
thie strecs in his arms, and these were 
thrown around in the Police Derartment 
and Police Court so any one Mason or 
non Mason could read. 

Now this officer entered tie office with- 
out any search warrant or authority, and 
if it is not a case of burglary, I would 
like to know why, but he thought Brother 
Perrot had no friends and no one would 


stand by him and did not know what he 
was running up against when he took 
these cnances. I want to say to all read- 
crs, it was the dirtiest, highanded piece 
of business I ever saw penpetrated by 
officers of the law, and I want to say 
still further, that your incorporation 
rapers stand for naught before such ras- 
cality and high-handed work.

This Judge Mann is a 
very nice fellow but he is a York Rite 
Mason and consequently knows very lit- 
tle about Masonry. he is running for off- 
ice this fall and did not want to gct in 
kad repute with his body, and as he rcal- 
lv did what we wanted. we have no kick 
caming against him. so T extended the 
thanks of the American Masonic Fedcra- 
tion, wich T represent here. 


With the true feeling of a Mason. I 
think it is no more than right tor us to 
ket these innocent Craftsmen who helong 
to the Modern Milsons, know the position 
they are in, in the body they telong to.

Fnglish and Irish Bretheren. 

The Ledges in Edinburgh took the in- 
itiative and convened meetings at which 
the Grand Lodge project was discussed, 
the Scottish Masons saw clearly the weak- 
ness of the position of the English and 
Irish Grand Lodges, both these bodies 
being sclf-erected with no authority other 
than they arrogated to themselves, and 
desired that the proposed Grand Lodge 
of Scotland should be launched regularly 
and in order; to achieve this end Walliam 
St. Clair the representative and descend - 
ant of St. Clair of Roslin the hereditary 
Patron and Protector of the Scottish 
Masons gave to the Lodges a formal 
res snation of his rights as vranted to his 
ancestors by the Scottish ‘Kings and 
confirmed by the Craft in the St. Clair 
Charters allready refered to. 


This deed of resignation reads in part. 
“I William St Clair of Roslin, Esaqr., 
taking to my _ considcration that the 
Masons of Scotland did. by several decds. 
appoint William and Sir William St. 
Clair of Roslin my ancestors and their 
heirs. to to be their Patrons, Judges or 
Masters, and that my holding or claim- 
ing any such jur sciction, right or privi- 
lere might be prejudicial to the Crait and 
vocation of masonry whercoff I ami a 
membcr—do therefore for me and my 


heirs. renounce all such claim ctc. 

This decd of resignation was written 
at Edinburgh and dated November 24. 
1736. six days before the meeting of 
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the Lodges which constituted the Grand 


' Lodge of Scotland. 


To this meeting more than too Lodges 
had been invited to attend of these 33 
accepted the inv tation and were repre- 
sented. The deed of resignation was 
read and the Biretheren unanimously 
elected Bro. William St. Clair to be first 
Grand Master Mason of the Grand 
Lodge of Scotland on the 30th of Nov. 
1730. 

The Grand Ledge was not then nor 
for many years thereafter considered by 
the old S-ottish lodges to be the su- 
preme lead of the Craft in Scotland and 
it was years before all the lodges in 
Scotland gave in their adhesion to it, 
the Lodge of Melrose only joining in 
with the Grand Lodge in 1891. 


Though the Mother Lodge Kilwinn- 
ing was represented at the organization 
oi the Grand Lodge, her proxy was in- 
structed to vote for the formation of a 
Grand Lodge only on condition that its 
meetings should be movable as had always 
been the customs in Scottish Masonic 
courts bcforc, the proxy however voted for 
the Grand Lodge without this proviso thus 
binding the Mother Lodge to a one-sided 
engagement in which she never acquiesced 
and which lasted only nine years, when 
the Mother Lodge withdrew and resumed 
her old position. Her connection had 
heen more nominal than real at any time 
as witness the granting of a Charter of 
Election to the Fast Kilbride Lodge in 
1738, and the withdrawal seemed to 
cause no particular hard feclings as we 
find Jord Kilmarnock being at thte same 
time K W. M. of the Mother Lodge 
and Grand Master of the Grand Lodge. 
Of the Charters granted by the Mother 
Lodge one, that granted to Scoon and 
Perth is lost though the Lodge still works 
and claims its Kilwinning orgin, another 
that gianted to Canongate, Kilwinning 


though held by that Lodge to he a 
Charter would hardly be considered so 
now: kesides these two she granted be- 


tween the years 1729 to 1803 30 charters, 


of which 2 werc granted to America, | 
to the West Indies and onc to Ireland, 
of the latter we will have occasion to 
speak more fully later. 

In 1807 five Brethern from the Mother 
Lodge and an cqual mumber from the 
Grand Lodge met in Glasgow and agrecd 
upon the following treaty of union. 

“ist That the Mother Lodge Kilwinn- 
ing will renounce all right of granting 
charters and come in along with all t'he 
lodges holding of her to the bosom of th: 
Grand Lodge of Scotland. 

2nd That all the lodges holding of the 
Mother Kilwinning shall be obliged to 
obtain from the Grand Lodge confirma- 
tion of their Charters, for which a fee 
of Three Guineas only shall he eligible. 

3rd. That the Mother Kilwinning shall 
he placed at the head of the Roll of 
Grand Lodges, under the denomination 
of Mother K'Iwinning, and her daughters 
shall in the meantime be placed at the 
end of said roll, as they apply for con- 
firmation. but under this cxpress declar- 
ation, that as soon as the roll shall he 
arranged and corrected, which is in pres- 
ent contemplation, the Lodges holding 
of Mother Kilwinning shall be entitled 
to rank according to the date of their 
original Charters, and of these granted 
hy Grand T.odge. 


4th. That Mother Kilw nning and her 
| 


Daughter Lodges shall have the same 
interest in, and management of the funds 
of Grand Lodge as the other Lodges 
now holding of her; the Mother Lodge 
Kilwinning contributing annually to the 
said funds a sum not less than Two 
Shillings and Six Pence for cach entrant 
and Ler Daughter Lodges contributing 
in the same manner as the present 
Lodges holding of Grand Lodge.

SCOTTISH LEGEND OF THB 
COPE STONE. 
In one of the old Scottish Degrees, 
called the “ Marked Master,” now only 
given as one of the Degrees of the 


‘Early Grand Rite,” and only known to, 


Masonic Stulents, the following curious 
Legend is related: 

When our first parents were, as a re- 
sult of their disob dience to the divine 
command, expelled from Paradise, the 
Angel who guarded the entrance stood 
upon a stone, which was afterwards pre- 
served by Adam and his descendants as 
a Palladium, reminding them of this for- 
mer high estatc, their present fallen es- 
tate, and a future glorious restoration 
It was sacredly guarded by the ancient 
Patriarchs and by tem transmitted to- 
gether, with the knowledge of its history, 
to their successors; and so it came in 
turn to Abraham the Father of the chosen 
family of Adam’s children. Upon it as 
an altar, Abranam in the supreme test 
of his faith and obedience, bound his son 
Isaac as a sacrifice; it was the pillow upon 


which Jacob's head rested when the |i 
gave him the vision so dwelt upon ic§ 
Lectures.

which, as the descendant of Scota, Fer- 
gus named “Scota Land,” afterwards 
shortened to “ Scotland.” 

The .Stone of Destiny” as it was after- 
wards known, was deposited at Scone, 
in the north of Scotland, and on it the 
Kings of Scotland were crowned for gen- 
erations, until it was taken by Edward of 
England to Westminster, Edward know- 
ing the veneration in which the stone was 
‘eld by the Scots and aware of the Tra- 
dition that “ Where the Stone was found 
the Scottish Race should reign,” thought 
its possession would materially aid him 
in subduing the Scots and adding their 
ancient Kingdom to his English, French, 
and Irish possessions. The prophesy 
proved true, though not in the way Ed- 
ward expected, as, instead of theEnglish 
ruling the Scots through having the 
Stone, the Scots followed the Stone when 
the Scottisa King James became King of 
England. 

The Stone still forms part of the cor- 
cnation chair ‘n which the British Mon- 
archs are crowned, and can be en in 
Westminster Abbey.

The status of Masonry in our sister 
republic of Mexico is again being dis- 
cussed in American York Rite circles. 
and the Mexican Masons are again being 
denounced as “off-color” and not of the 
right brand. The present trouble seems 
to be that the Mexicans persist in be- 
licving that the Mexican Family Ma- 
sonry is as good if not better than the 
bybrid Americo-York system that the 
alicn American residents in the City of 
Mexico seck to impose on the Mexicans. 
It scems that of the varlous Mexican 
Grand Lodges one. “The Grand Lodge 
Valley of Mexico,” had some I.odges 
composed entirely of Americans. These 
latter had an agreement with the Mexi- 
can Lodge to divide the Grand T.odge 
officers except the offices of Grand Scc- 
retary and Treasurer, which were to be 
held by Mexicans. At the 1909 clection 
the alien party being tempararily in the 
majority, broke this agreement and celcc- 
ted one of their number as Grand Treas- 
urcr; as a result the Mexican Lodges 
refused to recognize the clection, called 
another meeting of Grand Lodge which 
the American Lodges refused to attend, 
clected officers and continuc business at 
the same old stznd as the Grand Lodge 
Valley of Mexico. Thus there are two 
partics claiming to be the Grand Lodge. 
The native Mexicans who are in posses- 
sion of the books, scals, and archives of 
the Grand Lodge, and the alicn A'meri- 
can, whose principal strength lies in the 
super-abundance of gall; their only claim 
to recognition being that they are the 
only York Rite Masons in Mexico.

AN APPEAL FOR A HIGHER 
JUDICIARY. 


By Charles F. Catlin. 


(The documentary history of the Gen- 
eral Grand Lodge movement, which has 
heen a feature in these pages, is here 
interrusted to allow Brother Catlin to 
present his argumentis in favor of a 
higher bady. Thase of our readers who

havc followed the narration of frequent 
efforts made for establishment of such a 
body, will now be able to grasp this 
argument understandingly. Editorial 
comment and opinion arc rescerv`d for a 
final summing up, after all that can be 
urged for and against the proposition 
has been presented. It is not needed 
that we inform readers of Brother Cat- 
lin’s qualty and his ability to handle 
the subject. Hie has given long and close 
study to the quest’on in all its phases. 
and is fully aware of the conditions which 
seem to require remedy.—l[ditor Irec- 
mason). 

It has been my privilege from time to 
time to present to readers of various Ma- 
sonic publications a series of articles 
under the title, “An Appeal for a Higher 
Judic‘ary,” or in other words, for a Na- 
tional Supreme Grand Lodge, whica 
should be camposced of and represent the 
h'gher intelligence of every Grand Lodye 
of the American Rite Freemasonry, and 
constitute the supreme Iepislative, execu- 
tive and judical kody of the Craft. for 
the gencral government oi all Grand 
Jurisdictions in matters not entircly local 
in their character, and by rcason thercof 
be recognized as the highest Masonic 
authority in the world. 

In my articles I have cndeavored to 
show the deplorable condition which 
now exists among the various Grand 
Lodges by reason of conflicting laws and 
aSayes, and the entire lack af uniformity 
in matters of vital importance, in which 
ibsolute uniformity should prevail. Such 
nstances arc too numerans to mention, 
and the facts with respect ta them are 
:00 well known ta repuire more than 
yASSING notice. 

Tt will be my purpose at thes time to 
show that the creation of a National 
Supreme Grand Lodge was original dce- 
iign of the founders of tie institute of 
Treemasonry in the Colonics and the 
States of the Unvon, and that the present 
aw of Grand J.odge territorial jurisdic- 
‘ion is an American innovation, and is 
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wholly an unwarranted assumption of the 
authorized powcr. 

The historical and documentary cvi- 
dence with respect to the various cfforts 
which have been made to create a Nat- 
ional Supreme Grand Lodge in the 
United States, whch has appeared ser- 
ially in the American I'recmason, ts of 
the greatest importance, and cannot fail 
to possess a peculiar interest for the stu- 
dent of Masonic history, and will prove 
of inestimable valuc to a proper under- 
standing of the objects sought to be at- 
tained and the issucs that are involved. 


This histury clearly demonstrates that 
Irom almost the first introduction of 
Freemasonry into the American Colonics 
a National Supreme Grand [Lodge was 
not only deemed advisable, but was re- 
warded as an imperative necessity for the 
proper government of the Craft, to thus 
insure uniformity and harmony among 
the various Grand Lodges. 


We find that as early as 1779, within 
three yeirs after the Declaration of In 
deyendence, a mecting of the Craft was 
assembled at Morristown, on the anni- 
versary of St. John the Evangelist, with 
that object in view. On that occasion 
George Washington and many other 
prominent members of the Crait were 
present. A resolution was at that time 
presented, expressing regret “that the 
misfortunes of war had separated them 
from the Mother Grand Lodge of Eng 
land, and deprived them of the benefits 
arising therefrom.” The resolutions also 
deplored the unfortunate conditions 
which then existed among the Craft in 
America, hy reason oi the grawing ir- 
regularities. resulting from the differen- 
ces then existing between the “Ancient” 
and “Modern” Grand Lodges of Eng- 
land, and from other causes, and a com- 
muication was issucd, addressed to the 
various Provincial Grand Masters, “re- 
questing them to take measures looking 
to the unification of the Craft and the 
appointment of a Grand Master far the 


United States.”

On 
the contrary. it was to asscrt itsclf, as 
the Institution of Freemasonry in Amer- 
ica; possess a recognized national organic 
existence, and an authorized and duly 
constituted source of authority; which 
should acknowledge no sovereignty save 
that of the Universal Craft, irrespective 
of territorial jurisdictions, and no law 
but the expressed wish of that Craft. 

In view, therefore, of the intimate rce- 
lationship and mutual interests which, 
under these peculiar cond'tions then ex- 
isted between the National Government 
and the Institution of Freemasonry, and 
following closcly upon the formal De- 
claration of Amcrican Independence and 
the establishment of a republican form 
of yovernment;: and, alsa, in consequence 
of the estrangements which at that time 
naturally existed between the Crait com- 
posing the Grand Lodge of England and 
that of the United States, by reason of 
bitterness cngendcred by the ravages of 
war, it js most evident—in fact, there 
can be no doubt—that the great object 
and purpose of the representative mem- 
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bers of the Craft in desiring the creation 
of a National Supreme Grand Lodge at 
that time was threc-fold, to-wit: 

1. It was to be a formal declaration of 
American Masonic Independence and a 
severance of all allegiance to the Grand 
Lodge of England, under whose imme- 
diate jurisdiction they then were, and 
by authority of which (with one excep- 
tion) all lodges, cither directly or idi- 
rectly, derived their existence. 

2. It was for the purpose of creating 
a Supreme Nationa) Executive Body for 
the government of the Craft within the 


‘United States, and to secure uniformity 
:of laws and universal harmony among 


all Grand and Constituent 
which it should be composed. 

3. It was undoubtedly their desire and 
intention that the government of the 


Lodges of 


Institution of Freemasonry within the 
‘United States should thereafter be mod- 


eled after that of the national govern- 
ment. It was intended that the consti 
tution, laws and edicts of the National 
Supreme Grand Lodge should be the 
Supreme !aw of Misonry in all Grand 
Lodges and the Craft should be practi- 


_cally the same as that exercised by the 


tederal 


government over the various 


‘brates. It was intended that all Grand 


Lodges should thereafter be created and 
onstituted by authority oi the National 
pupreme Grand Lodge, and derive all 
heir rights, powers and prerogatives 
rom it, in practically the same manner 
ts the states and territorics were created 
ty and derived their power and authority 
It was 
arther intended that cach Grand Lodge 
hould be a constituent and component 


rom the federal government. 


art of the National Lodge, the same as 
nch state was a constituent and com- 
nent part of the federal government 
ad entitled to representation therein. 
< was also intended that cach Grand 


odge should be the duly authorized rep- 
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resentative of the National Supreme 
Grand Lodge within its own jurisdiction 
for the promulgation, interpretation and 
enforcement of the laws and the further 
ance oi the purpcses of masonry. Again, 
the intention was that all Grand Lodges 
should have the power to enact such laws 
and regulations for its gevernment, and 
that of the Constituent Lodges, as they 
should deem advisable, and which were 
not in conflict with those of the Nationa! 
Supreme Grand Lodge. The plan was, 
further, that all Constituent Lodges with- 
in the jurisdiction of a Grand Lodge. 
created after such Grand Lodges had 
been chartcred, should thereafter derive 
their existance, as now, either by virtuc 
of a Dispensation from the Grand Maser 
or a Charter duly issued by the Grand 
Lodge, and become a constituent part 
of it and subject to its laws and edicts. 
All Constituent Lodges, thus crea‘ed. 
were to nave the right and authority to 
enact such by-laws and regulations jor 
their local government as they might 
decem expedient, subject to the approval 
of the Grand Lodge, and in all such 
matters should correspond with the 
rights and powers of municipal govern- 
ments within the State. 

That ths was the design and desire of 
the great body of the Craft, and of the 
lodges of which they were composed, at 
this important period in the history of 
American Freemasonry, there can be no 
doubt; nor that it would have been suc- 
cessfully carried into cffect, but for the 
bitterness which at that time uniortun- 
ately cxisted between the two rival 
Grand Lodges of England (the “An- 
cients” and “ Moderns”), both of which 
in the different 
States and neither of which recognized 
or had the 
other. For this reason no unanimity of

AN APPEAL FOR A HIGHER 
JUDICIARY.

From that time to the present repeated 
efforts have been made to create a 
National Supreme Grand Lodge along 
these lines and for the purposes hercin- 
before indicated, and the failure to ac- 
complish the desired results has in every 
instance been duc, solely, to the unwil- 
lingness on the part of some Grand 
ledges to surrender their alleged right 
to supreme sovercignty and indepen- 
dence. and their refusal to recognize any 
ather or higher authority. This was 
curcly an unwarranted assumption of 
rights and powers never delegated to 
any Grand Lodge by any recognized 
Masonic authority in the world. 

The assumption of Grand Lodge sov- 
ercignty and supremacy within certain 
defined geographical limitations is known 
as the “American Law of Jurisdiction,” 
because it had its origin and was first 
torinulated in this country, and by grad- 
ual srowth and continual use has become 
universally recognized throughout the 
United States. But the indisputable fact 
still remains that it it entirely an Amer- 
ican innovation, and is wholly unauthor- 
zed and unprecedented. 

The frailty of human nature is such 
that men—either as individuals or as 
orrinizations—naturally rebel at the 
thoucht of a willing surrender of any 
rizilts or powers they may have, whether 
rightfully or wrongfully acquired, no 
mattcr how necessary or advantageous 
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such a surrender may be to the general 
good. Ambition and selfishness are the 
motives which determine nearly all ques- 
tions of right and wrong at the present 
day. These motives arc brothers to 
wrong and oppress.on, and have been the 
curse oi every nation and age. It is in- 
decd unfortunate that they should have 
found thcir way into the sacred precincts 
of our Ancient and Honorable Institu- 
tion; but that they are to-day the most 
potent factors in our present system of 
Grand Lodge governmnet cannui be de- 
nied. Obliterate this ambition for sov- 
ercign powcr, and the selfish desire to 
exercise that powcr, from our Grand 
Lodges, and there can be no doubt that 
not only the wisdom, but the impcrative 
necessity for the creation of a National 
Supreme Grand Lodge would be appar- 
ent and cagerly demanded by them. Foar 
there is positively no argument which 
can he advanced, or valid reason as- 
signed, why a system of government so 
thoroughly practical in all its details 
and in every respect adapted to the re- 
requirements of the Institution, should 
not prevail. 

It is an important and significant fact, 
which may not he gencrally known, that 
with three exceptions, to-wit: America, 
Australia and Germany. every Grand 
Lodge is a National Grand Supreme 
Lodge, and always has been. Also, that 
the Grand Lodges of the United States 
comprise in number sixty-three per cent 
of all the Grand Lodges in the world, 
both national and jurisdictional. 

It is also a fact worthy of considera- 
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tion that cvery opposition that has cver 
been madc to the creation of a National 
Supreme Grand Lodge in the United 
States, has emanated from, and been 
solely upon the part of the off cers and 
permanent members of the various Grand 
Lodges. The subject has never bcen 
submitted to the Craft or to the subordi- 
nate lodges of any jurisdiction, nor have 
the Craft ever had opportunity to cx- 
press themselves thercupon. 


I am firmly of opinion that if the ques- 
ton was today fairly and impartially 
submitted. to the Craft, or the subordi- 
nate lodges in the United States, fully 
ninety per cent of them would demand 
the immediate creation of a Supreme 
Grand Lodge, and would instruct their 
Master and Wardens to use every cffort 
for such object. 


The t me has come when selfish ambi- 
tion should be forever banished from 
our Grand Lodges, and the supreme sov- 
ercignty of the Craft and the glory of 
Freemasonry become the great desire 
and ambition of every Grand Jurisdic- 
tion througnout the land. 


If from a slender twig, which a child 
might bend at will, the Tree of Liberty, 
clanted long ago by the fathers of our 
American Independence, has grown so 
mighty under republican government, 
until its wide-spread ng branches over- 
fhadow the carth, and we are today rec 
ognized throughout the world as the 
most powerful. prosperous and happy 
nation beneath the sun; surely the insti- 
tution of Freemasonry within ‘ts borders 
and fne Grand Lodges of which it is 
composed, may unhesitatingly construct 
the government of the Fraternity uoon 
the same great principles and methods. 
All of these are in accord with the orig- 
inal design, drawn upon the trestic-board 
by the illustrious fathers of American 
Freemasonry, many of whom were also 
the Master Builders of th’s glorious 
republic, of which we are so justly 
proud. 

To this end, therefore, let every loyal 


Craftsman labor with unfaltering deter- 
mination, until the dark clouds of selfish 
ambit:on disappear, and the day dawns, 
and our cherished dream of the Univer. 
sality of Freemasonry under the Stars 
and Stripes shall indeed become a splen- 
did reality. For “in union there is 
strength‘ The Amcrican Freemason."

Mdeed. And while it is true that the 
aerifvial fires which mercifully reduced 
hese “undes rables” to inaction also con- 
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sumed their blasphemous-crit cisms, enuf 
may be gathered from the test'mony of 
their holy executioners to show that ticir 
arguments ran something like this: The 
floor space of a needle point, ava lable 
for dancing, may be cstimated witaout 
difficulty; also, with reasonable accuracy.

MASONIC REBELLION IN MEXIC 
W. H. Scamon 

The secession of five Mexican lodge 
from the authority of the Grand J.cde 
Valle of Mexico, which occurred Mare 
24, 1910, and their incons stent and unite 
ful acts since, have occasioned no st: 
prise to those who are in touch wit 
Masonic matters and are familiar with th: 
Masonite ideals of the Mexican peopl 
The matter would be unworthy of mer 
tion in the press, were it not that th 
action of the regularly clected Gran 
Secretary, Alberto G. Pro, gives to th 
seceders a semblance of authority in the 
maintenance of their claims; this oficia 
betrayed his trust and turned over to the 
seccders the seal of the Grand Lodge. the 
records in his office, and a portion ¢ 
the monies contributed by the America 
lodges for ther quarterly returns. The 
Masonic world is entitled to some in 
formation on the subject in addition tf 
the manifestos, printed in Spanish, which 
the seceders are now sending out broad: 
cast to the United States. I here statp 
the facts as I know them. 


When the Grand Lodge Valle de Mes 
ico emerged from the tomb of the (ra 
Dicta. in 1900. it came forth with tef 
lodges ai Americans, one of the Germans 
and two of Mexicans; comprising in al 
less than 400 York Rite Masons and Ics 
130 Mexicans; being all of thf 
Masonry in the Republic. except the 
lodges of Americans at Torreon, Parral 
and Chihuahua, and about six lodge. œ 
Mexicans scattered over the Republic 
It is true that the first published roster 
of lodges showed 30 Mex'can largë 
under Valle de Mexico: 28 of these how- 
ever were paper lodges, existing in name 
anly, to furnish the Mexicans controlling 
Masonry the proxies by which they con 
trolled all clections and legislation. The 
Americans then in Grand Lodge were 
not pyencrally apprised of the situation 
and if any at all knew the facts ther 
deemed it best to say nothing and sulin 
until the matter could be remedied. The

W \mericans jelt they had won a great 
ictory when the Mexicans agreed to 
Blow them to alternate in the offices of

mr: withdrew in great anger, throwing 
Por aurons on the floor and hurling 


ep thets at some of the prominent Ameri- 
can members. About fifteen Mexicans 
refused to go out, saying they would 
rather submit to American control than 
follow the vacillations of the Mexican 
seceders. Although the American ma- 
jority was largely increased by the seces- 
sion, they kept the old agreement and 
alternated the officers between the two 
nationalities, making a square division. 
The magnanimity of the Americans was 
later to cost them dearly, ior they elect- 
ed Pro Grand Secretary. The Grand 
Lodge concluded its business in perfect 
order and power was placed in the hands 
of the Grand Master, by which the 
seceders could return without humilia- 
tion, if later they desired. 

The secedcers held a mecting at the 
same time and resolved to form a Grand 
Lodge for the Mexicans, we do not know 
whether they proposed to revive the 
Grand Lodge Santos Degollados or not, 
We only know they clected Manuel Levy 
Grand Master ‘of their organization. On 
April 20 the scceders submitted a one- 
sided draft for a treaty, by which there 
would be a pcaccable separation; in spite 
of its one-sided character and many 
objectionable features, the American 
Masons in the City considered it best to 
acccpt their proposition. They rewrote 
the agrcement, giving the Mexicans all 
they asked ior except in ‘one particular. 
The Mexicans demanded one-half of the 
cash in the Treasury, but the Americans 
would divide only on the ratio of mem- 
bership at time of separation; the Mexi- 
cans accepted the proposition of the 
Amcricans and it was agrecd that the 
separation should take effect on June 1, 
which would give each lodge time to se- 


lect the organization with which they 


desired to identify themsclves. We 
then condidered everything settled for a 
peaceable separation, which in spite of 
many objectionable paragraghs in the 
agrecment we were willing to accept, 
hoping that in the course of time the 
Grand Lodges of the World would see 


that we had done the best that we could 
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do under the peculiar conditions cxist- 
ing. We knew that we would be severcly 
criticised for two paragraphs in the 
treaty, und on ther account we were 
likely to lose friends. 

On June 14, Alberto G. Pro, went over 
to the seccders putting a padlock on the 
offices of Grand Master and Grand Sec- 
retary, giving the scceders the seal and 
records of the Grand Lodge. Immediate- 
ly the Mexicans rescinded from their 
acceptance of thcir treaty and submitted 
2 new onc to the brethern in the City, 
which I have not scen, but I am told it 
did not contain a paragraph that we 
could accept. Without waiting for the 
Americans in the City to say whereby 
they would accept or decline, they held a 
meeting on June 23, the same day their 
answer to the new proposition; they de- 
clared everything done at the mecting of 
March 24 and 25, as null and void; elect- 
ed a new set of officers; ordered the 
regularly elected officers, peaceably to 
within three days, lay down their posi- 
tions to which they had been installed, 
or suffer the penalty of disobedience; ap- 
pointed a committee to negotiate a treaty 
with the United Grand Lodge of Vera 
Cruz, which acknowledged the supremacy 
of the Scottish Rite Supreme Council of 
the 33 degree. 

Reynoso suspended Pro from office 
and no doubt Pro will be tried and ex- 
pelled for his treasonable actions; the 
lodges taking fart in the secession have 
had their charters arrested and Reynos>) 
is doing al] that is necessary, but no 
more, to protect the dignity of his Grand 
Lodge and force its constituent lodges 
to obey its laws. Wm. G. Thompson is 
now the Grand Secretary o, the Grand 
Lodge Valle of Mexico, by appointment. 
The officers have refused to obey the 
mandates of the seceders and no doubt 
the seceders have by this time declared 
them expelled from the Fraternity; I am 
one of those who will be 30 declared, 
but I am not worrying myself about the 
matter. 

Seven lodges of Mexicans were repre- 


sented at the inceting of the seceders l 
June 24; two of them have sprung ini 
existence since March 25; we know tki 

none of the American lodges was non: 
fied of this special mecting (?) anil #5 
cannot sec how any action at this mectirp*

states of Sonora, Guanajuato, Jalisca 
San Luts Potosi, Aguas Calientes an: 
Hidalgo; this cession is subject to th: 
approval of the Supreme Council of th: 
33d degree, but this will be given, ior 
mally, or informally, for the name of th

WAR OF RIVAL MASONS ENDED 
Case of Thomas Perrot, Lodge Organ- 
izer, Not Coming to Trial. 

While neither Masons of the Southern 
jurisdiction nor the Grand Council of 
Rites of Scotland will admit defeat in the 
Masonic war started several months ago, 
to all appearances the Scottish Masons 
have won a victory, for it is persistently 
rumored that Thomas Perrot, organizer 
fur the Scottish Masons, will never be 
tricd in the Superior Court. 

Perrot was arrested and charged by 
Major Gwydir with having obtained $60 
irom him under false pretenses, in that he 
offered to make Gwydir a Knight Templ- 
ar who could enter any Masonic lodge in 
the city. Perrot denied this representa- 
tion, and it was then argued in court by 
the prosecution that the order to which 
Verrot belongs was no recognized order. 

Perrot submitted charters and diplomas 
from: Scottish organizations to disprove 
this and told of the lodges already in 
cristence in Washington. Both sides 
claim to be the only original Masonic 
body. However, Perrot was bound over 
to the Superior Court. 

No trace of the case can be found, and 
ta all appearances and as far as can be 
learned, the case has been dropped. 

Perrot alleges he was arrested merely 
to prejudice persons against his order.

SUPREME GRAND ROYAL ARCH 
OF SCOTLAND 

The royal arch is the earliest known of 

the additional degrees, having been pro- 

bably introduced about the years 1737 to 


1740. The carliest mention oí it in Scot- 
land can be traced back to the year 1743, 
Stirling Rock Chapter having at the 
constitution of the Supreme Grand Chapt. 
er, in 1817, been able to produce satis- 
factory evidence oi its having conferred 
the degree from the 2oth of July, in that 
year. The documentary cvidence to that 
effect is st:ll in the possession of the 
Supreme Grand Chapter. 


The Supreme Grand Chapter of Royal 
Arch Freemasonry of Scotland, was erect 
ed and consecrated on the zist of August, 
1817, by sclemn act of the representatives 
of 34 royal chapters, which had previous- 
ly lodged their warrants of accession and 
resignation of rights. 

The system of work is similar to that 
of the Grand Chapter of Ircland, and the 
Grand Chapters of the United States, but 
is rather different from that which is 
practiced under the Supreme Chapter of 
England. The degrees conferred in a 
Scottish Royal Arch Chapter are: Mark 
Master, Excellent Master, and Roya: 
Arch, also the installation degrecs of the 
three principles, Z., Hi and J.. the degree 
of the installed master in the mark de- 
gree; and as side degree: Royal Ark 
Mariner, Baylonish Pass, or Red Cross 
degrees, consisting of three points— 
Knights of the Sword, Knights of the 
East, Knights of the Eeast and West, 
alted to the Royal Arch degree. 


These degrecs are conferred in a royal | 


arch chapter, and a brother is eligible 
to be reccived as a companion immedi- 
ately after being made a master mason. 
The ceremony of admission ts called ex- 
altation, and a brother is said to be ex- 
alted to the royal arch degree. 

All chapters holding charters from the 
Supreme Grand Royal Arch Chapter of 
Scotland are entitled to work the degrees 
of the Royal Ark Mariner, and Red 
Cross Knights, and to confer the same 
upon any regular Royal Arch Mason pro- 
ducing h's diploma. Separate fees are 
charged for conferring these degrees, and 
each companion admitted must be regis- 
tered in the books of the Supreme Grand 
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Chapter, and reccive a diploma or certifi- 
cate of. the same. 

The Supreme Grand Chapted of Royal 
Arch Freemasonry of Scotland now owns 
and occupies a very handsome hall and 
Offices at 75 Queen street, Edinburgh. 
These were opened and dedicated at the 
quarterly convocation hcld on the 19th 
oi December, 1900.—Exchange.

SCOTTISH MASONRY. 
(Continued) 

As an appropriate ending of the Cra‘ 
portion of our subject we give a copy of 
one of the oldest Charters granted by 
the Mother Lodge. lt was granted to 
the Lodge of Kilmarnock (now Kilmar- 
nock-Kilwinning, St. John) in 1734, two 
years prior to the birth of the Grand 
Lodge of Scotland. 

We choose this Charter ior reprint 
for a double reason. As bcing granted 
while the Craft was still in a great mcas- 
ure “Operative” and from the fact that 
the Earl of Kilmarnock who took such 
a prominent part in introducing Scottish 
Masonry into Trance was its R. W. M. 

Some few parts of this old Charter are 
illegible; where this occurs we lIcave 
blank spaces.. 

GRANT. 

The Lodge of Kilwinning, authorizing 
a Lodge at Kilmarnock, 14th November, 
1734: 

At Kilwinning the 14th day of Novem- 
ber, 1734, the Statutes and Ordinances to 
be observed by the Master Masons in the 
Town and Parish of Kilmarnock, sett.

It-—That no Master receive a Prentice 
bound for iewer years nor at the 
least. 

It.—That no Master shall sell his Pren- 
tice to another Master, nor yct to dis- 
pense with the ycars of his prenticeship 
by scll-ng thcreoff to the prentice self or 
Others concerned with him under the pen- 
alties fores-aid. 

It-—That no Master reccive any pren- 
tice without he signify to Dickon and 
Wardens of the Lodge where he dwells 
to the cffcct that the said prentice name 
and the day of his vacating may be prop- 
erly booked.

We have given this Charter in extenso 
to show that the operative clement still 
predominated in the Mother Lodge, and 
this, seventeen years subsequent to the 
Organization in London of a purely spec- 
ulative Grand Lodge and only two years 
prior to the organization of the Grand 
Lodge oi Scotland, it will be observed 
that in this Charter no mentions is made 
of “Degrees” yet we have ample proof 
from existing writings and certificates 
and contemporanious mention that De- 
grees were wrought and that it was a 
member of one of Kilwinnings Danghter 
Lodges (Mihac) Andrew Ramsay) who 
first inteduced what we now call “high 
grade” Masonry on the Continent of 
Europe, and that Lord Kilmarnock, who 
was R. W. M. of Kilmarnock Lodge, to 
which the above Charter was granted, 
R. W. M. of the Mother Lodge herseli, 
and later M. W. G. M. of the Grand 
Iodge of Scotland was a prominent figure 
in Scottish Masonry in France. 

Our next article will treat more particu- 
larily of the higher grades in which we 
will conclusively show that in the further 
degrees as in the Craft degrees Scotland 
led, others followed and imitated.

FREEMASONRY AND LIBERTY 


By Bro. Henry M. Furman 


While the enjoyment of life, liberty 
and the pursut of happiness are the in- 
alicnable rights of man. yet in a state of 
savagery no one is secure in these rights, 
for, without a moment's notce of the 
shadow of justice, they may be taken 
away and destroyed. Ina state of savag- 
ery the strong and the vicious prey at 
Iecisure upon the weak and defenseless; 
might ang not right is the standard of 
human action. 


Thercforc, a state of savagery is and 
always has been a state of anarcuy. 
Liberty is the creature of the law, which 
restra‘'ns the strong and the vicious and 
punishes those who invade the rights of 
others and thereby protects the weak, 
and guarantecs to al! the full enjoyment 
of life, liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness. This being true, it necessarily 
follows that the amount of liberty which 
a people enjoy depends upon the charact- 
er of the laws by which they are govern- 
ced. 

Public opinion is but the aggregate of 
private opinion. A gevernment is the 
reflection of the sentiment of those by 
whom it is sustained. Law is the crystal- 
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lization of the opinion of those by whom 
it is made. The greater the individual 
intelligence, the higher the personal char- 
acter of a people, the more exalted the 
publ c opinion of that country will be. 
Manifestly a free government among a 
people who were individually ignorant 
and corrupt and satisfied with peonage. 
It would be cqually impossible to main- 
tain a corrupt despotism over a people 
who were individually intelligent, honest 
and imbued with a love of liberty. 


This brings us to tne root of the matter 
of good government, for by good govern- 
ment alone can we hope to secure the 
blessings of liberty. The individual in- 
telligence and virtuc of the people is the 
source and fountain head from which the 
stream of good government and freedom 
flows. Therein lics the intimate relation 
which exists between Freemasonry and 
Liberty. Freemasonry has never at- 
tempted to interfere with sects erecds, or 
political parties. Freemasonry makes no 
cfforts to control the action of govern- 
ments. Freemasonry knows no country. 
It operates upon individuals alone; its 
entire cffort is to enlighten the individual 
and to install into his heart a love of the 
pure, the beautiful and the just, and in 
this way only it secks to build up the 
individual character. and to clevate and 
ennoble mankind. Jt does not teach its 
members to pretend or to attempt to be 
better than other men, but rather to so 
subdue their passions and improve their 
opportunitics that may become 
better themselves.

Tn this way alone Freemasonry secks 
to elevate the individual and enlarge the 
sphere of his influence and usefulness as 
a citizen. Beyond this Freemasonry 
knows no party. no government and no 
country. A good Freemason is, there- 
fore. a good citizen, and as a good gov- 
crnment results alone upon good citizen- 
ship, the statement that Freemasonry is 
the champion of Liberty amounts to the 
demonstration of that proposition. While 
Freemasonry docs not single out and 


condemn any party or form of gor 


ment, yet the principles which it teac 
are directly at war with every kind 
wrong and oppression and cannot nc; 
conc.led with any kind of tyraniy 
despotism. While it forbids its membi 
from taking part in conspiracies and pl 
aga nst the governments under wh 
they live and requires authority yet 
principles are such that by force of mo: 
power, truth and justice, its 
may hope to bring about 
formation of all abuses, and with tiz 
patience and perseverence secure to the 
selves and their fellow men the ble-si: 
of liberty. s

In the government af the Lodge there 
arc no superilous officers. every one is 
needed: and unless all recognise this. un- 
less cach senses the responsibility of his 
position and realises that the wellare 
and good government of the Lodge de- 
pends not on the individual effort of one, 
whether that one sits in the Fast. or 
guards the outer door, but upon the unit- 
ed efforts of all the work cannot succeed. 


In every Lodge of the Scottish Rite 
there are three Masters, in the South the 
Worshipful Junior Warden represents 
Hiram Ben Alamah and governs the 
Entered Apprentices. In the West, the 
Worshipful Senior Warden represents 
Hiram King of Type and governs the 
Fellows of the Craft; while the Rigat 
Worshipful Master in the East repre- 
senting Soloman King of Isreal rules 
and governs the whole Craft, these threc 
rule the Lodge the care of which is en- 
trusted by the Supreme Lodge ta the 
R. W. Master and his Wardens. In tne 
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East on the Right and Left of the R. W. 
M. sit the Master Depute and Master 
Substitute, it is the duty of the Master 
Depute to preside during the temporary 
absense of the R. W. M. in the absence 
of boti it is the duty of the Muster Sub- 
stitute to preside, in the absence of the 
three, the W. S. and J. Wardens Preside 
in order, in the absence of all of 
these officers from a stated mecting of 
the Lodge it is the senior Past Master 
Present, or faiting that of the oldest 
member present (in membership, not of 
age) to preside thus the Lodge can never 
back a presiding Officer. 


Should the R. W. M. die or become 
for any reason disqualified between terms 
the Master Substitute becomes R. W. M. 
for the ballance of the term, the Master 
Depute remaining Master as before. 

While the united cffort of all are necd- 
ed to make the Lodge successful, the 
most important and responsible office 
must of necessity be that of the Right 
Worshipful Master. 

Upon nis skill, integrity and prudence 
dezends in a great measure the wellfare 
of the Lodge, he should be strictly im- 
partial jn all his rulings, scrupulously ob- 
serving every law, as a pattern to his 
Lodge, he should be exemplary in his 
conduct, easy in address, courtcous in 
manners, withall firm in secing every 
law of the Federation and every Land- 
mark of the order strictly observed, in 
short he should lead, not seek to drve 
his Lodge, remembering that he is not 
the Master of his Lodge but the first or 
chief Master Mason in his Lodge during 
his term of office he is “ first among his 
equals.” 

Neither R. W. M. or Wardens should 
leave their stations without first having 
a qualified Bro. to occupy it during their 
absence (which Bro. must have the In- 
stalled Degree, and be seated as such) 
during the ceremonial work of the Lodge, 
or while these officers carry with them the 


insigma of thcir office they are held to 


be in their stations. 


THE BALLOT 


The Ballot is the safeguard of th 
Lodge against the admission of unt 
‘material, but it should never be made 
the means of gratifying personal spite o 
animosity, to guard against this as muc 
as: possible it has been wisely ordered 
that three adverse votes are necessary t 
exciude an applicant, yet as some ox 
Bro. might know some thing concernin; 
the candidate unknown to the other 
which would render him unfit fo 
membership, should one or two black 
balls be cast, the R. W. M. will deter 
further considcration of the application 
until the next mecting of the Lodge. ir 
the meantime sctting a time for the ob- 
jectors to mect the R. W. M. and Waz 
dens in private and state their objectinns. 
if these arc such as seem sufficient th: 
application is refused and the Fee return. 
ed, if however the objection is of a per 
sonal or trivial nature the Candidate 
will be declared at the next meeting to 
have been accepted.

In installing the Officers clec.t of the 
Jodgee. he should be carcful to preserve 
the full solemnity of the Ritual, that the 
LI. may be properly impressed with the 
obligations and duties they are about to 
assume. 


lle must see that the proper officers 
receive the installed degrec; and that the 
required returns and fees are at once sent 
to the Grand Secretary. General (Offic- 
ers cannot be installed unless the S. L. 
dues are all paid.) Though his office 
makes him a member of the Supreme 
Lodge, and he ?s distinguished from his 
PP. by Regalia and Jewel, he must not on 
tit account arrogate to himself authority 
not given by law, or interfere in any way 
in the working of the Lodge (except in 
an advisory capacity).

CONDUCTING THE WORK OF THE

In every Lodge there should be a book 
called the “Tilers Register” which should 
be kept in the ante room in charge of 
the Tiler, in this every Rro. attending 
the Lodge should register his name, 
members of the Lodge on one page. visit- 
ing BB, on another.

Second, “Why do we call it (masonry) 
a secret socicty?” Masonry is a “secret 
Society.” It is an institution of remote 
antiquity, always in possession of secerts, 
ancient and honorable, which were and 
are now the universal csotcric language 
of Freemasonry, known only to members. 
There are additional secrets, which be- 
long to Iligh Grade Masonry, consisting 
of estoric work and modes of recognition, 
which are kept secret and inviolate. It 
is imperatively the prerogative of masons 
to possess such secrets so as to dis- 
tinguish themselves from other organiza- 
tions, which have their respective modes 
of recognition. 


Third, “What are its objects?” “Not 
War against God nor the distinction of 
church and society; but on the contrary, 
to trust in God; the only doctrinal quali- 
fication of a Freemason. Masonry docs 
not enterfere with church or socicty, she 
keeps within her own portals, her own 
domain and attends to her own sphere 
of uscfulness.

From the foregoing it seems that the 
dAmerican York Rite seck to make the 
Grand Lodge of Scotland enact the role 
bi the cat in the old fable, and pull out 
fthe chestnuts for them; and that is not 
tx role played by Scotsmen usually; and 
‘iurther, we fail to see what concern it is 
joi the Grand Lodge of Scotland what 
[happens in America. The writer of the 
‘item says, and says truly, that “there is 
‘an undoubted tendency in America to- 
ward making a snap judgment of every- 
Í thing Masonic; and in every case it 
would be well to go to the original 
source for information.”

That the Grand Lodge of Scotland, 
through misrcpresentation from York 
Rite sources, has been led to belicve 
that we claim to work by her authority 
we can readily credit, and that she will 
enquire as to the truth of such state- 
ments is also creditable; as yct, how- 
ever, the A. M. F. has not been ap- 
proached and we do aot believe that the 
Grand Lodge of Scotland will follow the 
example of the country justice who 
would only listen to one side lcst the 
other would upset the opinion he had 
already formed. 


Neither do we think that any decision 
rendered by the Grand Lodge of Scot- 
land would be accepted as binding by 
the American York Rite unless it agrced 


with them. 


There is one other thing that has to

can trace our Masonic ancestry back to 
Scotland, which we believe to be the 


is this: 
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birth-place cof Masonry, and revere as 
such, that we are an American organi- 
zation, incorporated in one of the States 
of the American Uaion and amenable 
on the Blue degrecs to no one unless we 
ourselves ask them to act for us. 


There is one thing so clearly to be 
seen from this cffort of the Yorkists to 
embroil, the A. Mo F. with the Grand 
Lodge of Scotland that “he who runs 
may read,” and that is the words Mene 
Mene Tekel Upharsin blezoned on the 
record of York Rite Masonry. Truly 
have they been weighed in the balance 
and found wanting; unable of themselves 
to stop our progress they seck foreign aid 
and when has that not been a sign of 
weakness? Jt is so in them and soon 
like Belshazzar of old to whom the 
writing appeared, they and their unma- 
sonic system will be sunk in the limbo of 
forgoiten failures, while true Universal 
Masonry represented by the A. M. F. 
will go down through the ages.

881. Aiter being re-elected until 1893 
Bro. Desmons was clected a Senator for 
his Department in 1903; in the same year 
he was called to one of the Vice-Presi- 
dencies in the Senate. 

If he thus belongs to politics, our 
Rrother belonged first and foremost to 
Freemasonry, which he entered in 1860 
at the Lodge of Nines. 

A few years later in the same part of 
the country were he exercised h s minist- 
ry. he helped to found a Lodge at St. 
Genies de Malyzores, viz. “Le Progres,” 
oi which he was the Worshipful Master 
from 1870 to 1888, i. e. for iX years. 

From 1873 onwards he was called to be 
a member of the Council of the Order, of 
which he was clected President from 1886 
to i888. from 1Sy6 to 1865. from 1900 to 
1902, irom 1903 to 1907, and had just been 
re-elected in 1909. 

It is impossible at this present moment 
to enumerate the innumerable and cmi- 
sent services rendered by our Bro. Des- 
mons to our Order, or to enter into the 
details of his liic, which was so well fill- 
ed, so useful and entirely devoted to the 
country, and of humanity. 


The Council of the Order will take 
the necessary measures to honour, as it 
deserves, the grand and noble figure oi 
its President, and to perpctutate the 
memory of a glorious work, of which no 
detail is indifferent and every act is a 
lesson. 

I am obliged to restrict mysclf to pro- 
claiming with thankfulness that our Bro. 
Desmons gave us the best of himsclf. 
Without grudging he devoted to the 
Grand Oricnt of France, to its prosper:ty 
at home and to its inffucnce all the world 
over, the treasures of his activity, his 
devotion and his sacrifices. 


Indeiatigably traversing France in 
every direction, even spending part of his 


nights in the train, he was secen whcre- 
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ever there was a useful deed to be done, 
a good word to be spoken, or hearts to 
be cncouraged. 


For his dutics forgetting rest, meals 
fetes, family gatherings, etc. never think- 
ing of himself, but always of others, such 
was our Bro. Desmons. 


The tollowing incident of which our 
regretted Rro. Lucipia was a witness is 
very charactcristic of him. A few years 
ago Bro. Desmons had accepted the mis- 
sion of rej-resent'ng the Grand Orient 
of France at a ceremony of the Lodge of 
St. Germains. During the afternoon of 
the day on which he was to go there, he 
was knocked down, in the Avenue 
Victoria, by one of those heavy omni- 
buses with three horses which used to 
ply between the Hotel de Ville and Porte 
Maillot. He was about to be crushed, 
when fortunately he was extricated with- 
out injury. Bro. Lucipia who saw him 
just at this moment, asked him, after he 
had recovered a little from h's shock, 
what sensation he had felt in the face of 
imminent death. Bro. Desmons replied: 
“T had the sensation that all was over, 
and I thought of my wifc, oi my daughter 
and of our good Brethren of St. Germains 
who would be waiting for me in vain.” 

It is hardly necessary to add that, the 
same evening, in spite of the emotion he 
had passed through, Bro. Desmons, 
shaken as he was by his fall, and with- 
out any after treatment than a good brush 
down, went to the mecting at St. Ger- 
mains. 


Beloved Brethen, Bro. Desmons’ char- 
acter is iully described in this simple 
story. 

His conduct was always most simple 
and natural, and a thousand traits of the 
same kind might be told about him. 

There is, however, a service rendered 
by Bro. Desmons to the Grand Oricnt of 
France which I cannot pass over in 
silence, namely, the reform of our Con-

THERE IS MORE TO MASONRY 
THAN THE RITUAL.

Brethren, there must be a cause for 
this lack of interest; can we not discover 
in part at lcast, a reason? When the 
candidate comes to us secking that light 
which enables him to safcly stcer life's 
bark across the “tempestuous sca of 
trouble,” does he find light or darkness? 
Does he find that difference very marked 
which is to “distinguish him from the 
rest of the community?” Does he find 
in the realities of Masonry those beau- 
ties “which his heart was taught to con- 
ceive before his eyes beheld ” the actual 
realities? Does he receive that which he 


has a right to expect? 
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Is it not a fact that those who can re- 
peat the ritual from start to finish with- 
out misplacing a word, are considered 
by the majority of the lodges the best 
Masons? 


There arc members of our craft—men 
of thought, men of moral worth, strength 
and uprightness—who are daily practic- 
ing the virtucs taught by our order; men 
who are daily striving for “further light” 
and are continually lIcading others to 
higher ground, to broader visions of life 
and its meaning; to greater attainments 
and nobler liviag, who are not proficient 
in the ritual; whose mental and physical 
constitution ts such that it is an impos- 
sibility for them to become proficient 
therein: men, who, when they are asked 
to take part in the active dutics of the 
lodge make but a poor showing compared 


with others, their infertors in moral 
worth. These members are really the 
support and stay of their respective 


lodges. and are in deed and truth Ma- 
sons. Yet they never receive notice, ex- 
cept an acknowledgement that they are 
of our number, but are not considered 
to be af any particular benefit to the 
craft. When we consider this class of 
our membership, these questions natur- 
ally suggest themselves: Have we not 
drifted away from the fundamentals? 
Have not innovations in the body of 
Masonry so obstructed the designs upon 
the trestle-board, placed there by the 
founders of the order, that the workmen 
at the present time are unable to work 
out the original designs? 


Far be it from me to intimate that it 
is unnecessary to master the ritual, or 
that less attention should be given to 
this department of the work of the order 
than is being given; what I wish to cm- 
phasize is this; There is something more 
to Masonry than a smooth and glib poll- 
parrot ritual, something to engage not the 
tongue only, bnt also the brain, and every 


fiber of our being, the very issues of life 
itsclf—in other words, character build- 
ing: fitting us “as living stones for that 
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spiritual building, that house not made 
with hands eternal in the heavens.” One 
of the first lessons we are taugh: in 
Masonry is that “Masonry regards no 
man for his worldly wealth or honors; 
that is the internal and not the external 
qualifications that should recommend him 
to be made a Mason.” “That our step i 
time, our progression cternity.”

THE NEGRO QUESTION IN AMER- 
ICAN MASONRY. By A. G. Pitts. Writ- 
ten for “La Lumiere, Paris. 

Dear Brother Wirth—October 1, 1897, 
charges were preferred in Melissa Lodge, 
of the State of Texas, against one of 
her members for the Masonic offence of 
allowing a negro employee of his to cat 
at table :with himself his wife and child- 
ren. He was found guilty and expelled. 
Fortunately ke appealed to the Grand 
Lodge of Texas. “Fortunately,” because 
otherwise this case would not have bc- 
come the matter of record that it is for 
the information of our European brethren: 

In the Grand Lodge of Texas a grand- 
iloquent report was presented by the 
committee on appeals, which report dis- 
cussed the question presented upon the 
broadest grounds. Thus, among other 
things, it sets forth that the “greater 
object” of Masonry is to “upbuild and 
wrhold the manhood of our great race.” 
The report, of course, recommended that 
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the sentence of expulsion be affirmed. 
This report with its recommendation was 
“adopted unanimously by a rising vote.” 

I do not recall that this case caused 
much comment at the time. We are no 
more allowed to comment upon the 
theatment given to the negro question 
by our friends in the south than we were 
when the “negro question” was the 
“slavery question.” The penalty of ad- 
verse criticism is now as it was then— 
war. 

The best comment was made by my 
old friend Past Grand Master Upton, of 
the state of Washington. He said: 

“Does not even this case illustrate one 
of the grandest featurcs of Freemason- 
ry? When we sce a most respectable 
Grand Lodge reccive with marked favor 
a report which contains expressions 
which clsewhere and in the vast majority 
of Grand Lodges would subject their 
author to prompt reprimand, have we 
not a fine illustration of the great truth 
that Masonry is ‘the center of union 
and the means of conciliating true friend- 
shin among persons that must have rce- 
mained at a perpctual distance.’ Let us 
not forget this feature of Masonry when 
diversity of temper or surroundings, ra- 
cial prejudices, or differenccs of opinion 
tempt us to deny to others liberty of 
Opinions, or suggest a disrurtion of the 
tics which conciliate true friendship.” 

Of course this case is now ancient 
history. I recall it for the sake of mak- 
ing clear to your readcrs the feeling re- 
lative to negrocs in the southern states 
and thus illustrating recent occurrences. 

It has latcly become well known that 
under the Grand Lodge of the State of 
New Jersey is a small lodge, nearly forty 
years old, which has always admitted 
negroes. With this exception the ne- 
grocs of the United States who call 
themselves Masons are formed into 
lodges and Grand Lodges of their own. 
They are denied recognition by all the 
white Masons and not only denied recog- 
nition, but denied with emphasis, which 
must to Europeans secm to be unneces- 
sary and to show an animus difficult to 


understand. With the single exceptio: 
noted, it may be confidently affirmed 
that there is not a single lodge in th 
United States into which there has eve: 
been admitted or ever could be admitte 
a man known to have any (evcn tk 
smallest percentage) of negro blovd it 
his veins. No doubt your readers als 
know that the Grand Lodges oi th 
soutnern states are beginning to wit: 
draw recognition from the Grand I.ody 
of New Jersey because it toleratcs the 
lodge mentioned. This fact interest 
European Masoas and they are asking 
why? The casc quoted from Texas i 
quoted because, if it does not entirels 
answer the question, it illuminates it b 
showing what race prejudice is in th 
south and what is the view taken vi th 
“Uuniversality of Masonry,” not only i 
the south but throughout the Unite 
States. 

Let us be slow to condemn the Grant 
Lodge of Texas and other southers 
Grand Lodges. Let us rather learn froe 
Past Grand Master Upton’s commer: 
the lesson of Masonic toleration. [ fx 
one will admit that every Mason shoul: 
be a moral man and that what is calle: 
morality is wholly a matter of conver 
tion. of environment, of latitude ani 
longitude, of climate, etc. Possibly: 
Turk who was a Mason would he it 
moral and deserve expulsion if he allow 
ed his women to go about the street 
alone and unveiley. Certainly a citize 
of one of our western states would & 
an immoral and a cruel man and tiicrebs 
deserve expulsion if he did not do thé 
very thing. I am willing to admit. if tk 
Grand Lodge of Texas So insist-. thi 
in Texas it is gross‘immorality to e 
with a negro. But I make all these at 
missions On condition that Texas and th 
other southern states admit in their wr 
that French Masons are also the be 
judges of what is true Masonry Ë 
France. 

The most striking thing about the at 
tidude of the Southern Grand Lodges * 
that while they insist on making ut 
hcard-of rules for their own Masonry ant 


expect the rest of us to acquiesce, while 
they invoke or need to invoke the prin- 
Bciple of Masonic toleration in behalf of 
Bthemsclves, the idea of extending it to 
Jothers has never entered their heads. It

THE ESOTERIC SCHOOLS OF THE 
HEBREWS 


Jow the ages there have been many 
ischools of thought and Esoteric Teach- 
ling, but little is known comparatively of 
the Esoteric Schools of the Hebrews, 
and it is the object of this paper to show 
Pethat though little is known of the He- 
brew Schools there is ample evidence of 
Stheir existence from very early times.

{devotion and meditation. These Schools 
Nor Societies were succeeded by the 
i Syna,ogues. 
$ Tuc Essenes were considered a branch 
foi thc Pharisee Brotherhood, who con- 
fiormed to the most rigid rules of Leviti- 
Acal pvrity, whilst aspiring to the highest 
degree of holiness. 
5 They lived in communities, solely by 
fine work of their hands, and devoted 
Sithe:r {ime to study, devotion and the 
F practise of benevolence, leading lives of 
Spurit in order to be initiated into the 
highest mystery of heaven, and thereby 
cause the expected Messianic time to 
come. 


History points to the fact that through- 


wa 
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It is now impossible to ascertain the 
precise date when their order first de- 
veloped itself. According to Philo, 
Moses himself instituted it. Josephus 
says, “They existed ever since the ancient 
time of the fathers,” whilst Pliny assures 
us that without anyone being born among 
them (for they were a celibate sect) the 
Essenes prolonged their existence for 
thousands of ages. 


They are first mentioned in the days of 
Jonathan, the Miaccabaean, B. C. 166, 
(Joseph Antiq, XIII., 5, 8,) and again in 
the reign of Aristobulus, B. C. 106, in 
connection with a prophecy uttered by 
Judas, an Essene, about the death of 
Antigonus. 


The cardinal doctrines and practices of 
the sect were as follows:—They regard- 
ed the inspired Law of God with venera- 
tion, their highest aim: was to become 
temples of the Holy Spirit, when they 
were able to prophesy and perform 
miraculous cures, and like Elias be fore- 
runners of the Messiah. This was re- 
garded by them as being the last stage, 
and which could only be reached by a 
gradual growth in holiness, and was 
brought about by the strict observance 
of the laws of purity and by being meek 
and lowly in spirit, which alone would 
bring them in close communion with Him 
who is the Holy One in Israel. 

The Essenes were so anxious to avoid 
profanity in any degrec, that they ab- 
stained from using oaths, regarding the 
invocation in swearing of heaven or the 
heavenly thronc, or anything represent- 
ing God’s glory, as a desecration. Their 
communication was, “Yea, yea, and nay, 
nay.” 

By their strict living this sect was com- 
pelled to withdraw from the Society of 
their Jewish Brethren and form a sepa- 
rate community for themselves. In this 
separation, whatever any one of them 
possessed was put into a common fund, 
from which the wants of the whole com- 
munity alike was supplied. 

There were no distinctions among 
them, such as rich and poor, master and 
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servant, to them no one was master upon 
earth, but all ministered to the wants of 
one another. They lived peaceably with 
all men. 

They were governed by a president, 
who was clected by the whole body, and 
who acted as judge. Trials were con- 
ducted by jurics composed of the majori- 
ty of the community, or of at least 100 
members, who had to be unanimous in 
their verdict. 

The brother who was found guilty was 
excommunicated, yct he was not regard- 
ed as an cnemy, but was admonished as 
a brother and received back after due 
repentance. 

The Levitical Laws of purity were such 
as forbade the Levite to buy anything 
from another who did not practise the 
same laws as himself, hence the Essences 
had to raise the supplies of all their 
wants among themselves. This caused 
them little difficulty, as their food and 
raiment were most simple and self deny- 
ing; and cach member of the community 
willingly took his share in the work in 
which he most excelled. Some prepared 
the food, reared bees, tilled the ground, 
some healed the sick, some instructed the 
young, whilst all devoted certain hours 
to studying the mysteries of nature and 
revelation and the celestial hicrarchy. 
Ginsberg gives the following:—“Their 
days’ work was mappcd out as follows: 
Rising before the sua, they never talked 
about any worldly matters until they had 
assembled together and with their faces 
turned to the East offered up their hymn 
of praise for renewal of the light of day. 
This done, everyone went to his work 
until the forenoon, when labour regularly 
terminated, all again assembled together 
and had a bartism in cold water, put on 
their white garments, the symbol of 
purity, and made their way to the re- 
fectory, which they entered as if it were 
the temple. The meal was a common 
one, each one took his seat according to 
the order of his age, and a single meal 
was partaken of after the invocation of 
God's blessing upon it by the priest. The 


meal was a silent one and was conclué 
with an offering of thanks to the ‘Bou 
cvus Supplicr of all our wants.’ T 
was the signal of dismissal. The wh 
garments were put off and employme 
resumed until they met again at the cve 
ing meal. The Brethren were allowed 
act as they pleased in two things, relic 
ing the distress and manifesting coz 
passion to those who were not of | 
brotherhood. 

Sabbath was observed most right 
and time was scent in devotion and č 
distinctive ordinances of the brotherho: 
as well as the mystcrics of Tetragrre 
maton and the angclic worlds, were : 
prominent topics of the Sabbath. 

It will interest many Masons doubt 
to end this short account of the Esse 
Brotnerhood with some mention of? 
discipline and probationary period pa 
to a candidates admittance into č 
Order. 

Every grown-up candidate to 
brotherhood had to pass through 
novitiate of two stages, which extend 
over three years, before his final adr 
tance to the order. 

Upon entcring the first stage, wh: 
lasted 12 months, the novice had to @ 
all his possessions into the comm 
treasury. He then received a copy oft 
regulations of the brotherhood, as m 
as a spade, an apron, and a white rc 
to put on at meals, all being synthol: 
curity. During the whole of this peni 
he was an outsider and was not admita 
to the common meals, yet he had too 
serve some of the ascetic rules of! 
society. If at the close of this st:.ge 
community found he had properly acq@ 
ted himsclf during the probationary ra 
the novice was admitted to the seee 
stage, which lasted two years, and he «å 
called an approacher. During this peri 
he was admitted into closer fellows 
with the brotherhood and shared ¢ 
lustral rights, but was still not acimitt 
to the common meal nor to any offt 
If he passed satisfactorily throuzh ť

The earnestness and determination of 
these Essenes was seen in their godly 
lives, and it is small wonder that an 
Essence body should have been chosen 
for the manifestation of a great Teacher. 

The Schools of the Kabbalists. The 
Kabbalah owed its name to the ITebrew 
word Kabkal, meaning to receive, from 
the iact that Esoteric Teaching wis only 
given verbally ang handed on from one 
to another. The story told by some of 
its followers and given by I. MacGregor 
Mathers, in his hook, “The Kabbalah 
Unveiled.” is as follows:— 

“The Kabbalah was first taught by 
Gad himself to a select company of 
angels and formed a school of Theosophy 
in Paradise; after the Fall the angels 
communicated this heavenly doctrine to 
the child of carth to furnish the proto- 
plasts with the means of returning to 
their pristine nobility. From Adam it 
passed to Noah, who took it to Egypt, 
where a portion of this mysterious docu- 
ment was allowed to ooze out. It was 
in this way the Egyptians gained some 
knowledge of it and other Eastern na- 
tions could introduce it into their philo- 
sophical systems. Moses, who was Icarn- 
ed in the Wisdom of Egypt, was first 
initiated into the Kabbalah in the land of 
his birth, but became most proficient in 
it during his wanderings in the wilder- 
ness, where he not only devoted his 
leisure hours to it, but had lessons in it 
from the angels.” “He covertly laid 
down the principles of this secret doct- 
rine in the first four books of the 
Pentateuch, but withheld them from 
Deutcronomy. Moses also initiated 70 
elders into the secrets of this doctrine 
and they again transmitted them from 
hand to hand. 
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Of all who form the unbroken line of 


tradition, David and Solomon were the 
most deeply initiated into the Kabbalah. 
No one, however, dared write it down 
until Simeon-ben-Johai, who lived at the 
time of the destruction of the second 
temple. After his death, his son, Rabbi 
Eleazer, and his secretary, Rabbi Abba, 
as well as his disciples, collated Rabbi 
Simeon-ben-Johai’s treatises, and out of 
these composed the celebrated work, the 
Zohar, or Book of Illumination or 
Splendour. This is a mystical running 
commentary on the Pentateuch based on 
the Sod—or Secret Doctrine— and con- 
tains embedded in it a number of very 
old writings. 

Simeon ben-Johia, an initiate, lived 
110 to 203 A. D., and was the pupil of 
Rabbi Akeeba, a Kabbalist, who was ex- 
ecuted by the Emperor Hardrian. There 
is no doubt from the Talmud that Rabbi 
Simeon gave much of his time teaching 
in a school for the more elect, and for 
that reason was excused from the neces- 
sity of being present at all prayers of 
the Synagogue. 

There are many Zoharic writings, but 
these were first made known outside of 
the initiates in a concealed manner about 
the later part of the 13th century. 

In the 16th century Safed in Galilee 
was a famous centre of learning, and 
formed a centre for schools of an Esoter- 
ic type, Isaac de Luria being the head 
of a school of Kabbalists and having 
many disciples. The text book of the 
school was the Zohar, but in the narrow 
circle of his trusted oupils, Luria was 
not very communicative in what he term- 
ed the mystery of the mysteries. 

Much of interest is to be gathered of 
Luria and his followers, but for want of 
Space in this paper at present we must 
leave this interesting personality. I will 
conclude with an account ‘of an ancient 
Lodge of Intitiates, quoted from Isaac 
Myers’ Quabblah:— 

“We give from the beginning of the 
Idra Rabbah the opening of an ancient 
Lodge of Kabbalists, which the learned 


Initiates of to-day will appreciate, a5 it 
form goes back to circa 130 A. D., and 
existed long before. most likely i 
Ancient Chaldea. For the Phophet who 
wrote on the banks of the Kc-bar, 
Ezekiel, is one of the greatest ancient 
Kabbalists, as appears from his assctted 
vision which is really a Kabbalistic state. 
ment, and is a further development oi 
Isaiah” (VI., 1, 8). 

The Idra Rabbah Quaddusha (Holy 
Assembly of the Threshing floor) says: 
“It has been learned.” said R. Shim-on 
(ben-Johai) to the Companions, “How 
long shall we sit in the condition of 
Comivial Company?” It is written: “h 
is time to work for they have destroyed 
thy Thorah! The days are short, ani 
the creditor presses, the herald cries ot 
daily, and the mowers of the field are 
few in nimber, and those who are on 
the grounds of the vineyard (i.e., human 
ity) do not care, and know not to what 
tlace to go as they ought to. Assemble 
companions to the threshing floor in you 
brest plates, and (with) spears in you 
hands, be immediate in your preparation 
in counsel, in wisdom, in understanding 
in knowledge, in attention, in hands, ani 
in feet, make rule over you the King, is 
whose power is life and death, in order 
to determine sentences of Truth, words 
to which the Holy Ones Above, giv 
heed, and delight to hear them and kaor 
them.” 

R. Shim-on sat and wept, and the: 
said: “Woe if I reveal! Woe if I do no: 
reveal!” 

The companions who were therc kep 
silent. R. Abbah arose and said to him, 
“The Secret is with those who fear Him! 
and truly these Companions here as 
sembled are fearing the Holy-Blesscd t 
He! They have just entered into the 
Assembly of the House of the Tabet 
nacle, some have entered, some hat 
gone out ! It has been learned that the 
Companions were numbered in the pre 
sence of R. Shim-on, and there wer 
found to be present 10. They gave theif 
hands to R. Shim-on and raised thet 
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ingcrs upwards, and they entered into

“He who is neither sedate in his spirit 
nor true, the word he has heard is moved 
hither and thither as bran on the water, 
until the water drives it away.”

It 
is neither moral nor pathological. A 
criminal has just as much cgo as a per- 
son, and no more. Some egos are better 
than others—chicfly our own.” Even a 
peacock, it may be added, has an ego; it 
is beautiful to look upon, but it is not 
a utility bird. The American Federation 
has nothing to fcar from the attacks of 
the York rites; their injury is only tem- 
porary. The chicf danger to any organ- 
ization is not so much from external 
assaults, but from internal weakness. 
The strength of a building does not con- 
sist Solely in its mechanical design and 
proper construction, but also on the 
soundness of the material that is placed 
in it. A few rotten timbers weaken the 
entire structure. It is the purpose of 
St. Andrews No. 4 to admit only those 
who after carcful examination, evidence 
promise of usefulness, and will strive to 
attain in life and practise the highest 

ideals of Masonry.

Your editorial article, “The Bugbear of 
Grand Lodge Recognition,” in August 
issue of The American Freemason, was 
no surprise to me.

JWhis gift then, must also predominate 
t:mony the Craftsmen, and in that case 
itis only a matter of time, until the rest 
‘for the useless ballast is dropped over- 
hoard. and common sense prevail, with 
the motto, “in union there is strength.” 
 “Siant aut sunt, aut non siant;’—Be 
as they arel or they not be—was the 
hacir given to Pope Sixtus V by the 
leneral of the Jesuits when that poge at- 
| fiemyted to alter the constitution of that 
false organization. The same can be said 
ý l'recmasonry. I willingly acknowl- 
“deo that every section of the fraternity 
{must necessarily adjust the program of

Furthermore, 
I think that an important step towards 
Universal Brotherhood and Universal 
Peaca would be taken if representatives 
from all sections of the Masonic frater- 
nity in the world would meet and agree 
that all who are based on the landmarks 
of Masonry must be recognized. 

As to what concerns mysclf, dear 
Brother Editor, lcet me tell you that I 
know mysclf to be a Mason from head 
to foot. My long Masonic career is 
there to prove that I can handle the 
Masonic tools, through the use of which 
I learned to strive to better mysclf and 
endeavor to work for humanity. I have 
visited many lodges in the different 
countries of Europe, and I have always 
been received as a member of the Craft. 
Up to the present time I have reccived 
fraternal welcome at the doors of 
American temples. If some day I shall 
be faced by the “No Admittance” sign 
on one of these, I will only pity those 
within, and ignore Men, who are as 
nothing when compared to Principle. I 
will continue on my way, looking to- 
wards the greater heights; saddened per- 
haps, but not hurt, asd more and more 
convinced that Freemasonry must be 
universal. 

Surely members of the Craft will not 
prove themselves meaner in spirit than 
€ the Man on the Street,” the average 
American citizen, who can work in sym- 
pathy with men of other States, because 
they all belong to and are proud of the 
one great country. 

If the case is otherwise, then, indecd, 
the spirit of Brotherhood is no more 
than a word in the American Craft.

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THE RITE OF MISRAIM IN 
FRANCE 


If you open an annuary of the Grand 
Lodge of France, you will see that the 
latter still entertains official relations 
with Doctor Chailloux, Grand President 
33 90 95 degrees of the Order of Misraim. 
I say the Order of Misraim with a 
purpose because I believe the Supreme 
Council exists no more in France, hav- 
ing fallen into a deep slumber when its 
last Lodges ceased to work. 

I remembcr, some twelve years ago, 
having visited one of the last lodges of 
Misraim, order of Tours, and I have known 
the last W:. M:. of La Concorde lodge, 
with L’ Averia lodge, order of Marseilles, 
were the last two lodges of that rite, 
dcad to-day, or almost, since it has no 
more blue lodges, and is only represented 
by a few masters, some holding high 
degrees, 33 99 95, and a few Sister 
Comp, which are in masonic slumber 
since 1803. 

Tueoretically, the Grand Orient of 
France recognizes woman lodyes so called 
lodges of adoption, having a special ritual 
grafted on masculine lodge, in which 
Brethren can visit under certain condi- 
tions, but with no reciprocity, for Sisters 
cannot visit in men’s lodges. 

I say theoreticaly, for the Grand Orient 
of France was never able to organize 
Masonry of ad'option; for the Sistcrs of 
those lodges soon found out that they 
were cheated when thcy were told tha: 
they were admittel into Free Masonry; 
and women do not like to be cheated, 
no more than men t> be sure, and no 
less either. 

The Grand Lodge of France did not 
get any more success with its own Lodge 
of adoption, and since there is the Mixed 
International Masonic Ordcr. I believe 
that notwithstanding its old organization 
and its actual strength, masculine ma- 
sonry will never be able to create Lodges 
of adoption which will bd imrortant 
centers of activity. 

The Rite of Misraim had an under- 
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standing a little happier than that of 
modern lodge of adoption, but xad 
more success because the Misraim !od; 
were obliged to go to sleep when t 
Grand Orient would no more rccogn 
the regularity of the Brethren of s 
lodges and those of high degrees, wh 
effectually stopped their recruiting. 

The misraim lodge “La Concorde on 
of Marseilles, from 1880 to 1893 initia 
at the rst and 3rd degree men only,z 
at the 2nd degree, men and women, 
that men would mect on the Ist or% 
degree, and that they would mec si 
their wives, mothers or daughtcrs ont 
2nd degree. 

The Sisters of La Concorde lode w 
then initiated in the degree of Com) 
the same time as B. B. passing fromt 
Ist to the 2nd degrce, but they we 
initiated to that degree only, anid co 
go on further up. 

It is then as a lodge of Compt 
the B. B of La concorde lodge used 
meet most frequently so as to be 
company of their mothers, wives ¢ 
daughters, and that lodge used to he 
from 4ọ to 50 sisters, all attending më 
ings assiduously.

In the 
former eventuating in the Three Degrees 
plus the Royal Arch, and in the later 
the same plus the Mark ctc., but exclud- 
ing the Arch. 

On the Continent however, the modi- 
fication resulted in additional, in side, in 
denomination developments which never 
seriously appealed to the pure Masonic 
sentiment of England. In my article on 
Knight Templarism I briefly referred to 
the superstition which would trace, by 
various channels to de Molai, the last 
recognized Grand Master of the Ancient 
Knights Templar, and to the claim that 
D'Aumont’s succession was really the 
source from which Scottish Freemasonry 
sprang. via Templar emigration to Scot- 
land and juncture with the Masons of 
that nation. The Hierodom, or Harodim 
authority was the source of Rose Croix 
rites also, although indirectly Hund cer- 
tainly believed that the Pretender was at 
the head of the Scots, or Scottish Ma- 
sonry, and there aprears little doubt that 
the Rose Croix ritual and Icgend bears 
signs of the sacerdotal handiwork of the 
Jacobite party. The Roman Pore Cle- 
ment had betrayed the Templars to a 
crucl death. and harried them wherever 
his priestly fingers could reach. Ever 
since his age, and with few exceptions, 
the successors of that crafty traitor 
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have tried to enslave [Freemasons— 
operative and speculative; and for a long 
period they obtained a certain Christian 
bias. When the power of the Louis 
regime was gonc, and the Frecthinkers 
of France and of her neighbors boldly 
asserted their liberty though at a terrible 
cost, and even the Knights Templar re- 
mained only partly Roman, it was 
thought advisable to use the followers 
of Loyola ta intrigues which, by robbing 
Freemasonry of her level, would produce 
the internecine war which was desired. 
The Rose Croix was one result. By no 
stretch of fancy can we call this Order 
a Masonic body, although men who reaca 
this dignity, as a modern Templarism, 
must be experienced Masons. The whole 
scheme. legcad, and form of the Rose 
Croix is a theologic corruption of the 
science of Symbolic Masonry. There is 
retaincd the idea of the Mastcr’s degree, 
and of the Royal Arch; but the state- 
ment is in the terms of orthodox 
Catholicism. And once the character of 
the organization was fixed, it was work- 
ed, for its full valuc, to give the Jacobite 
movement the semblance of a Crusade— 
to re-establish a Roman Prinee and a 
Roman power upon the British throne. 

The degree is one of the scrics of the 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite, in 
fact the cightecnth, and in spite of its 
denominational bias is very papular and 
helpful. The theory being that in the 
death and resurrection of Jesus Christ 
is the building of that Temele which 
should fill the whole carth and super- 
cede that af King Solomon and those of 
Ezra, and of Herol. The mystery of 
Sacrifice and Victory is still retained, 
but under a different historical form 
from that of Solomon’s Temple. There 
is, in common with the Ancient Rites 
the representation of death and of a ris- 
ing again: but the lessan is brought home 
by the New Testament. Nane who rc- 
ceive anything short in doctrine of what 
is knewn as the whole Catholic Faith 
can become a Rose Croix Prince, nor 
could any other be impressed by the

Its home of 
primary culture was Gallic; and pure 
Masonry seems to be an exotic among 
Bl.atin peoples. Perharzs there is room, 
hy the side of Masonry, for any parallel! 
movoment and order which is not hostile 
to the Masonic Level of Obedience to 
the Grand Master of all. So long as the

o lite are present, as they are in these 
Chrissian Orders of Rose Croix and 
Auizts Templar, they will find work to 
do, snecially if the Masonic Pillar

av instructions of our Deputy Grand 
Master A. E. Lucas, I came to Spokane, 
Wash., on July 23rd 1910 and on that date 
Raised L. G. Mecks to the Degree of 
Master Mhsoa and by the roth day of 
July the following named became mem- 
bers of Thistle Lodge No. 6, viz: L. G. 
Mecks, C. C. Travers, C. A. McGovney, 
John Neuru. and O. R. Nestos. 

On the rith day of July roro. at the 
instance of one R. D. Gwydir, a so-called 
York Rite Mason (Stool Pigeon) I was 
arrested and remained in the STRONG 
ROX of the City Jail for perhaps two 
hours when I was released under a Cash 
Bond furnished by a York Rite Mason. 

In the early part of August my hear- 
ing took place in the Police Court and 
the York Rites introduced much testi- 
mony not borne out by facts or by his- 
tory, consequently when sifted down was 
not evidence, however, the pressure 
brought was so great, that I was held to 
appear to the Superior Court under 
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bonds in the sum of $500.00 and Bros. L. 
G. Mecks, O. R. Nestos and John Neuru, 
members of Thistle Lodge No. 6, quali- 
fied on my bonds immediatcly. 

Five months and more after the date 
of my arrest, on December 14th 1910, 
Fred C. Pugh, Prosecuting Attorney for 
Spokane County, instructed one of his 
Deputies by name “Nash” a York Rite 
Mason, to dismiss my caSe as there was 
no evidence against me in thcir office. 
The case was accordingly dismissed. 

In the matter of my arrest, preliminary 
hearing and the gencral persecution 
against me instigated by a few York Rite 
so-called Masons, ] would say, were it 
not a scrious matter, that the whole af- 
fair was a laughable farce. 

The Prosecuting Attorney has frankly 
admitted that not only was there no 
evidence against me, no evidence of 
wrong doing on my part, but that I was 
legally and masonically within my rights, 
that 1 sad a perfect right to do so with- 
out let or hindrance from anyone, that 
he had carefully investigated the whole 
proposition and found that I was the 
duly authorized representative in this 
lucality of the Amcrican Masonic Federa- 
tion and also the representative of the 
Grand Council of Rites of Scotland, and 
that so far as he was concerned, it made 
no difference whether we were the first 
or last to organize in the State of Wash- 
ington. we were strictly within our 
rights in all we were doing. 

During the time that I was under bonds 
to appear in the Superior Court, the work 
of organizing went right aYong and be- 
fore the case was dismissed we had a 
sufficient number of brethren to Charter 
up this Lodge if so desired, however, 
the brethren of Thistle lodye have ex- 
pressed themselves as heing desirous of 
establishing: the seeds of Universal Mason- 
ry in Spokane so firm and so strong that 
all the York Rite persecution that may 
be attempted in the future will only have 
a tendency to strengthen the bonds of 
fraternity in which the brothers are now 
united. 


I do not mean to say that all the Yo 
Rites of Spokane are bigots, not by ay 
means, many of them are good, tm 
honorable gentlemen and Masons, x 
are practicing the precepts of Mason

It can thus be seen that, unless we af- 
firm that our comparativety young Grand 
Lodges are eternally right and the older 
European Grand Lodges arc eternally 
wrong, the answer to the question is not 
so simple as it seems. To be convine- 
ing Our argument must be without dog- 
matism; and should cover the case of 
Grand Lodges, other than the Grand 
Orient of France, which might be viewed 
as a somewhat specific case. We shall 
be glad to entertain replics from all who 
are interested.

Its object and purpose ts to make 
Masonry Universal, in contradistinction 
to “American” Masonry, which is con- 
fined to the United States, believing that 
Masonry, to meet the ends of its creation, 
must be Universal. 

This magazine is published by the said 
Federation and has a circulation of 1,500, 
with a fast growing demand. 

The Federation is recognized by nearly 
all the foreign bodies of Masonry, and 
exchanges representatives with them. 
For a list of said bodies, which is too 
extensive for this article, we refer our 
friends to Bro. Jacques Ochs 33 degree 
30-32 East 20th Street, New York, our 
“Chairman, Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tion.” 

As to our Masonic standing we have 
to say, and when occasion requires we 
stand prepared to prove that our craft 
Masonry dates from and has an unbroken 
succession in the Uniter States from 
1833, and is the only legitimate Body of 
Craft Masonry in the United States. 

Our authority for conferring and 
practicing the higher grades of Masonry 
is received from the “Scottish Grand 
Council of Rites,” an organization dating 
from time immemorial. The P. G. 
Commander Col. Spence, is a member of 
the committee of the Grand Lodge of 
Scotland. Now, here is a nut for our B.B. 
of the Southern Jurisdiction "to crack, 
especially those of Portland, who are 
flounting an alleged letter fram some one 
in Scotland, claiming the Grand Council 
to be a fake organization, and not toler- 
ated by Masonic Bodies in Scotland with 
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whom the “Portland Brethren,” claim 
to be in amity. 

A word as to Bro. M. McB. Thomson. 
The writer has been intimately acquaint- 
ed with him, masonically and otherwise 
for twenty cight years and knows him 
like a book.

SKETCH OF THE A. M. F. 

The “AMERICAN MASONIC FED- 
ERATION” is a practical protest against 
the illiberal, intolerant and wun-Masonic 
spirit manifested by and characteristic of, 
that branch of Masonry crroncously call- 
ed the York Rite. The name “American 
Rite” is a a rechristening of what was 
formerly known in the United States as 
the “York Rite,” and the new name is 
now almost universaslly adorted in the 
United States for the purpose, if possi- 
ble, of making that Rite more exclusive 
and dominant, without regard to Masonic 
Light or History. This Rite had its in- 
ception in America, whether known as 
the York Rite, or the American Rite, and 
is practiced by Freemason in sections of 
the United States, and nowhere clse. 

Protests have, at various times in the 
past, been made in several of the states 
by the more liberal and broad-minded 
brethren of this Rite, against the nar- 
row, exclusive and bigoted conduct of 
their confrers, and receiving no assurance 
of consideration of thcir complaints or 
desires, have seceded and established rival 
Grand Lodges. These Grand Bodies 
were, however, without any central or 
connecting head, they made but little 
progress, and were, in a measure, rower- 
less to relieve or cven mitigate the al- 
leged evil, against which they were war- 
ring. These schismatic °York Rite” 
Lodges have been unable to gain any 
foreign recognition, and thus became and 
still are a law unto themselves, meas- 
urably, unknown, unhonored and unsung. 
They have failed to grow and increase, 
and while a number of them still exist, 
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and appear to follow the even tenor of 
their way, as a protecting and fostering 
element, Masonically, they are a failure. 

But very few of the founders of the 


American Masonic Federation ever own- 
ed allegiance to the York Rite. The ma- 
jority of the officers received their Ma- 
sonic Light under other auspices, and 
having once drank at the pure sping of 
Universay Masonry, the un-American, 
un-Masonic, and selfish doctrines of the 
sectional Masonry, known as the York, 
or American Rite, has never apucaled to 
them. In this condition of mind, and 
realizing that a non-affiliating Mason was 
losing the very light that he had striven 
to obtain and to retain, which required 
that he mingle with his kind, and assume 
the responsibilitics, and share the pleas- 
ures of Masonic intercourse, they sought 
and found, a source from which they 
could lawfully obtain authority to step 
on to the broad platform of Masonic tol- 
eration, and aggregate with full protec- 
tion of the law, both civil snd Masonic, 
which said aggregation could, without 
let or hindrance, carry on their Masonic 
labors, in accordance with the Ascient 
Landmarks, and the tenets of Universal 
Masonry. Masonry that is not viaiver- 
sal, is useless and worthles, excerpt in 
the narrow section, to which it is in- 
digenous. Masonry throughout the world 
is united into one family, wiih the sole 
exception of the adherents of the State 
Grand Lodges in the Units Staics of 
America. With this end in view, and to 
carry out its purposes. the founders of 
the American Masonic Peleratinn ap- 
plied to the Supreme Council of Louisi- 
ana, 33d degree Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite, and by that Lody was civen 
authority on the rath day of September, 
1906, 10 organize the Grand Lodge Inter- 
Montana, A: As.

There is no organization in the 
United States, chartered by the Grand 
Lodge of Scotland, either ‘in centuries 
gone by or in modern times,” nor is 
there, to our knowledge, any so-called 
masonic organization in the United States 
known as the “Universal Lodge of Scot- 
tish Rite Masons.”

BLOOM REPLIES TO ATTACKS 


SCOTTISH GRAND COUNCIL OF 
RITES TAKES EXCEPTION TO 
RECENT ARTICLE 


Offers Big Gift to Anyone Who Can 
Prove That It Is Not a Legally 
Constituted Body of Masons 
and the Oldest. 


Published In The December 21, Vallejo 
Evening News. 


To the Editor:—lIn its issue of last Sat- 
urday, December 16th, the Vallejo 
Chronicle published an article headed 
“Look Before You Leap,” wherein was 
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stated that there was being organized al 
Vallejo a clandestine Lodge of Masonry 
by a body of “so-called Masons” with- 
out warrant. or authority so to do. 

In the interest of justice and fair play, 
and as my name was mentioned in the 
article referred to, I would thank you to 
publish this, a correct statement regard- 
ing the facts in the case. 

It is true a Masonic Lodge is being 
instituted in Vallejo, said lodge being 
represcntative of the American Masonic 
Federation, and under its jurisdiction, 
and prac.icing Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite Masonry as taught in all 
simil2r lodges throughout the whole 
world. A brief statement of the authority 
possessed by the American Masonic 
Federation should prove interesting at 
this time. 

The American Masonic Federation, in- 
corporated, receives its warrant for con- 
ierring the Symbolic Degrces from the 
Supreme Council of Louisiana, the oldest 
Scottish Rite body in the United States, 
which dates back to 1756; while for con- 
ferring of the higher degrees—fourth to 
the thirty- second—charter and warrant 
is obtained from the Grand Council of 
Rites of Scotland, the mother body dat- 
ing Irom time immemorial. Chariers for 
the above named powers are not only 
held by the American Masonic Federa- 
tion, but can and will be shown to all who 
desire to investigate. Under this juris- 
diction there have been established wiih- 
in the last two years in San Francisco 
U. C. district lodges, while thoroughout 
California and other western states lodges 
flourish in large numbers, and in the 
eastern states progress is being made 
even more ranidly. 


It is the Grand Lodge of California, 
working under this jurisdiction, which 
at the present time is instituting the 
logde at Vallejo, which has been dub- 
bed “clandestine.” And now a word 
about the ocposition.

It is not our punpose to take up this 
ndiculous fight and wage war on any 
more windmills—we have other and more 
impor'ant business to attend to.

legendary and philosophical degrees so 
dear to byegone generations of earnest 
and enthusiastic Masons, though little 
known to their present day successors, 
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if we except the noble and zealous band 
of Masonic students who prize knowl- 
edge more than ribbons and jewels. It 
embraces within its bosom all Rites and 
Systems, which have in course of time 
been grafted on, or gathered around the 
parent stem of Scottish Masonry, except- 
ing always the Craft, Royal Arch, Su- 
preme Grand Chapter, and Grand En- 
campmment, and which by its constitu- 
tion it acknowledges to be the property 
of these grand bodies, and with which 
it has neither right or inclination to 
interfere. That the principal degrees em- 
braced in the various Rites (these Rites 
themselves being but modern methods of 
arranging or grouping ancient degrees) 
were known to our Ancient Brethren 
and practised by them in Scottish Craft 
Lodgss in the Eighteenth Century is 
admitted by all Masonic historians, and

The Grand Council meets annualy v 
St. Andrew's Day, or the Saturday nea 
est that day, and quarterly thercafte. 
The meetings are moveable, the Gran 
Council deciding at each meeting whe 
the next shall be held. When not it 
session all business is transacted by the 
Triplite Council, which is the exccutir 
branch of the Grand Council.

SCOTLAND WRONG 

“The Grand Lodge of Scotland disre- 
gards what is known hcre as territorial 
jurisdiction. A legal resident of any of 
the states in this country may go to 
Scotland on a brief visit and be made a 
Mason without the consent of the Lodge 
in whose jurisdiction he legally resides. 
Of course, none of the Grand Lodges 
in the United States recognize. a Mason 
made in that way, although in fraternal 
relations with said Grand Lodge.” 

While the Grand Lodge of Scotland is 
in amity with the Grand Lodges of the 
United States, it does not necessarily 
surrender any of its rights, powers and 
privileges. To say the least, it comes 
with poor grace from the State Grand 
Lodges to dictate to an older and superior 
Organization, and to refuse recognition 
of its acts and business and fraternal 
proceedings. We know the Grand Lodge 
of Scotland, minds its own business aad 
cares but little whether the Grand Lodges 
of America like it or not. 

Not long ago it came to our ears that 
the Grand Lodge of Scotland had granted 
a Dispensation to a Lodge in the 
Phillipines. 

“I cannot say how the truth may be, 
but I tell the tale as ‘twas told to me.”

The following statement of Brother 
Hughan will be of interest to many of 

our readers: 

Brother E. H Dring, S. D. Quatuor 
Coronati Lodge, has drawn my atteation 
to a line in the unique copy of “A Boake 
in Englysh Metre, of the Great Mar- 
chaunt Man Called Dives Pragmaticus,” 
of 1§63, which is of special interest to the 
Craft, and the earliest instance known in 
print of the term freemason. It occurs 
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in the preface, amidst an enumeration of 
a number of trades, and reads: 

Al free masons, Bricke layers and 
dawbers of Walles. 

Al Carpenters, Joyners and makers of 
balles. 

The word “Freemason” is met with in 
MSS. so far back as A. D. 1376, and until 
1655-6 the Company of Freemasons, 
London, used the same prefix, after which 
period only the term Masons was used. 
A number of instances of the employ- 
ment of the prefix Free will be found in 
Brother R. F. Gould’s Concise History, 
but I believe it has never been traced in 
print so early as 1563 until Brother 
Dring detected it in this rare little tract, 
which has just been reproduced in fac- 
simile from the copy in the celebrated 
John Rylands Library.— Exchange.

Hamburg, Germany, Jan. 13, IQII. 
Dear Bro. Spence: 

I have been doing so much that I have 
had little time to write. 

I got to Scotland the day my Mother 
Lodge celebrated the festival of St. John 
(I sent you the program). I had meet- 
ings with Col. Spence, Bro. Jamieson, 
and Bro. Walker the printer he is begin- 
ning on printing the new Rituals. 

I also saw one of the members of the 
Grand Lodge Committee but owing to 
it being the Holiday season the com- 
mittee could not be got together, so I 
arranged that they would not meet until 
I returned from the continent. I got 
here on Monday and visited the Grand 
Lodge of Hamburgh, introducing myself 
as President General of the A. M. F., I 
was well received and shown all over 
the building and had explained to me the 
Masonic situation here. 

The Grand Lodge of Hamburgh is the 
oldest in Germany dating from 1737, the 
present hall was built in 1819 and con- 
tains Lodge Rooms, Library, Banquet- 
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ing Halls, and a Bar where liquors are 
sold (how is that?) 

They work only three degrees and 
those in the Rite of Scheoeder. Our Ei 
A. work is with them the F. C. and vice 
versa. In words oi Charity they are away 


ahead, many of the B. B. bequeathed large 
sums at death, and others have made 
liberal donations. These benefactions are 
not confined to Masons, as there are 
three rows of houses occupied by old 
women, there they have homes for 
simple minded children, and disburse 
lots of money to deserving non-masons 
which is never published, not letting the 
right hand know what the left hand does 
alt this is outside their Masonic benevo- 
lence. Besides the Grand Lodge of 
Hamburgh with its home Lodges and 
70 foreign Lodges and a Principal Lodge 
in Berlin, there are in Hamburgh a 
Promicial Grand Lodge holdin of the 
National Grand Lodge of Germany work- 
ing the Rite of Strict Observance with 
8 Bluc Lodges, and 9 higher degree 
Lodges. 

Three Lodges working in the Eclectic 
Rite under the Grand Lodge of Frankfort 
on Maine. 


One under the Grand Lodge Royal 
York of Friendship in Berlin, and one 
under the Grand Lodge of the three 
Globes of Berlin. All of these mutually 
recognize each other, and their B. B. 
visit each other's Lodges. 

Then there are several other groups 
which do not affialiate with the others, 
but are recognized as Masons. I found 
Bro. Carl Swartz after two days hunting 
as he ‘had changed his location, he had 
left the St. Johns body and joined a 
Lodge under the Grand Lodge of Ham- 
burgh. I found others of the St. Johns 
body but none who could talk English, 
so I will have to wait for them later. 
Tomorrow I leave for Liepzig and go 
from there to Paris. 

Will write you later.

‘THE LOST WORD” 

Tine mythical history of F. M. informs 
us that there once existed a word surpas- 
sing value cte. Whoever caretully 
studics the masters degree in its symbolic 
signification will be convinced that it is 
in a mutilated condition that is imperfect 
and unfinished in its history, and that 
terminating abruptly in its symbolism, it 
Icaves the mind still wanting for some- 
thing that is necessary to its complete- 
ness. As late as the year 1875 the con- 
Stitutional Grand Lodge “?” had no 
higher degrec, and in the lecture of the 
3rd degree, prepared by Anderson and 
Deromglicrs, it is said; “that which is 
lost is now found” meaning, says Oliver, 
that the master masons word was de- 
livered to the newly raised master in the 
latter ceremonies of the third degree. 
But, about the year 1766 Thomas Dunck- 
erly who had been authorized by the.con- 
Sstitutional Grand Lodge, or the Moderns, 
to inaugurate a new system of lectures, 
commencing ‘his modifications of the old 
system which had been hitherto practised 
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by dissevering the masters wor from 
the third degree. 

This involved the necessity oi a ner 
degree and Dunckerly, borrowin, irom 
Ramsey, from Dermott and from his owg 
invention; fabricated the R. A. degree fo 
the modern masons a violent innovation 
for the success of which he has indebted 
only his own great popularity. 

Oliver thinks, for good reasons tha 
the introduction or the R. A. devree in 
to the modern system could not hav 
been carlier than the dedication of Fre 
Masons hall in 1776, ten years aficr tie 
regulation of the degrees were fnt 
established at the union of the two Grand 
Lodges in 1813. The Holy R. A wa 
formerly and officially recognized asi 
part of Ancient Craft Masonry, and soit 
has ever since remained 

"The York Rite is the oldest of all the 
rites” and consisted originally oi onlf 
three degrees, enter appentice, fells 
craft, and master mason. The last im 
cluded a part which contained the tme 
word which was as above stated, dir 
rupted from it in the latter part of the 
last century. 

Does the author of the above line 
practise original masonry as it first was 
founded? Why do the York, or moden 
masons attack the Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite Frec Masons, who practig 
ancient masonry as it was donc before 
Her land marks are the same as ther 
used to be.

Spurious and seli created. We are dl 
the Scottish Rite Symbolic; and with the 
exception of the Supreme Council of 
Louisiana are the only Supreme Body 
working that Riae in these United States 
Further we are a regularily incoryorated 
body wi:h the power of the [-cderl 
Government behind us, a power which 
we will not hesitate to invoke if need 
be.

THE EDITOR'S VISIT TO EUROPE 


The readers of the “Universal Free- 
mason” and particularly those of the A. 
A. S. R. are no doubt anxious to learn 
oi.our visit to Europe and our reception 
by the BB, there. As our readers will 
remember in the December issue we pub- 
lished under the caption “Time Brings 
Changes” an item taken from the “Tyler 
Keystone” to the effect that the Grand 
Lodge of Scotland was investigating the 
“origin and pretensions or the bodies call- 
ing themselves the District Grand Lodge 
of California, A. & A. S. R. F. M.. the 
American Masonic Federation, and the 
Scottish Grand Council of Rites; the al- 
leged invasian of the jurisdiction by these 
bodies or lodges emenating from them, 
oi Grand Lodges of the United States 
with which this Grand Lodge is in amity” 
and commented thereon, a number of 
our BB, were anxious that while in 
Europe we would call upon the Grand 
Lodge of Scotland and supply that august 
body with the information they sought 
on these points we being able to give 
it to. them at first hand uncolored by 
misrepresentations of our enemies. It 
was also suggested that did time and op- 
portunity permit that other Grand Bodies 
in Europe could also be visited. 

We did the best we could to fulfill the 
desires and expectations of the BB and 
herewith give an account of our itenary. 

On the evening of the r7th or Dec- 
ember we sailed from New York on the 
S. S. Mauritania arriving in Liverpool on 
the morning of the 23rd, after a pleasent 
and uneyentfull voyage, it begin then the 
holiday season and everybody being on 
pleasure bent rather than business we had 
to content ourself with pleasure also. We 
arrived in Scotland the day that our 
other Lodge “Ayr St. James 128” was 
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celebrating the lestival of St. John all- 
ways a s¢ason of joyous reunion with 
our Scottish BB, who gather irom far 
and near +o, meet. that night in their 
Mother Lodge. 

Upon learning who were the members 
of the committee refered to, I found 
that one of them was an old acquaintance 
of my own; l called upon him and asked 
him if he could give me some explana- 
tion of the unusual occurance of the 
Grand Lodge oi Scotland interfering in 
American Masonic affairs. 

The Bro. informed us that ihe action 
had keen iaken no with any intention of 
thus interfering, but in consequence of 
letters received by the Grand Scerctary 
from York Rite sources in America ac- 
cusing the American Masonic Fereration 
of claiming to work by authority of the 
Grand Lodge of Scotland; and even (I 
am ashamed to say it) Ictters from our 
own members asking if we had such 
authority. And further if the Grand 
Council of Rites of which Col. Peter 
Spence was the Grand Master had the 
right to grant Charters to work the 
Symbolic Degrees in America, on this 
last point the Grand Committee was all- 
ready satisficd as Bro. Spenec (who is 
also a member of the Grand Committee) 
had proven to their satisfaction that the 
Grand Council had never done so and 
distinctly disclaimed any power to do so. 

Regarding the accusation that the A. 
M. F. claimed to work by authority of 
the Grand Lodge of Scotland was with 
them still an open question, ] assured 
the Bro. that we had the prooi with me 
to prove the utter falsity of that charge 
also: and would gladly submit the same 
to the Committee if they met during my 
stay in Scotland and we were assured that 
such a meeting would be held if possible; 
it could not be done however inside of 
two weeks until the Holidays were over. 

We concluded that we would avail 
of this delay by visiting as many oi the 
Grand Lodges of Continental Europe as 
possible, and so proceeded by way oi 
Harwich to Ha:nburg in Germany, the 
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Grand Lodge of Hamburg is the old 
Grand Lodge in Germany, its olde 
Lodge ‘Absolm” dating from 1737. T 
Grand Lodge has a large and haidso 
Temi le in the Welker Strasses contaim 
ing Lodge Rooms, Banqueting oom: 
and (tell it not in the Gath of Yorktsm) 
a well equipped Bar where the IR., ca 
be served wi.h refreshments vitkost 
going outside the building. 

We visited the Temple. and pre -cnting 
my caid as Presiden: of the A. M. |. wa 
well and [Fraternally ‘received, shows 
over the building and had the vari: us ob 
jects of interest pointed ou: to us. 

The Grand Lodge has 71 Dazughte 
Lodges, 7 of these are in the city o} Ham- 
burg, it has a Provincial Grand [dee it 
Rerlin with several Daughter Lodzcs, and 
Lodges in the various German States, 
the Rite worked ts that of Schrocder and 
practices only the three Symbolic De 
grees, their practice of these degrees 
differs much from either the Scottish ot 
Neder Saacshen which works a Templar 
tem of the Grand Orient of Vrane 
which was that of the work as altcred br 
the Grand Lodge oi Englard circa 1730 
Resides the Grand Lodge therc is it 
Hamburg a Provincial Grand J.adzge of 
Neder Saachen which works a Templa 
Rite of nine Degrees patterned after the 
Strict Observance of Baron Hund. it has 
four Lodges under it. 

There are also Lodges working under 
the National Lodge,—Royal York and 
Three Globes, both of Berlin; a Lodge 
under the Grand Lodge ai Denmark 
working the Swedish Rite. one under 
the Grand Lodge of Frankfort on 
Maine working the Eclectic Ric, two 
working in the Scottish Rite anc ane 
Tadge in the Union of Independ ut $ 
Johns T.odge, all these Lodges work in 
perfect harmony together the nni asonk 
doctrine of exclusive jurisdiction heine 
there unknown. 

The Masonic virtue of Charity is well 
abserved by the Grand Lodge of Ham- 
burg and their Charity is not confined 
to Masons alone, blocks of hour:s are 
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enented by aged people and an hospital 
or educating, weak minded children be- 
ides Masonic Homes bear testimony not 
bnly to their Charity but to the catholic- 
youu l m 
The LB, there had never heard of the 
A.M. F. and knew but little of existing 
Masonic conditions in America, on these 
matter- being explained to them we were 
sšsured that the Grand Lodge of Ham- 
ure would gladly enter into relations 
i amity with us on propositions being 
nade to tha: effect in the regular way, 
re assured the BB, this would be done 
> s00n as We returned home. 

Having spent a week in Hamburg on 
his mission we journeyed to Liegsig 
there we were well received and enter- 
aincd by th Ill Bro. Dr. Paul Eber- 
ardt S. G. C, of the Scottish Rite in 
xrmany with which body the A. M. F, 
has been in amity for some ume, Bro. 
Eberhardt gave us much valuable inform- 
tion concerning the standing and prog- 
ess of our Rite in the Fatherland. 

From Leipsig we went to Cologne 
here we viscited the iamous Cathederal 
the crowning work of the German Stein 
etzen whom some of the German Ma- 
monic writers have endeavoured to 
blenttiy with Freemasonry. 

From Cologne we went to Paris where 
re visiled the Grand Orient of France 
here a- elsewhere we were well received, 
mt were not able to learn as much as we 
üd in Hamburg, the member of the 
Secretariat who met us knowing but 
little |-nglish while our knowledge of 
Frenc: was nil, we managed ‘however 
to make the object of our visit plain and 
receives} assurance of sympathy and 
siendship, and left with them copies of 
our | ws, History and Magazine re- 
ceiving “c¢ promis that they would receive 
ue c isideration. While in Paris we 
visited] “he Cathedral of Notre Dame in 
he frr at of which on the 12th of Sep- 
tember © 314 Jacques de Molay last Grand 
Maser of the Knights Templar before 
the dis:::ption of the Order was Martyred 
by bur’ ng to satisfy the greed and am- 
bition ©’ two Tyrants, Philip le Bel of 


France and Clement theV. of Rome. 
From Paris we went by way of Dieppe 
and Newhaven to London where we also 
left copies of our literature. While in 
London we visited St. Paul’s Cathedral, 


associated with the names of thase fa- 
mous architects, Inigo Jones and Sir 
Christopher Wrenn, claimed by the En- 
glish Masons to have been Grand Masters 
of the Craft; also Westminster Abbey 
and ihe Tower oi London, both vencra- 
ble piles. ln the latter we saw the axe 
with which was beheaded the Earl of 
Kilmarnock, for complicity in the last 
effort made to restore the Stuart family 
to the Throne of Britain. This Noble- 
man was a Grand Master of the Grand 
Lodge of Scotland and of the Mother 
Lodge of Kilwinning, and was -promi- 
nent in the establishing oi Scottish Ma- 
sonry in France, the foundations of which 


had been previously laid by the Chavalier, 


Ramscy. 


From London we went to Edinburgh, 
where we visited the Grand Secretary in 
the temporary offices of ihe Grand J.odge 
'n Charlotte Square, the Grand Lodge 
Hall being closed for repairs and en- 
largement. We sent in our card as Pres- 
ident of the A. M. F. and were reccived 
as such and had a long and pleasant talk 
with him, in the course of which we in- 
formed him of conditions here, conditions 
which made necessary the iormation of 
the A. M. F., explained to him the source 
from which we derived our authority, 
Showed him our Charters and explained 
to him our aims and objects; showed 
him from our publications that we made 
no claim whatever to have authority from 
or connection with the Grand Lodge of 
Scotland; that we did claim Scottish an- 
cestry, but from a source more ancient 
than the Grand Lodge, namely from the 
Mother Lodge of Kilwinning, through 
her Son, the Chevalier Ramsay, through 
whom the Degrees went to the Scottish 
Mother Lodge of Marseiles, from thence 
through the Lodge Polar Star, established 
in New Orleans in 1794, to the Supreme 
Council of Louisiana; from it to the 
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Grand Lodge Inter-Montana, which is 
the foundation of the A. M. F. 

Bro. Reid iniormed us (as we had been 
informed before) that the only object 
that the Grand Lodge oi Scotland had 
in the matter was representation made to 
her that an officer of Grand Lodge Bro. 
Peter Spence) was granting Blue Lodge 
Charters to parties in America; and that 
the A. M. F. cllaimed to work by author- 
ity from the Grand Lodge of Scotland; 


the first charge had been disproved by 
Bro. Spence, and what I said now had dis- 
posed of the latter; and that there only 
now remained one point, that.concerning 
the Grand Lodge of California A. A. S. R- 
a difficulty which arose from a misunder- 
standing of the laws of the Grand Lodge 
of Scotland by one oi its Daughter 
Lodges. 

It seems that this Scottish Lodge En- 
tered a Bro. who for lack of time was 
not Passed and Raised before leaving for 
America; the Lodge gave him a written 
request to be presented to any Lodge 
in whose jurisdiction he might be, asking 
them as a fraternal courtesy to Pass and 
Raise the Bro. for them, so that he maght 
get his Diploma from Grand Lodge. The 
Bro. presented this request to Univer- 
sal Lodge A. A. S. R., of San Francisco 
and the Bro. was Passed and Raised as 
requested, the Grand Lodge refused to 
Grant the Diploma because the Degrees 
were not given in a Lodge Chartered by 
the Grand Lodge of Scotland as is the 
law of Grand Lodge, had the Degrees 
been given in a York Rite or any other 
Lodge the effect would have been the 
same, the status of the Bro. is that he 
is an E. P., on the roll of the Grand 
Lodge of Scotland and an F. C., and M.

that \lasonry was in a very flourishing 
eondition, and that the Grand Orient had 
just purchased the building in which they 
met for a million and a half Francs. 


The National Grand Lodge of Italy does 
not secm to be in as good a condition 
as it has no Hall and its Grand Secretary 
Dr. Umberto Zanni is a practicing 
Physician and does his Masonic business 
and Medical business in the same office, 
this, however, does not prevent us from 
thinking that it is the most Masonic 
Body of the two and it is also willing 
to accept overtures from us for mutual 
recognition. 


While in Rome we visited the principal 
of the ancient buildings, such as the 
Colliscunt where the early Christian 
Martyrs were thrown to the Lions. The 
Arch of Titus built to commemorate the 
destruction of the City and Temple of 
Jerusalem on which are sculpured the 
only preserved representations of the 
furniture of the Holy Place, and in St. 
Peters we saw the tomb of Prince 
Charles Edward Stuart who as titular 
King of Scotland claimed the right to 
grant charters as the head of Scottish 
Masonry, and in fact did so in several 
cases i. c, the Chapter of Arres in France. 
His Tutor was the Chavalier Ram- 
say and Lord Kilmarnock was his ad- 
heren: men whose names will never be 


forgotten so long as Scottish Masonry 
exists. 


Whi'e in Scotland we visited several 
Lodges and at their request delivered 
lectures on Masonry, especialy as it is 
practiced in America, we had to disap- 
point others, as the time at our disposal 
was limited. 


Lo've Union 244 of Stonehouse did 
us the honor of confering honorary 
membership, and our Mother Lodge and 
Chapt'r held special meetings in our 
honor as did also the Grand Encamp- 
ment of the Temple and Malta and The 
Grand Council of Rites. 

We met with many old friends and 
tencwrd old acquantences and the joy 
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of reunions was sometimes dimmed as 
we heard of some Bro. for whom the 
Baton in the West had fallen, who had 
been called from labor in the Lodge 
here to rest in the Lodge beyond, we 
found the old Ark being steadied by 
young hands like BB. Walker and Young 
in the Grand Council of Rites where al- 
so labors Bro. Robert Jamieson though 
in the harnes now for over two decades 
and the Grand Chancellor who has nearly 
reached the alloted span of mans time 
below, labors in the cause like one in the 
prime of manhood. 

We had a pleasent experience in talk- 
ing over auld lang syne with Ill. Bro. 
William Dalglish with whom we were 
associated twenty years ago in publish- 
ing the “Scottish Freemason.” 

Our time was getting short and as 
there was still no notice of the meeting 
of that Committe I wrote Bro. Reid 
Grand Secretary about it and received 
the following reply.

THE TRAVEL OF THE SCOTTISH 
SYMBOLIC DEGREES FROM 
SCOTLAND TO AMERICA 
BY WAY OF FRANCE 


We have been requested by several of 
the BR. in different parts oi the country 
to trace the Symbolic Degrees of the 
Rite we work from Scotland to America, 
and to the American Masonic Federa- 
tion; quoting where possible the several 
Masonic writers who treat on the sub- 
ject. ? 

As all readers of Masonic History are 
aware all the Masonic J.odges in the 
world irace their descent directly, or in- 
directly to the three Mother Grand 
Lodges of England, Ireland and Scot- 
land. the first of these was organized in 
1717 hy Dr. James Anderson a Scottish 
Presbyterian Minister who reccived his 
Degrees in Aberdeen Scotland. 

The Grand Lodge of Ireland was 
farmed in 1730, the earlicst traces of 
Masonry there is found in the North of 
the Island where the population is all- 
most cntircly of Scottish descent and 
Protestant Religion. 

Scotland was the last of the three 
Kingdoms to adopt the new form of 
government, the Grand Lodge being 
formed in 1736; and the Mother Lodge 
Kilwinning continued to grant Charters 
of constitution until 1807. 

While the degrees then worked in the 
Lodges throughout Great Britian were 
essentialy the same in the Symbolic 
Grades we have absolute proof that other 


grades of Scottish ‘name and orig'n we 
worked in England (and presumi)ly Ir 
land also) as‘ carly as the second deca 
oi the 18th century Bro. Wm. Jag 
Hughan, the first living authority ¢ 
Masonry in England says that ti:cre 
existing records in old English i.odg 
that the Degrec of Scottish Masier v 
given as a superior grade. to Engli 
Master Masons in 1733, (see lugh 
History of the English Rut. 
Yarkers Speculative Masonry) this w 
three years before the Grand T.:dge¢ 
Scotland was formed. Masonry ait 
the modern form was introduced iny 
France by Lord Derwentwater in 7 
under a Provincial commission from th 
recently :ormed Grand Lodge oi Pag 
land. Speaking of this period in Uren 
Masonic history Kebold the Frreuch his 
torian says on page 18 of his “Genen 
History of Freemasonry” besi'cs th 
Lodges constituted by Lord Derwer 
water under the powers and forn:s of th 
Grand J.odge of London there were co 
stituted other Lodgcis. by a Scotsm 
named Ramsay” whom he says was 4 
ceclebrated Mason and filled for som 
time the office of Orator in the Pr 
vincial Grand Lodge” that the degs 
thus introduced “by Ramsay into Fran 
served as a basis ior all the \fasom 
System invented and propagated fas 
that time in France and exported in 
the different countries of the globe." 
That these Scottish Lodges we 
viewed with jealousy by the Fonelit 
Lodges owing to the estimation in whit 
they were held by the BB. we m 
show by quoting Thory another Fres 
Historian who lived in the days and m 
an actor in the events of which 
writes. In his Acta Latamorum: he uf 
of the English Grand Lodge af Fran 
‘When it first received its Charters fre 
England it adopted resolutions which d 
nounced and disowned all the Scotti 
Degrees” though at this time (1743) 
Scottish system had by no meat 
reached the prominence that it 4 
shortly afterwards. Rebold says page Í 
“it was not until after the arrival | 


France oi the Pretender Charles Edward 
that ilice Rite called Scottish assumed 
my iw portance, the Pretender created 
the Chapter of Arras, and the Noblemen 
of his sutt immediately besought of this 
Chapter warrants with which to propo- 
the Rite.” Findel the German 
Historian agrees with Rebold and Thory 
that Scottish Masonry was 
vttraduecd into France by Ramsay, as 
adeed do all Masonic writers, the 
of the Charleston Supreme 
Cornel in the circular issued by them 
mn ica say that the higher degrces of 
Masoney had been lost; and were rce- 
ctabhished in France in 1744 by a Scot- 
lusk Nobleman (sce Folgers history, page 
3 of documents). 
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Ravon further says page 85 “The 
Mother Lodge of St. John of Scotland 
Marseites was organized bv a Scotsman 
ai Prince Charles’ suite (Lord Kilmar- 
nock Grand Master of Mother Kilwin- 
ring Lodge) iu 1751. 

Thouzh all Masonic writers agrec that 
Scotti:h Masonry was introduced into 
France by the Chevalier Andrew Micheal 
Ramsay: and fostercd and propogated by 
Prince Charles Edward Stuart and the 
Scottish political refugees who fled to 
France after the disastorous war or 1745, 
and we could pile up quotations by the 
hundred, enough has been done to show 
that Scottish Masonry was introduced 
inta rance co-eval with, if not anterior 
to the English system, that it finally 
overcame the later, and we will now 
show how it came from France to 
Ameren. 

Masonry was first introduced into the 
British: American Colonies by Charter 
from ‘he British Grand Lodges, chiefly 
from one of the two rival English 
Grand Lodges. Louisanna being origin- 
ally « French Colony the BB. there ap- 
pied to France for Charters; and a 
Lodge “established after the Scottish 
Rite in 1794, by the Grand Mother 
Lodge of Marseiles, in sonsequence of 
the events of the French revolution. This 
Lodge took the name of “Polar Star 
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Lodge,” (see Folgers history of the Scot- 
tish Rite page 14 of documents). 


On the rth of June 1812 a Grand 
Lodge was instituied in Louisianna com- 
posed of the Lodges working the Scot- 
tish, York and French Rites. 


On the 19th of June 1813 the Scottish 
Masons were inaugurated into a Grand 
Consistory for the State of Louisanna. 
(Sce Folger pages 14-15). 

At this time and for years subsequent 
thereto there were some of the Scottish 
Lodges working under Charter trom the 
Grand Lodge, others under the Grand 
Consistory without interrupting the gen- 
eral harmony.” 

“l'urthermore the Grand Lodge, by a 
decree of June the 8th 1833, which decree 
was sent to the Grand Consistory of 
Princes of the Royal Secret ior the State 
of Louwisanna, established in her bosom 
a Scottish Symbolic Chamber, and re- 
quested the Grand Consistory to divest 
itself of the right of constituting Scot- 
tish Lodges, and to transfer the same to 
said Chamber. This demand was 
granted and all the Scottish Lodges ex- 
changed their Constitutive title for a 
patent issuing from: the Grand Lodge 
in her Scottish Symbolic Chamber. This 
act proves the right of the Consistory to 
establish Lodges of its system in Louis- 
anna. 


In 1839 the Supreme Council oi the 
Scottish Rite succeeded the Grand Scot- 
tish Consistory, and that power the high- 
est of this system, had a personal right 
to inherit the prerogatives of an inferior 
authority. This Supreme Council has 
been recognised by the Grand East of 
France, with which it has held a corre- 
spondence for more than ten years, and 
its regularity is at this day beyond all 
question.” (Folger pages 16-17). 

The York Rite party having gained 
an ascendency in the Grand Lodge the 
harmony previously existing between 
the several Rites was destroyed and the 
following official communication was 
sent to the Supreme Council: 
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“New Orleans, March sth, 1850 
“To the Supreme Council of Sovereign 

Grand Inspector Generals, of the thirty- 

third and last Degree, Ancient Free 

and Accepted Scottish Masonry: 

“Brethren—Per mandate oi the Grand 
Lodge of the State of Louisiana, I re- 
spectfully hereby inform you that the 
following resolution was passed and 
adopted by that body, at its extraordin- 
ary meeting of the 4th inst.: 

“Resolved, That the Grand Secretary 
of this Grand Lodge shall immediately 
inform the Supreme Council of Sovereign 
Grand Inspector Generals, of a thirty- 
third Degree mecting at New Orleans, 
that this Grand Lodge renounces now 
and forever, to constitute any Symbolic 
Lodges, other than as Ancient Free and 
Accepted Masons. 

“I remain, with the highest considera- 
tion, Yours fraternally, 

“J. J. E. MASSICOT.” 

This resolution of Grand Lodge and 
the official communication of the same 
to the Supreme Council, was in effect 
handing back to the latter body the con- 
tro] of the Symbolic Lodges of the Scot- 
tish Rite which the former had received 
from them in 1883. The Supreme Coun- 
‘cil considered it in this light and imme- 
diately resumed this control, and the 
Symbolic Lodges of the Scottish Rite 
surrendered the Charters which they had 
received from the Grand Lodge, receiv- 
ing new constitutive Charters from the 
Supreme Council. 

Since then the Supreme Council of 
Louisiana has continued to exercise the 
power to grant Charters for the Sym- 
bolic Grades of the Scottish Rite, a 
Chamber for the government of which 
it has within its bosom and up to the 
oth day of January, 1907, it was the only 
lawful rower in the U. S. A. governing 
these Degrces. On that date by author- 
ity granted by the Supreme Council of 
Louisiana to Matthew M’B. Thomson, 
there was organized the Grand Lodge 
Inter-Montana, and from the Grand Lodge 
Inter-Montana has come the American 
Masonic Federation, the only Supreme 


Masonic organization in America th 
can show a legitimate foundation, tracy

MASONIC PHILOSOPHY

I once knew a man who pro:ured 
pass entitling him to witness the prode 
tion of a great play, and, tucking it int 
his vest pocket, he ever after carried ii 
about under the strange delusion thatt 
had thus become the owner oi the whol 
show. Occasionally, he proudly e 
hibited this pass to his friends as 
dence of his ownership. 

Ridiculous? Certainly it was ridiculos 
—pathetic. The man was a harm 
lunatic. 

I also knew a man who. having pr 
cured passports to the sublime truth 
of Masonry, tucked these passports awi 
in the safe repository of his breast, 3 
ever thereafter strutted about under t 
vain assumption that he had annexed? 
Masonic wisdom. He, too, was fond 
exhibiting these passports to his bret 
ren, whenever occasion offered, as p:ó 
that he had “got everything there is’ 
Masonry. The thoughtless applaud 
the partially enlightened snickercd, th 
wise sighed; but none called him a lun 
tic—no fool can become a Mason, 10 
know. 

Now, how about your passports, mi 
brother; what use have you nade! 
them? No doubt you have often cé 
gratulated yourself on your filelity 
your obligations. and in this you a 
of course, to be commended. But, m 
you given full and due considciation! 
your higher Masonic duties? Wl 
think you, is a Mason's first and high 
duty? In living up to the strict let 
of your obligations, do you imazine ti 
you have encompassed your full duty ® 
the Craft, to yourself and to your tt 
lows? We shall see. 

To begin with, perhaps you do ™ 


like that word “duty.” Perhaps, when 
sought to be applied to yourself, it car- 
ries to your consciousness a sort of vague 
impression of compulsory action, always 
distasteful to one of your independent 
spirit and lofty sensibilities. Perhaps 
you arc one of those superior beings who 
could not for a moment permit his fel- 
lows to infer that his actions were, in 
any sense, enforced actions. Perhaps 
you somchow feel that it might impair 
the impressiveness of that cherished at- 
tidude of dignified condescension with 
which you habitually greet your brethren 
were it to be suspected by them that you 
did anything just because you felt com- 
pelled to do it—even by an abstraction 
called ‘‘duty.” 

“Principle,” you think, is a better 
word; so much better that you spare no 
pains in letting it be known that your 
conduct is always based on it and 
prompted by it. And, it must be admitted 
that, from your point of view, there is 
a decided advantage in this, since you 
can make and unmake your principles 
at pleasure and as occasion may seem to 
you to require; while duties are hard 
and fast things which you have no hand 
at all in making, which no mere mental 
somersault can obliterate or alter, and 
which usually demand some enormous 
servicc. Thereiore, you do not relish 
thatword © duty,” having no liking for 
the servitude it seems to imply. 

Buw did it ever occur to you that 
Masc :cy is primarily and essentially a 
conse sation to service—to the service of 
your llowman? Did you ever reflect 
how. once upon a time, of your own 
free will and accord, declaring that you 
were ‘orthy and well qualified to receive, 
you sought of Masonry and id then 
and “cre receive through the imposi- 
tion =: her dedicating hand, a solemn 
and <-cred commission to labor in this 
very ervice? Not solely because of 
what ou were in your person, not be- 
causc af what you had in your posses- 
sion, “ut because of what vou were ex- 
pecte) to become as a Craftsman en- 
gage) in the erection of the temple of 
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Of course you have not 
reflected on these things; else you would 
not have objected to the word “duty,” 
or to anythink that it implies. 

Then, too, how hany times since that 
memorable event have you presented 
yourself at the portals of a Masonic 
sanctuary and solemnly declared that 


you sought entrance for the purpose 
doing that which is intended as a pre- 
paration of yourself for this same ser- 
vice? And that, too, without giving the 
matter more serious attention than was 
necessary to utter the words:— 
“To learn to subdue my passions.” 
Simple words these, and plain; are they 
not? No possible chance of your mis- 
understanding them, had you but given 
them any thought at all. They are not 
vague, ambiguous terms, nor are they 
liable to miscontruction or misinterpre- 
tation by the dullest wit; and yours is 
not by any means of that order—you are 
a Mason. Yet, simple and plain though 
they be, they point unerringly the way, 
and the only way, to that coveted perfec- 
tion of the individual man which is 
known as Mastership; to that highest 
human .attainment wherein Peace and 
Power unite as one. , 
This, then, is the Masonic duty which 
is both first and last: to learn to sub- 
due the possions. It is the first because, 
until encompassed, no other duty can be 
fully and perfectly done. It is the last 
because, once completely performed, all 
other right actions cease to be regarded 
as duties at all; compliance with them 
becoming as easy, as natural, as uncon- 
sciously automatic as breathing the air. 
And ins’t thit worth while, my brother? 
Believe me, it is the only thing in the 
world that is worth while—the ONLY 
thing. Delve here, and, veiled beneath 
these simple words which you have so 
often and flippantly uttered, you shall, 
sooner or later, if you but labor diligent- 
ly, uncover the first great MYSTERY 
—that which makes the Mason, in fact 
and in truth, a Master. 
Yes, I know, brother—I know very 


a human soul. 
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WelhMideed, just what youvare about to 


“isay: eYpu-are neary of listening to these 
timewor. platitudes, about “controlling 


the passions.” You get all you can stand 
of that sort oi thing in church, where 


that sort ‘of thing properly belongs. 


“What’s the use,” you ask, “ in lumber- 


ing ap Masonry with these threadbare 


axiows,: anyway?” 


Well, if your church has made of 
them meaningless platitudes, think you 


- that Masonry must of necessity deal with 


them after the same fashion? Do you 
take if ior granted, because your church 
has wilfully shut out the light, that Ma- 
sonry is. also grouping in the dark? I 
fear, my brother, your difficulty may be 
one which is not, sad to say, unusual; 
that you have brought into Masonry the 
ordinary theopogical (not religious, look 
you) attitude of mind, which is neither 
good for Masonry nor good for you. 
Nor will you advance very far in the 
matter oi erecting the temple of your 
characier until you have heaved over to 
the rubbish head this same mental at- 
titude; nor, indeed, until you have rce- 
placed it with the clean, receptive mind 
attitude of a Mason whose intellectual 
faculties, as well as his physical activities, 
arc Irec. 


Do you no: pride yourself on the fact 
that you are known and accepted as a 
Free Mason? f course you do. Then 
let me say to you, that so long as you 
permit any man or institution to satu- 
rate your mind with the idea that any- 
thing which periains to character, to 
morality, to right living is the exclusive 
property of a church or a religion, the 
term FREE Mason will be, for you, a 
rank misnomer. These things are not 
now, «und never have been, the special- 
tics of organized or institutional religion, 
They are mercly the side lines which 
the Institution well knows must be car- 
ried in order to retain the trade. Moral- 
ity existed before organized religion was 
ven thought of; in spite of which self- 
evident fact, organized rcligion has some- 
how managed to ram into the minds of 
many the rediculously false assumption 
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especial manufacture; that without th 


that morality is wholly a produc: or it 


church, morality would cease to have 
istence.

your country. 


Still, I must insist that 
these comprise the entire catcvory d 
your Masonic achievements, you are ve 
far, indeed, from being a Master; an 
furthermore, that you have not yet pte 
duced the slightest evidence to show tht 
you have made a perceptible start in the 
direction of the way that lead; to tme 
Mastership. If your Masonic profundity 
all lics in your knowledge oi, and a 
pertness in, the modes of recognitios 
the names of the tools and tke form! 
of the symbols, a parrot proficiency i 
rituals, landmarks and charges, then, l 
say, the next time you are ask«d wher 
you werc first prepared to bc imade? 
Mason, lcù your answer be, “In g 
hands, in my feet, and in my tange? 
and do not, I pray you, answer o! herwisti 
lest it be thought that in addition to ha 
ing misconceived the beauties of tmt 


minous way that leads to Mastership, 
ou have also side-stepped the path that 
ads to ordinary manhood. The very

Yes, yout may have a very comprehen- 
‘cand minute knowledge of Masonry’s 
crets: Lut it does not follow that you 
bve anv of its mysteries. The secrets 
w have because they were given to you 
conicrred uron you. The mysteries are 
t yours because they come only to 
ose who dig for them—and you have 
t yet done any digging. Literal ac- 
pansy, formal precision, and resonant 
tonation are admirable and valucd em- 
llishments in the presentation of 
gend. symbol and allegory; but when 
bu practice them simply for their own 
kes and to parade your tallents, they 
rne bot to destroy, to deepen the veil, 
d to obscure the sign; ior the letter 
not svirit, the form: is not substance, 
id the sound is not sense.

end. A day or two afterwards coming 


upon the same couple talking to a Police 
Officer on the street, I ascertained that 
they were and are sergeant detectives 
of the regular Police force here. <A 
day or two after this while lunching with 
the District Attorney, Mr. Geo. Cameron, 
a Scotchman and a M. M. who took his 
degree in Edinburg but has affiliated 
with the State Masons here, I brought 
up during our conversation the matter 
of the visit of these two detectives to 
me. I explained to him what I was do- 
ing here and who I was sent by and 
showed him my authority for so work- 
ing, also our authority from the Secretary 
of State to do business in this State, 
having satisfied all the necessary require- 
ments of the State Laws, relating to 
Forcien Corporations and he (the Dis- 
trict Attorney) said “You are all right 
and you have every thing perfectly 
regular, so go ahead, and if these detec- 
tives try to make trouble for you let me 
know immediately.” 

How ever nothing was done openly, 
but I soon found that these State Masons 
were working secretly behind my back 
and were approaching every one seen 
talking to me on the street or elscwhere, 
and also the Bros. already accepted and 
raised by me, telling them I was a 
fraud, a faker and an imposter, and that 
they had better not have anything to 
do with me as they would only be taken 
in and buncoed, as the masonry I was 
offering ior sale was not masonry and 
that it was only a matter of a short 
time before they would drive me out of 
the city or have me on the Rock-Pile. 
In srite of all this I kept serenely on 
my way and I am still here in the State 
and have not yet visited the rock-pile, 
much to their chagrin. I learned at this 
time that thes» self-righteous, politician 
masons were beseeching and cajoling the 
District Attorney to have me arrested, 
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and even resorting to threats of what 
they would do to him if he did not, but 
all they could. gct out of him was having 
secn our authority to so work, we werc 
perfectly regular and that if these trouble 
seekers wanted me arrested they must 
bring Some one to him who had paid 
over his ‘moncy to me and being dis- 
satisfied with what he got in return and 
wished to make a complaint against ine, 
and they had to be satisfied with this. 
Was a complaint made? Well! I have 
not yet had to visit a Police Court and 
I am still doing business, and our lodge 
is growing in numbers every week. 
Again, about this time I reccived a mes- 
sage from a Brother Scot, that a man 
by name of Malccom, claiming to be the 
Deputy of the Southern Jurisdiction of 
so called A. & A. S. R., wanted to see 
me, so J gave mysclf the pleasure of a 
call on him on November 25, and found 
a ra her surly and grouchy individual 
who greeted me with the question of 
where did I come from, and on my reply 
“Scotland.” Jlow long had I been here 
and what tart of Scotland did I come 
from, all of which I answered very checr- 
iully. although up to this I had not 
been asked to take a scat and was fecl- 
ing rather ashamed of him as a Scotch- 
man.

of the Northern and Southern Jurisdic- 
tions: 

1. The Rite'now knawn as the Ancient 
and Accepted Scottish Rite was brought 
to ihe West Indies by Stephen Morin, 
who was commissioned in Paris, iw 1761, 
to propagate it in America. 

2. At that date (1761) the Rite 
known as the Rite of Perfection, 
consisted of twenty-five degrees, 

3 By the Constitu.ion of 1762. adopt- 
ed at Bordeaux. France. and sent to 
Ste: hen Morin for his guidance. 

4. A Lodge of Perfection, gth degree, 
was organized at Albany, N.Y. pn 1757 by 
Henry A. Franeken, a Deputy appointed 
by Stephen Morin. 

x. The Rite of Perfection, 25 degrees, 


was 
and 
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Was increased to 33 degrees by adding 
eight new degrees. in 1786. This was 
done by Frederick the Great, King of 


Prussia, as Chicr, and a Constitution for 
the government of Supreme Councils 
was promulgated by that monarch the 
same year, therefore he must have been 
a Scottish Rite Mason. 


6. The Count de Grasse Tilley had 
been an engineer in the service of the 
United States; was a member of Masonic 
bodies in Charleston, South Carolina; 
organized a Supreme Council for the 
French West India islands in 1802, the 
Supreme Council of France in 1804, and 
Supreme Councils in other countries. 

7. Because the Constitution promul- 
gated by Frederich the Great in 1786, 
allowed two Supreme Councils in the 
United States, that is the French version 
which was used by the Northern and 
Southern Jurisdictions until 1&s9. In 
that year the Southern Jurisdiction 
adopted a Latin version of the same Con- 
stitution. 


8. The Supreme Council ior the 
Southern Jurisdiction of the United 
States was organized in Charleston, S. 
C., May 31, 1801. as a Supreme Council 
for the United States. It is called the 
“Mother Supreme Council of the World.” 
and it is said that from it all other 
regular Supreme Councils emanated. 
The Count de Grasse Tilley is thought 
to have secured a copy of the Frederick 
Constitutions, and to have been the 
Organizer oi the first Supreme Council. 
Tn 1813, the Charleston Supreme Council 
for the United States, organized a su- 
preme Council for the Northern Juris- 
diction, furnishing rituals, constitution, 
and all necessary instruction. and 
changed its own name to that of the 
Southern Jurisdiction, thus providing the 
two Supreme Councils authorized by the 
Constitution. 


These answers have becn abbreviated, 

‘ they cover substantially all th 
formation given. If there arc others 
who can furnish additional ittormation, 
corroborating, correcting or disproving 
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these statements, we shall be pleased y 
publish it.

iore proceeding, however, it will pos-

a short account of what constitutes 
cient and Accepted Scottish Rite ot 
cmasonry. It is not Scotch as its 
ce would imply, as it did not originate 
Scatland or with the Grand 
lec of edinburgh. Tt is of French 
yin. We have not authentic history 
asoury in England earlier than 1717. 
then only the unreliable writings of 
ston, in his ‘‘Iilustrations of Mason- 
"Anderson’s “Constitutions” and Dr. 
vers ‘Account of the Schism” & c, 
we understand from meagre accounts 
t Masonry existed in England as early 
(367, in an Operative form. From 
zta t03. Masonic history was almost 
lank. From then on, the seeds of 
im and revolution were being sown. 
the harvest resulted in the esiablish- 
m ai the Grand Lodge of London. 
the warfare against the Grand Lodge 
York. in 1717. Referring to this de- 
tion a, the Yorks by the Grand Lodge 
London, L.eon Hyneman, in his “Free- 
sonry in England” from 1567 to 1813, 
«= “The Grand Lodge at York was 
irely ixnored as if no such body of 
sons had ever existed. There may 
e been such a case in the history of 
anity as children so devoid of affec- 
nand all moral sense as fo obliterate 
evidence of their parent’s existence, 
havin existed, and effacing cvery 
ce by changing their own names and 
ving their paternity as well as their 
hplacc. if so, it furnishes a parallel 
the conduct of the London Masons 
two centuries from the appointment 
Grand Master Gresham.” I mention 
ioregaing to establish the fact that 
sonic perfidy has existed and does 


now exist, to the extent that all Rites and 
Grades of Masons, are engaged in a con- 
tinuing warfare ior supremacy. [t must be 
understood that it was all Craft floor 
work at this time). Thus was the 
foundation laid tor a scismatic following, 
and which we will try to connect with 
later events. 

Thus the two branches Yorks, 
(Ancients) and London (Moderns), be- 
came an acknowledged acceptance. Thus, 
with their desire to abrogate all Ancient 
Masonry, its laws, customs, usages, and 
its fundamental principles, the Moderns, 
seem to have achieved success. In 1754, 
iollowing the precedent csiablished, a 
number of BB assembled together in 
various parts of England, considering 
themselves independent of and not sub- 
ject to the laws of the Grand Lodge or 
the control of the Grand Master, and 
organized respectable Lodges of their 
own, In closing this part of our preface, 
we quote; “The London Grand lodge 
formed in 1717 not satished with con- 
tinued aggressions upon the rights oi 
the Grand Lodge at York from 1567 to 
its ultimate act in severing its ties from 
its parent Grand Lodge and establishing 
an independent Masonic government, 
but claimed to be the only Masonic 
authority in England. In the exercise of 
that claim it sct at deflance all Masonic 
law, Masonic comity, Masonic Justice, 
and not only violated the essentia of the 
obligation to which every member and 
all Masons are covenianted, but justified 
itsclf in innovating upon the ancient 
charges and secret teachings of the In- 
stitution. The London Grand Lodge 
was not a legitimate body oi Masons: it 
had no regular Masonic existence, nor 
werc the persons made Masons under its 
Constitutions perfect and regular Ma- 
sons.” 

In our next we will show how Craft 
Masonry, originating from this source, 
was ingrafted into America, and whit it 
had to do with the advent of “ Scottish 
Rjte Masonry” in America.

“Our Martyr Jacques De Molai” F 
ing that the same might be o. som 


terest ta the students of Masonry 
give you herewith an excerpt of 
same. 


As the Grand Master, De Molia had 
rendered the church and state such im- 
portant services as to render him popular 
with the people. it was deemed expedient 
to proceed with caution in his case, there- 
fore. instead of bringing him to the 
sake with the others he was kept con- 
fined in prison, and frequently subjected 
tn crucl tortures to force a confession 
tom him, also with a view to terminat- 
ing his life in that way: but his strong 
constiiution surviving all the barbarities 
inflicted upon him, he lay in prison over 
five years. Confined with him were Guy, 
the Grand Preceptor: Hugh de Peralt, 
ihe Visitor General of the order, and 
the Grand Preceptor of Acquitaine. For 
prudential reasons, the fact of their im- 
prisonment was carefully concealed from 
the publbic, and to account ior their dis- 
apearance, hints were thrown out that 
they had returned to the Holy Land. 
For this reason, but few of the secrets 
ai their dungeons have ever come to 
light. and not till the morning of the 
righicenth of March, nearly five years 
and a half after their incarceration, was 
ihe mystery oi their disappearance 
calved. Then the citizens af Paris were 
startled hy secing a scaffold erected be- 
iore the Cathederal of Notre Dame, and 
by a summons to be present and hear 
the confessions of the Grand Master of 
the Templars, and his companions. At 
the hour appointed, the four knights 
leaded with chains, and surrounded by 
enards, were brought upon the scaffold 
roler charge of the provost. On the ap- 
pearance Of the knights of the scaffold. 
chained ke wild animals. and haggard 
iam the long suffering, a murmur of 
geaniinnent ran through the crown of 
speci ors. This. however, was soon sur- 
presson hy the guards. and as soon as 
alence was secured, the Bishop of Alba 
procecdcd to read aloud the cighty-cight 
invle of accusation, rallowed by what 
rurparicd to be their confessions. At 
the coo clusions of the reading the papal 
leave urned ta the Grand Master, and 
reqtesd him to avow the guilt of his 
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Order. 
stepping to the front of the scaffold and 
raising his manacled hands toward 
heaven, and repeating the Lord's Prayer 
after which he exclaimed, in a loud 
voice, “To say that which is untrue is 
a crime boih against God and man. Not 
one of us has ever betrayed his God of 
his country. |] do confess to many sins, 
but 1 disdain to add the sin and crime of 
perjury against the innocent and noble 
Order of the Temple to my other sins.” 
Guy. the Grand Preceptor arose ta echo 
the sentiments of the Grand Master, but 
hefore he had proceeded far, the cardinal 
and commissioners, astounded at such an 
exhibition of firmness and defiance from 
men whom they had supposed were so 
broken down as to render them incapable 
of further resistance. hurried the knights 
hack to prison, and immediately repaired 
to the king and acquainted him with the 
occurence. At receiving this wnlooked 
far iniormation, Philips (King of 
France) rage knew no hounds, and with- 
out further information he summoned his 
council, and decreed that the noble 
knights should be burned at the stake. 
A small island in the river Scinc, opposite 
the king's gardens, was selected as the 
place of execution: and there, over the 
spat where once stood the equestrian 
statue of Henry Quatre (Henry IV) a 
pile was erected into which two posts 
were sct. and around them was placed a 
quantity of charcoal. These preparations 
were hastily completed on the afternoon 
o: the same day that the prisoners were 
remanded to their dungeons, and at nine 
o'clock that evening, the Grand Master, 
de Molai and Guy, the Preceptor were 
brought under guard to the place of their 
fiery death. and immediately chained to 
the posts. A vast concourse had already 


To this De Molai replied by 


callected tm behold the tragic scene, and 
they were not long kept waiting, for the 
victims were no sooner secured to the 
vosts than the fires were lighted: but 
as the pile was arranged to burn slowly, 
the Grand Master improved the op- 
portunity by addressing the assemblage 
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in the following memorable and pro- 
phetic terms: ‘France will remember our 
last moments. We die innocent. The 
decree that condemns us is an unjust de- 
cree, but in heaven there is an august 
tribunal, to which the weak never appeal 
in vain, To that tribunal, within forty 
days I summon the Roman Pontiff. Oh! 
Philip, my king, I pardon thec in vain, 
for thy life is condemned at the tribunal 
of God. Within a year ] await thee!” 
A's he concluded a shudder ran through 
the awe-stricken crowd. The fires were 
now closing around the victims, first 
roasting the lower extremities, then 
gradually rising until life was extinct; 
and although their terrible agony was 
prolonged by the slow fire, yet never for 
a moment did these noble martyrs flinch, 
nor by one word or gesture indicative 
of fear of death did they gratiiy their 
fiendish persecutors. But by their 
wonderful fortitude and heroic death 
they added another bright page to the 
closing history oi their Order. 

In fullfilment oi the Grand Master's 
prophecy a terrible retribution soon over- 
took the pope and king; for the pope 
was soon attacked by a violent dysentcry 
which speedily brought him to his grave 
in great agony. His dead body was 
carried to Carpentras (then the residence 
of the popes), and placed at night in a 
church which soon after caught fire and 
nearly consumed the remains of the in- 
fallible pontiff. His relations quarrcled 
over his ill-gotten treasures, and a dar- 
ing band of bandits broke into the 
church at Luca and abstracted from its 
vaults a large sum of money deposited 
there by him. The king of France was 
also called to his last account before the 
end of the year. He died of a painiul 
and lingering disease that baffled the art 
of physicians, and his last days were em- 
bittered by misfortunes. His nobles and 
clergy leagued against him, and the 
wives of two sons were convicted of 
adultery, and finally within the same year, 
the miscrable wretch whose false charges 
had caused the arrest of several illust- 
rious Templars, was hanged for an 


airocious crime. Thus speedy retribuin 
overtook those who were foremost 5 
the persecution and murder oi the 
illustrious Templars. 

During the five years in which the be. 
terest persecution of the Templars tox 
place, the pope and catholic sovercign:¢ 
Europe confiscated and appropr:ated s 
their own use the property ol th 
Templars, including their ornamens 
jewelry, and treasures of their cliurche 
During the same time they were in act 
reccipt of all the vast rents and revene 
of the fraternity, and in addition to thi 
wholesale robbery, King Philip enforce 
a claim upon their lands in France a 
over a million dollars; doing it, he 
alleged, to defray the expense of ther 
prosecution. Louis, his son, also pe 
forward a claim ior the sum oi three 
hundred thousand dollars. Altogether 
the amount robbed from the Templar 
by the pope. cardinals, inquisitors, and 
sovercigns of Eurore aggregated an io 
mense sum, the honest accumulation o 
the fraternity in their collective and in 
dividual capacity through a long period 
of years.

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MASONIC TERRITORIAL JURIS- 
DICTION CONSIDERED 

In the brilliant dawn and auspicious 
light of the twentieth century, when the 
onward march of science, advanced edu- 
cation, the untranmeled right of con- 
science and moral progress; the acquisi- 
tian of new territory and other remark- 
able and noteworthy achicvements, so 
characteristic of the great progress made 
and still going on in the United States, 
it might be considered presumptious to 
ask: why masonry, so essential in the 
moral sphere, should remain quiescent? 
Why should any particular craft grand 
body arrogate or claim exclusive terri- 
arial jurisdiction? It is our purpose to 
view this subject matter from a fair and 
impartial standpoint. In the first place, 
it seems to us that the seal of condem- 
nation should be placed upon the epithets 
and approbrious expressions recently 
uttercd, in certain instances, through the 
laca] press and through the columns of 
same Masonic periodicals. It is the 
“York Rite” arrayed against the Ameri- 
can Masonic Federation; and the latter 
striking back at the former with full 
foree and vigor. To a disinterested ob- 
server who looks on and does not know 
which is which: which is right and which 
is wrong; or which one has territorial

rights, or which one has no right to © 
practise Crait Rite, or perhaps both con- | 


tending bodies have cqual rights to 
practise Masonry; such mancuvering 
must certainly scem peculiarly odd to 
such an observer, who might be a non 
Mason, favorably impressed with the idea 
that freemasonry is the real embodiment 
of periect harmony, such evidently are 
the views entertained and conclusions 
drawn by non Masons who look upon 
the contending masonic bodics, and re- 
gard them as inveterate rivals, which is 


indeed iorcign to the principles of Free > © 


Masonry. 

Craft Masonry, practised in the United 
States and previously during the Colonial 
period had been constituted and establish- 
ed at different times within certain terri- 
torics. Any one, who is familiar with 
the history of rec Masonry during the 
Colonial period, knows that there were 
four distinct Masonic bodics working 
and conferring Craft degrecs, among 


which bodies the most periect harmony, 


good will and brotherly love prevailed. 
Those Masonic bodies which had con- 
stituted lodges in the colonies, were the 
Grand Lodge of Scotland, the 
Lodge of Ireland, the Priemier Grand 


Lodge and the Athol Grand Lodge both >» 


of England, and known as the Ancients 
and the Moderns. To those bodies of 
Colonial times might be added a French 
Rite introduced by the illustrious and dis- 
tinguished Bro.: Benjamin Franklin, who 
was made a Mason while in France. We 


don’t know of any territorial limits in ' 


those years. All were Masons and recog- 
nized each other as members of the 
Great Masonic brotherhood of all na- 
tions, peoples kindred ‘and tongues. That. 
institution which comented the members 
of the Craft in the bonds of a common 
brotherhood, which ultimately led to the 
freedom and independence of the 
Colonics. But during the national period 
up to the present time, it is claimed by 
the Craft grand lodges throughout the. 
United States, that one Crait body anly 
can hold jurisdiction in the same state 
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or territory; the Grand Master having 
absolute control, ad interim, and his 
prerogatives besides, according to the 
Ancient land marks and the jurisprudence 
of the Craft, clothing him with absolute 
power. Then, in view of such claims of 
original jurisdiction and absolute countrol 
of territory as if all rights were ex- 
clusively reserved by the York Rite 
Grand Lodges, the question now arises: 
Has another grand body a right to cs- 
tablish itseli within the same ierritory 
already occupied, either by usage or 
chartered rights, without having been 
also legally incorporated? Jt would seem 
evident that the occupancy of the same 
territory by another Grand Lodge of 
Craft Masonry would be an invasion of 
territory already occupied for Craft work, 
except on legal conditions: principally, 
the other Grand body must be Masonical- 
ly qualified, that is. in possession oi a 
recognized dispensation or charter grant- 
ed by a Grand or Supreme Masonic body 
having jurisdiction over Cratt work, and 
said Grand or Supreme body itself being 
recognized by other Masonic Grand or 
Supreme powers. Then, m order to es- 
tablish the right of the other, or new 
Grand Lodge to constitute Craft Lodges 
and where or everywhere within the 
given territory, it must be legally incor 
porated according ta law. governing in- 
corporate bodies, with such special laws 
or legal clauses setting forth the Aims, 
objects and definite purposes of tie New 
Grand hady incorporated, which act oi 
incorporation would entitle the Grand 
Lodge aforesaid) to practice Masonry 
legally and regularly within the wiven 
territory. Otherwise, without a charter 
of incorporation, which would vive legal 
rights as well as right of territorial oc 
cupamey, the New Grand Lodge could 
he declared irregular and its | Craft 
Lodges branded with the stigma of 
“Clandstine’ bv the Grand lodge or 
Grand Master of the terriory already 
occunied. notwithstanding the fact that 
the New Grand Todge is in possession 
ol a Masonic Charter. Then, the New 
Grand Lodge heing incorporated. accord- 
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ing to law, and its rights clearly cstab- 
lished on legal grounds, the brand wi ir- 
regularity and the stigma of Clandestinsi: 
together with other un-Alasonic epithet. 
would drop into the deep recesses of 
oblivion. 

The American system of Masonry, 
designated by some writers as the York 
Rite, is all right in itseli, and has a just 
and inalienable right to keep within i- 
self as a distinct Masonic body. and 
might or might not enter into fraternal 
relations, intercourse or terms of \mity 
with other Masonic bodies as it would 
deem proper csoterically, the work o! 
“York Rite” Masonry and the work ut 
the American Masonic Federation ate 
very closely akin, the difference being in 
the cxoteric work. jurisprudence and 
government by which the York Rite 
claims the whole territory of the United 
States as its inheritance. 

Why should Masonry remain quies 
cent. we have asked of course we do not 
insinuate that the York Rite system of 
Masonry is quiescent. It is active in 
course and progressive in its individual- 
ity. But it cannot stem the tide nor re- 
main wrapped up in its sovereign dignity. 
Universal Pree Masonry is progressing 
with the age in which we live. while 
retains its prestive origin as im dive o! 
yore and in time immemorial, when i 
sublime principles were a shining lighter 
the Ancient patriarchs, and also had al 
Inmed the dark horizon of Paginism 
Yet it is progressive and becomes more 
resplendant as centuries roll alone and 
cannot be cirenmserthbed within narrow 
limits. Tt has been and shall be the 
harbinger of freedom and the bulwark 
ot heman liberty as it had been in onr 
Colonial days. So. Universal Frer 
Masonry is abroad. but not to usur: the 
lawfol rights oi any other Masonic Rite 
already established. It claims infe te 
a domain of operation. for the purpose ef 
disseminating the principles af its Rite 
and so to heiter the moral and socii con 
ditions of maa and to develop and iw 
rrove the innate power and qualities 
the mind by the inculeation of true Ma- 
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«nie coachings thus making the recipient 
af Masonic light nobler and better, leav- 
mg the mdoctrin of dogmas and creeds 
i the functionaries of religion—the test 
m religion being the affimative belief in 
the Supreme Architect of the Universe 
“owhem Masons put their trust. The 
promoters of Universal Masonry claim 
‘at these are certain rights in the moral 
sphere which belong to them as well as 
m the religious world. The revolution oi 
time in every age, has brought wany 
changes with the diverse forms of re- 
ligion at the preseni time. all working 
with rervency and zeal to maintain their 
cherished doctrinal views, which denomi- 
nation conclamn absolute control over 
all the rest. Religion in its diversity oi 
iorms and shades, is trying to carry out 
the stiritual advancemeni and comfort oi 
mankind. The American Masonic Fed- 
eration laoks upon the Masonic world in 
the same light; and while its promoters 
Jy not claim absolute supremacy. they 
chim equality and legal rights to estah- 
lish their Craft Rite for the wellbeing 
aml moral advancement of men-proper 
material for the Craft. Proper material 
inp the Craft should be men of good 
maral character, sound in body and per- 
we in every limb. “Phe iec for member- 
dip to he equal to that paid by members 
ofany other Craft body working within 
the same territory. The fee paid for Craft 
work in any state is not exorbitant. The 
acinient of Masonite light and esoteric 
mstrucions, gets the worth oi his money. 
The American Masonite Federation is 
factor an the dissemmation af Universal 
Masonry. Histary repeats itself. Wath 
inr Masonie bodies, working in the 
olores as already mentioned the 
aow and population oi the United 
Snte- will eventually necessitate the 
establi-hment of what we might term 
Coomepoalttan Masonic Lodges in the 
large cities Of the Union as in countries 
di South America. In the Argentine Kc- 
public there are many lodges working 
inoheciience to the United Grand Podge 
at England of which Charles Trevor

Ayres. There are several otiter foreign 


lodges in Buenos Ayres in obedience to 
European Supreme bodies. The National 
Grand Lodge and the Supreme Council 
33 degree of the Argentine Republic do 
not interpose or matnicst any opposiion 
to those regularly constituted fereign 
lodges. Then, what has taken place in 
the southern countries of the Western 
Memisphere, as to the progress and ad- 
vancement ac Free Masonry, will in iiime, 
become common in the United States. 
Masonry is the most potent power in the 
world. There is no greater bond of 
fnendship than Masonry. There is no 
secret organization can exceed the Ma- 
sonic institution in loyalty to the govern- 
ment and the constituted authorities in 
peneral, and there is no organization can 
make men better citizens; provided Ma- 
sons adhere to the principles and teach- 
ings of the Craft. The more Masonic 
bodies there are; the better it is ior the 
nation. The time will come. na doubt, 
when there will he a free union of In- 
dependent Crait lodges in the United 
States, as it is the case in Germany.

REPORT BY THE LAW COM- 
MITTEE OF THE GRAND EN- 
CAMPMENT OF THE TEMPLE 
& MALTA IN SCOTLAND 
In Regard to the Procecdings Connected 
With the Pretended Amalgama- 
tion with the Religiou: and 
Military Order of the 
Temple. 

Negotiations for a union of the two 
bodies were first suggested in 1904, when 
the Grand Encampment opened com- 
munication with the Religious and 
Military Order of the Temple, but at 
this time the Religious and Military 
Order would not entertain the proposal. 
A’ year after that, however. the negotia- 
tions were opened by the Religious and 
Military Order, and they then suggested 
a basis tor amalgamation. The negotia- 
tions were continued for a time between 
the two bodics, but in this case also they 
were brought to a termination by the 
Religious and Milifary Order refusing to 
proceed with the then proposed union. 


LUCAS: 


The re-opening of the negotiations in 
1905 seems to have been brought about 
by Mr. A. A. Arbuthnot Murray, who 


was at that time a member, but not an 
officebearer, of the Grand Encampment. 
On 4th April, 1905, before the negotia- 
tions were re-opened by the Religious 
and Military Order, he wrote a letter 
to Mr. Balfour Melville, stating that he 
was personally prepared to support a 
basis for arrangement proposed by the 
latter to the utmost oi his power by anr 
influence he might have. Elis letter woe: 
on to say:—‘ Of course, you will clearly 
understand that I am not in any war 
acting for or in consultation with the 
Early Grand in this matter, but I mas, 
at the same time, say that I have often 
had the privilege of conversing with 
prominent members of that body. and 
I am absolutely satisfied that the Can- 
ongate men and probably the most desir- 
able men in the other Encampments will 
join in the movement.” Apparently it 
was a matter of indifference io hin 
whether the bulk of the members wished 
the amalgamation or not. 


Irom 1906 the matter, so far as the 
members of the various Encampment 
knew, was cntircly dropped. The first 
intimation which the members had that 
anything of the kind was on foot was 
in February, 1909, when a circular ior the 
meeting of 20th February was sent out 
That circular bore as part of the busi 
ness:—‘A Report oi a Conference held 
on 15th February, 1909, between a Sub- 
Committee of the Grand Master's Council 
and the Committee of the Religious and 
Military Order of the Temple re Amalga- 
mation.” That was all, and it was 
scarcely cnough to lead the persons who 
saw it to understand that unless they at 
tended the meeting there would he no 
further opportunity of learning the term 
of that report. or of considering the 
question of amalgamation, but so it hap 
pened, as at the meeting, after the re 
port was given, the Grand Master maved 
that the amalgamation be agrecd to. 


The Encampments had been intentior 
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ly kept in the dark as to what was 
king place, as it was quite well under- 
Bod by those who were rushing the 
ulgamation that, while there were 
aw who favoured the idea of amalga- 
aton on fair and equitable terms, the 
position to the terms given would have 
a so strong that the scheme could 
tpossihly have carried. The members 
the Eneampments, while willing to 
nk their differences with the Great 
ary for the good of the whole Order, 
kre not prepared to lose their identity 
asechismaue body, and many of the 
kares, had they had the opportunity 
ped have resisted the amalgamaiion. 
fe meeting, as has been stated, took 
Bee on 2oth February. 1909. Some of

the meeting and agreed to by those 
eent) hears that a number of those 
cent who had agreed to the terms 
kel what those terms were! In order 
they night be informed oi the terms, 
Gran! Master instructed the Re- 
rder to issue a copy of the Memo- 
dum ot Agreement with the minute 
meetiiy of 20th February. The 
nigam: iion was fixed for 31st March, 
dit would have been natural to expect 
n the Grand Recorder would have 
n that the terms oi the amalgamation 
te communicated to the Encampiments 
mediatciy after the meeting of 2oth 
buary, in order that they might con- 
qe the terms. It was not, however, 


until the 26th of March that the minutes 
of the meeting of 20th February, with 
copy of the terms of amalgamation, were 
circtnated, along with the circular asking 
the representatives to be present at the 
ceremonial meeting on 3rd April. 

The terms of the pretended amalgama- 
tion included that the Preceptories under 
the Great Priory. and the Encampments 
under the Grand Encampmeni, should 
retain their Chariers, but these were to 
he endorsed by the reconstituted body, 
which was to be known as the Great 
Priory of Scotland: that members of 
Preceptorics under the Great Priory, and 
the members of Encainpments under the 
Grand Encampment. could, if they so 
wished, have their Certificates endorsed; 
that the Grand Encampment would 
undertake to bring its active Encamp- 
ments inio the amalgamated body. and 
that the Great Priory would similarly 
undertake to bring its Eneampments in; 
and. lastly, that while all grades of 
Knight Grand Cross and Knight Com- 
mander of the Grand Encampment should 
be abolished. the Knights Grand Cross, 
Knights Commander, and Knighis Com- 
panion “under the Great Priory should 
continue to retain their ranks. With 
reference to these terms of agreement 
it may be pointed out:—(First) As 
showing how the Great Priory never 
intended to consider the amalgamation 
as the union of the two bodies into a new 
body, that, as will be seen from the An- 
nual Reporter ior toio, page 222, the 
only forms of endorsation for Charters 
and Diplomas which were settled were 
those of Encampments and Masters of 
the Grand Encampment. Accordingly, 
so far as their records show, not a single 
Preceptory sent in its Charter to be 
endorsed, and the Great Priory, while 
they asked for the Charters under the 
Grand Encampment in order that they 
might endorse them, do not scem to have 
troubled to carry out the other part of 
their arrangement, and endorsed the 
Charters of the Religious and Military 
Order to the new name. Further, while 
the Memorandum of Agrecment provided 
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that the name oi the new body was to 
be “Fhe Greai Priory of Scotland” ta 
name distinct from the names of both 
bodies), and endorsation, the form oi 
which was settled by the Grand Master's 
Council on gth June, 1909 (the Grand 
Master's Council on that date having 
been the Grand Masters Council of the 
Religious and Miliary Order previous 
to the amalgamation), was an endorsa- 
tion which endorsed the Charters in the 


‘name of the old Religious and Military 


Order, although it had pone out of es 

istence as such, and had been merged 
into the new Great Priory. if the alleged 
amalgamation had raken place. (Second) 
The Early Grand Eneamement under- 
tonk to bring its active Encampments 
into the amalgamated body, but no steps 
were ever or have ever been taken by 
them to this effect. As has already been 
painted om, they were not mformed of 
the terms of the amalgamation until they 
were asked to send representatives to 
the final ceremony. There was no ar- 
rangement made whereby they could 
have an opportunity of stating whether 
they approved of the Grand Encamp- 
ment amalgamating on the terms of the 
Memorandum oof Agreement. and in 
some Eneameoments there was not even 
womecting of the Encampment io de- 
cide whether or not they would be 
brought in in terms of that ninth clause 
af the Memorandum, ar Agreement. The 
further clause of the Memorandum af 
Agreement, to which reterenee has been 
made. ts thai which abolished the grades 
ot Knight Grand Cross amd Kmight 
Commander, The curious thing in re 
vard to ihis partienlar chimse, is that it 
never suggested itself to the tarties who 
were rushing throngh the amalgamation. 
that the persons who ought to be con- 
sulted in regard to the question whether 
the rades o; Knight Grand Cross and 
Knight Commander should be taken 
away. were the persons who held these 
prades. No attempt was made to fnd 
out whe her they approved of this, and 
were agreeable to the suggestion that 
their rank should be taken away, while 
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those who happened to hoki tbe sir 
ranks in the Religious and Milia 
Order, were to retain them with all che 
honours. As ikese offices carried w 
them certain privileges and rights, sure 
the least the Grand Encampment q 
rather the Grand Master's Council wh 
rushed the matier) could have d 
was to have ascertained whether ikog 
persons were agrecable to be snute 
in the way they suggested. in order:

England, is neither confirmed hy ariginal 
records of that Grand Lodge, the rec- 
ords of the Grand Lodge of England. 
nor hy “Anderson's Raak of Canstitu- 
tons“ vublished in 1738. nor subsequent 
authorized = publications by the Grand 
Lodge of Fngland. although they con- 
tain the names of all Provincial Grand 
Masters with the places for which they 
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were appointed, the name or appointment 
of Henry Trice is nowhere mentioned, 
and yet the statement of the Massachu- 
setts Grand Lodge has been universally 
accepted as true, and we could mention 
other like instances of the kind. “The 
same author says: ‘The tendency to in- 
novate and interpolate in Masonic teach- 
ings has taken a wide scope since the 
great Masonic Charlatan of the United 
States, Thomas Smith Webb, commenced 
his Masone career near the close of the 
last century. Suffice it to say that the 
“Articles of Union” between the two 
Grand Lodges of England, were formu- 
lated and accepted in 1813, and the 
Grand Lodge of York (Ancients) and the 
Grand Lodge of London, (Moderns), be- 
came “The United Grand Lodge of An- 
cient Free Masons of England.” 

The carhest authentic account we have 
of Masonry in Scodand is recorded in 
an extant Charter of a Lodge at Sterling. 
from David 1. (1478) which enacts: “And 
that you mack, instruck, and teach the 
Masonry of St. John in all its parts and 
secrets and as like belted knights and 
cross-legged with armour ior the care 
and keeping of our holy religion.” 

The Lodge ‘Glasgow St John” has a 
similar charter. These documents, what- 
ever may have been ther origin, are an- 
cient history, and convey to us that there 
was a transition penod, not very dis- 
tinctly marked, that bridges us over from 
operative to speculative Masonry. The 
former, was. undoubtedly, a craft guild, 
the latter has become a historical re- 
minder, and continues in form and efiect, 
a modernized substitute. History leads 
us along, however, first to “Cannongate 
Kilwinning” in 1679, and down to and 
throught the “Rcebellions, to the first 
authentic accounts of the speculative Ma- 
sonry of Scotland. Scott’sh Masonry has 
always been more pronounced, in its op- 
erations, than either England or Ireland.

A “rajah” is not a king. klis status is 
about that of a Florentine or Venctian 
duke ot the Middle Ages; which means 
that his sway over the lives and liberties 
and properties of the people within his 
domain is about as absolute as the heart 
of the most exacting tyrani could wish. 
No sure-cnough king on carth today is 
clothed with the authority a rajah may 
exercise within the confines of his realm; 
and, in the matter of the pomp and the 
parade, the luxurious trappings and the 
ceremonics of royalty, no other ruler or 
potentate can begin to rival the dis; lay 
vf one o; these oriental despots. From 
which the beggarly condition of the peo- 
ple who pay the freight may be readily 
imagined. 

fact ihat in 
those ancient days the male members of 
a royal houschold were piivileged bhe- 
youd all other tolk to indulge their evil 
passions and propensities to an extent 
that, today, would daunt even a princely 
scion of the Pittsburg Four Hundred; 
also, that the privilege was usually exer- 
cised to the limit—if there was any limit. 
In short, the prince or princeling who 
refused the prerogative altogether, pre- 
ferring to be good, was thought to have 
something wrong with him, if he was not 
actually regarded as a freak. Hence, we 
learn with no little astonishment that 
when Gautama had reached the age oi 
about twenty years, his relations felt 
called upan to complain, and did com- 
plain, to his father that the young man 
was hitting a pace in debauchery and 
proiligacy greatly cxceeding the speed 
limit, and requesting the parent to call a 
halt and save the family from further 
disgrace. And so, it scems, after all, 
that there was a limit. But when we 
cons‘der the wide range of deviltries and 
villainies through which an oriental 
prince and heir to a royal throne ai that 
period was allowed to france, unques- 
tioned and unhampered, and, the turther 


Now, it is a notorious 
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fact that the young reprobate whose 
enmity these complaining relations were 
thus rashly inviting would, in all likeli- 
hood, soon be sitting upon a throne 
from which he could measure out to 
them such dire punishments as his fancy 
and fury might suggest, cven to sum- 
marily chopping off their heads—some 
faint notion of the enormity oi h's follies 
is driven home to us. Plainly, the gay 
Gautama had been living the life of the 
senses with some vigor. 

Nor is there anything strange in this; 
nor in the least inconsistent with his 
subsequent exalted carecr. the great- 
ness of the cternal hills was in his soul. 
Haw, then, could he be expected to be 
otherwise than great in b's conduct, 
whatever it might he—even in his sinn- 
ing? Sin is but misdirected human 
energy. But the wrong is not in the 
energy; it is wholly in the misdirection. 
The mind ts the director, but it never 
purposely misdirects; nevcr consciously 
gives the energy a wrong impetus. At 
the precise moment of giving the d‘rec- 
tion. the mind sees the act as the only 
right thing to do; otherwise the direc- 
tion would not, could not, be given. A 
moment before. or a moment later, such 
act may have the appearance of wrong; 
or, it may be a month or a year tater: 
or, i may he that the mind may never be 
able to perceive the act as a misdirection 
or wrong, even though all the other 
minds in the universe sce it plainly as 
such [nm any case, at the precise 
moment of the application of the energy 
to the act. every part of the individaul 
mentality pronounces the act a proper.

of the Blue Lodge is called “The Adopt- 
ive Order of the Eastern Star.” 

On the letter-heads issucd there is 
given a ' Supreme Council oi the Rite of 
Misraim goth Degree. One Title, the 
“Royal Order ot Scotland of }1-D-1)-M. 
of K-L-M-N-G. and R-S-Y., C-R-S.” 
could not possibly be interpreied by an 
adept in either Scottish or York Rite 
Masonry. 


One of the frst enquiries made by 
Lindsay when called up by prospective 
candidates is as to whether or not they 
visit him “out of curiosity” and ihe next 
is “whether they intend to make trouble.” 
It is said that W. C. Alvord, agent ot 
the Failing [state intends ordering 
Lindsay out of the building. 

l have often wondered since reading the 
abave where this poor. deluded, assanine 
toolish Yellow Editor got his ideas 
(such few as he seems to have) on Ma- 
sonry, as it is very evident to the mercst 
tyro that he cannot have read anything 
whatever about the History of I'ree-Ma- 
sonry.
